Son-Risb and Son-Sst. The times given in this Calendar shew the 
distant at which the centre of the visible sun is on the visible horiaon of 
Bombay. In calculating the eCects of refraction and the dip of the 
horizon, the Barometer has been assumed to be 2d.80iii., the Thcr>* ^ 
mometer 80 ^ Fah., and the height of the observer 15 feet above the 
level of the sea. 

Tus Time of IIioh Watbb at Bombay has been calculated front 
Tidal Tables prepared at the Observatory, and printed In the volume 
Fart 11. of 1847, containing Meteorological and other miscellaneous 
observations made at that place. 

-During the year 1852 three Eclipses are visible in the Northern por- 
tion of India, but only two in the Southern. In Bombay, of the two 
visible eclipses, one will take place on the Ut July ; it will be tliat of 
the Moon, and total. The other, which is only a partial eclipse of the 
Moon, will happen on thc2Gth December ; at this time the eclipse will 
begin below the horizon, and the Moon will rise dearly half eclipsed ;

The lunar month 
begins on the western side of India, ami HOutl|(^f tho Nurbudda rlv'cr, v ah the first day of 
the Shookla PuksU (Shood f*rutipuda) or bright half of the Moon— at Benares, Oojein, and 
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th« eountrlCR north of the NarbudtU, the Inner month begins vUh the flrsc any of the 
Krlstna PukHh, (Viul rrutipinlaj or dark half of the Moon. The first h ausIgnatcU the 
Sookladec niodf of rpokoninp ; u*;dthe liUtcr, the Krlshnoflec. The lunar year beffiUHwith 
the fli Ht diiv nf tlie Slinoklit Piikjth or bright half of the Moon in Chyti*, both north and south 
of the Kurbudd.i, I.i ovory country in India ; but as ihc dark half of tuo Moon precedes the 
other, or hliookl'i l*a’ sli at ncnarcs. the half lunai inou!h of Phytr is tukoii from the last 
lunu rnon*'i otthe yea) prccftling, and consh'ertd to belong to It. 

It )i>iv been alriiady stated tlul the liinur month invariably conNistsof .*10 TJthcos or lunsr 
but J: has l»ecn cu-stoma-y vlth all oastcim nations, in ovd'-.r to regulate their fasts and 
iesjiials, to drop certain 'nnar ilay.s, and to reckon other.*, tivice, to niakf up the ticflclency: 
the lust Ilf these arc ici'njfd by the Hindoos, lUhavu Titliee.s (perishable days,) and the d-iys 
ifepeii tod twice arc eulled Vrldli Titheen (addltfooHl days) The rule of ti.ese Is exceedingly 
simple Those lunar days on 'whleli the sun does not rise, (Sooryoduyu nuheeu) arc struck 
out ; those in wiiich it rl.se.s twice urc. Vrldh, or additional : and It Is ubriou.s that fauab 
clrcumstancc.s will occur about six times in the course of the lunar y^cai*. 

P.MI.SFXS — There are ut present two Irauehcs of the rursee.s, who differ one month In tha 
year from e:if*h other ; thoH'itlmt forward one month in their year urc styled Kndinoc.s,and tha 
rest Shenshoyees. The present scheme embraces the Parsee -Kra of Vezdezerd, commonly 
styled Kiidiiiee or Durcayee Now'roz. or sea -reckoning, the same lifting made use of in all 
na it'eal calculations among the A.siatic marlnm-.tlie newyoarof wJiich always commences on 
the 1st diiyof 1 uTvenlcfii.

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NATIVE FESTIVALS* 


HINDOO. 

MiTCKiTR Si'WiCKAN’T.— On thw day the mm enters the siprn “ Muekur^*' or Capri* 
corn. — Vide 12th January. The Hindu festivals are so numerous, anil the ohser- 
vanres of them are so intnrate, that they often bewilder a writer when he tits down 
to describe them. And it is equally dimcult to point out wliich of the festivals is 
the greate.st. The writers of the Hindu legends have set sueh enormous merit on 
the observaiiecs of each of them, as to surpass all human comprehension ; and they 
have ever unhesitatingly said that those observances themselves will obt^n heaven. 
(Ircat rejoicings are held among the Hindus, but particularly among Uie Brahininst 
on account of tlic feast of JUuckur Sunkrautt 'w\wti the sun reaches the most sou tlieru 
sign of the Zodiac. Muckur or CaprieomuH. From this day till the time of liis leav- 
ing the most northern, and returning tow'ards the southern signs of the Zodiac, he 
is called IJtarayan ; and his passage to the most southern sign is called Xhththana^H. 
The vernal and autuiiina) cquim^xes divide the Utarayan and Vvk$iuxnayan into 
two e<iual parts. Tlie days of Utarayan are esteemed Iweky, and those of Ihu Duh- 
ahannynn unlucky. During the days of Jhtkahanayan it is said that the gates of 
lieaven are sliuu'aud in the Utarayan they are op<,*n. For men to die in tlie f,7«r- 
uyan is considered more blessed, b^ause they got immediate entrance intolienveii ; 
butif tbe righteous die in the DukUtanayaiif they shall have to wait outside of the 
g.ate-s till the f/tarciy«« sets in. Jn tho days of ^/tarayaw, Mooiij, the ceremony of 
iiix't'.sting the youths wi»h tlic sacred cord, and marriages, are cclobrnted. I'lio 
ceremoniea that are solemnized at the day of Muckur Sunkrant, just at the time of 
tlic sun’s cnlrauco into lha sign, are these. — The Ilindus go to the sea, accompniiied 
by a flrahrnin priest, to bathe: there they rub their bodies wilb tiltaSf* and wash 
themselves in the manner proscribed in the Shast][a. llio Brahmin then repeats 
certain incantations snitiMl to the occasion, and closes the ceremony by n'coiving due 
adoratu'iiy and a present of money for himself. On tlieir return Inmie (hey invite, 
Braliniiii.s, present them uitli a clip of bell -metal, IHled with tillaa and sonn; money, 
according to the ability of the Snnie CYOU jpn^soiit the Brahmins wuh 

copper pots, new Dhaturs^ umhreli.'is, ^tc., and th 9 )|wliofc family receives beneilictioii 
I’rom tlii'iu, which ii done by the BrahiniiiH repoat^g iwtain words, and throw Jng 
on their heads a few grains of red coloured rice. After the perfurinanco of this <-erc- 
moiiy, they go to take their meals, which consist ofawcatincats. They invite their 
friends anil relations to dinner; and towards evening they wear new (doilies, gold 
anti other ornanionts, and frequent the houses of their friends and relations, distri- 
hiitiiig trV/os mixed wdtii sugar. At the time of putting the into the riarticH* 
hands, ihcv repeat these w'ovds, “Ke -eive thesefiV/as mixed with sugar, and be friendly 
with me lliroiighoiit the wdiole year.'’ All the praise and prayers that are ofrcicil 
this day are to the sun, and to no other god. The second^ day of Sunlininl is iniined 
ATwr, wliich is generally celebrated by women by making small jtrcMUta among 
lho.se of their own sex, 

Wr&uxT rrxniAMicr. seems to have b«'cn instituted in honor of fhe 8]iring, 
■which season i** personifii’tl inulcr the name f»f Waumuta^ who is fabK.d os alteiidnig 
on Kama, or the God of hove.

iJf’TiTsiTCTUMF.r. is dedicated to the worship of the sun. This day is the hegiri- 
niiig of tho Atunw iintura, or iicriod embracing the reign of a A/anoo, of which fourteen 
govern in succos-^ion, during the differenl age-s of tho , world. The present age in 
nnde.r the doniiiiioii of the seventh Munoo ; and ot the commencement of this )icriod 
a new sun is suyiposed to havo mounted his chariot. — Vide 2btli January. 

SimvABATREE. — A fftst day inhoiior of Skeva, during whiclithe Lmgn^or Bnechio' 
phallus, i.s worrihippe.d.— Vide 18Ui February, Vudh chuttoordaasee, or theShth of 
every ruouth, is kept siwred by the votaries of Shiva; but Mayhvudii ehuttoonhisHeo 
has obtained its peculiar cpitfiet, Skeva lltttrce^ or tlm j^cat night of Sheva. 

The Hindu legemls account in the following nmiiner for its notoriety among the 
rest of Jiutrera. Jn time inimemorial an on-her of wicked niid licention* 

habits, went into a forest this day, to shoot deer. He spent the whole ilay in tha 
pursuit of his game, and, on a' sudden, night came on, and he was left to the

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rnercy of wild bensts When he found himself in such a forlorn condition, ha 
hud rcrcmrse t(» a Buie or Bilwa ire^ to secure himself from attack. Having got 
upon the tree, by way of relaication, or U) get a clearer view, he broke off all the 
branches that hung around and above his head, and flung them down : fortunately 
the twigs wliicb he threw fell on the Linga of Sheva, which was near the foot of 
the tree. Sheva was so mnph pleased and satisfied by the accidental worship of his 
votarv, that he fortwith sent a Firman, or heavenly chariot, and took the hunter 
into liis own abode, with acclamations of joy. To commemorate this great 

event of the entrance of tlic archer into Kylas, the Hindus observe a fast this day, 
and worship Sheva in hopc.s of obtaining like merit. Observance ofS/ievu /tu/ree : — 
This day the votaries of Sheva fast, and, in the night, repair to the temples of 
Sh(!va, accompanied by a Brahmin priest, -who performs Pooja by rci>eatirig certain 
incantations: first ho pours some water over the Linga, and washes it, and after- 
wards he docorales it witli choice flowers. When this is done, the priest takes his 
sacred book, wherein Sheva’s thousand different names are written, and rcarls the 
names : and the Yajainau, the worshipper, flings a leaf of Sale over the hWl of the 
Linqa each time. This kind of Pooja is performed four different times duririg the 
nigfit, and thus wake is keyjt up for the whole night. This is styled the Poo|a of 
the four Brahamn, or watches. It commences at about eight i*. m. and ends at five 
A. M. This night the PagfMlos of Sheva are thronged by devotees. Some persons 
engage twelve Brahmins, and others four,fltc., to pci-fi>rm the Pooja, ac«*ording to the 
abilities of the Yujamaii. The Brahmins must be liberally paid for their labours. 

floi.F.K (Sanscrit — IT ouka or Phaloutsuva). — This festival, called als.> 
Loluvntra, or the swinging festival, is supposed by Sir W. Jotios to relate ti> the 
vernal equinox, and to be similar to the I’ersian Nowroz. It commences fifteen 
days before tin* full moon, on which the ceremonies arc terejiinatod, and is held in 
honor of Krishna. In the freedom with urhich the lower i ' sos now behave towanN 
their .superiors, this festival resembles the Boman Saturn i and, in the sending 
people on h(»olless errands, it c«)rresponds with our 1st of April, Bed powders arc 
daubed \ii>ou the imngc of the go<l, and thrown and ^(piirtcd by his worshippers 
on each other, while fnniales are saluted by cxcl.nmat ions and jes!>, of no very i-haste 
dc.siTiption. 'Hie wheaten cake yg^ich is placed on the i>ilc ligljtcd at the ' close id' 
the festival is calleil polle<‘, and the right of first oflbring it in a vill.'ige is considered 
as an honorary privilege. Neither the origin of this festival, nor the manner in wUicli 
it is observed, can be described. Nor is this manner of observing it confined t»» 
the lower classes of the native community — the highest apparently joining in it 
with the same zest as the lowe.st. This festival nominally continues' from the nt.w 
to the full moon, but. only a fewof thn last days .arc practically and openly devoted t(» 
it. For two or three days no respectable women appear in the streets, so obscene and 
abusive Is the laiignagc in almost ever> oiuf.s month, and applied to any woman 
that they may happen to see. It is often called Shi mga, from the name of tin; 
month ill whkli it occurs. — Vide Ifitli March, 

The Ilixnoo Xicw Teak (Shall van, ('.ailed (loody Pailwa). — <>n the morning of 
this day a Hindoo lirst rubs oil Ujioii his bodj', and then bathes him.self with ivann 
water. A pido. bearing a flag, and surniounled with a brass or coppci \ 0 fis(d. is 
erected in front of the house. One siudi pole must be erected by each family. This 
represents the banner of Iiidra, the king of the gods, wliicdi on this day Is also 
raised in honor of him by the gods. What i.s done here on earth is therefore in 
imitation of svhat takes place in the heaven of Indra. The leaves (d the bitter nirab 
troft are then to be eaten, which secures health to the. body, beeaii.s3 this tree is the 
offspring of the Ambrosia of the gods. The almanac for the New Year is Hum to bo 
worshipped, aud its predictions in regard to the year just commencing, arc to be 
heard from the mouth of the Jotishees. They tell’ whether there is to be an abiiu- 
danec or a seareity of rain, whether there will be unusual heat or cold, whether rob- 
beries, insurreetio'ns Ai'. arc to abound, whether uousiial sicknes-s is to prevail, &c. 
&e. Each individu.al on this day al.s(« learns uhat ho is to expect during the year; 
whether health or sickness, prosperity or adversity, is 1o be hi.s portion, &e. 
All this important mformation i.s not, of course, to be obtained without some compen- 
sation. And not only are jivescnts lobe given to the Jotishees, but the poor people 
ar«', taught on this day to extend their liberality also to the Gooroos and Brahmins. 
The day is also to be celebrated by feasting. This is an nuspicioas day for eommem'- 
A nenr building, or engaging in any new undertaking. — A'ide 21st Marcli. 

*A favourite ti*co of Sheva's, and which is held sacred among the Hindoos. 
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Kam Nowmke.— O n tliis day Rumchandru, the 7tTi incarnation of VUhnoo, waa 
(riom at Aynduya, or Oude, about B. C. 1600^ — ^Vide t!Hth March. Rama is supposed 
<<» 1)C the same os the tirecian Dionysius or Jlorr/ias, aud the object of the Inoinia- 
tion was to eflb<*t the destnuition of KawuiiW the ieii-headcd tyrant of laiuha or 
Ceylon, which was at lost done with the assistance of Himoomaii, tJie chief <if tho 
monkey tribe. The birth of Rama is, strange to say, celebrated eight days previous 
to its occurrence, that is, from the first of Chytru Sootth to the ninth. From tho 
first day the temples of Rama are whito>wfished« and illumiuHtod in tho evening, 
and the image of Rama is adomod wiUi costly ornaments, la tho evouing tho 
Hamnyan, or the sacred legcndarv history of Rama, is roail in tho tomplcs, and in 
the night Kirtun is preached by the Jlurndma^ who d*i‘*i’ribe.s the morality and heroic 
actions of Rama. Nautches .arc also not omitted during tlic uiglil. In some, tcnijdoa 
Jiratimins ore fed with a rich and aubstanthal dinner for eight successive days ; theso 
da;s s arc dennmiuutcd Hama naoratree^ or nine nights of Rama. During these daya 
man}' Hiuji|ns, i»o!h males atid femaW.?, go to the temples of Riima to hear tlie Kirtun 
and Poordn. The. last or principal day is liamnownu'v^ when, it is said, Rama 
bci'aiiie incarnate, at uoon. In honor of this incarnation, the Hindus fast itie wholo 
day. They get up in the morning, wa.sh themselves, mid put on rich clothes and 
ornametits, and repair to the temples of Kama at about nine o’clock. Kvery teiuph» 
of itaina is well funiwhcd this dg\% ami images arc dccornlcil with pvociiuts onm- 
xnents and rich broinide. A lliirridass is engaged to describe tiic birth and 
<’ircumstaMC(jsthat.'ittcndcd this incarnation. He continues his prattling till twelve, 
o'clock, when he bring.s a small image of Rama, nicely ormuncMled ami well cliul 
and jihowrt it to li is audience, and lolls them that it is ivho became inciirmito ; 

.snd puts it into a small cra<Ile pre])arcd for the purpose. The assiunbly tlieu tlirow 
thoni.«clvcs i^rosfralo iicforc the image and worship it. (jreat is tho rejoicing nml 
acclamation of t he av^embly on thi.s oc‘ca^lon , they fling yidalf a red ))o\vdur, on 
each other, and ivitli grcair mirth about one o’elnrlc tJity n ‘turn home, and again 
go to the tcmplch in the ov»-ning. The feast of Kainuownico is more parlicuhuly 
oliHervcd by Uic votaries of Vishnu. 

Vini Skvitkkk (Svvitj'.ke Vihiti A fast obscrvcil by w'omcn at the root 
of the Indian tig tree, to jiresovvc them from wi<^w hood. — V ide Idth June.

ift dedicated to VihJiim, On thi.s daV, which rcfeir to the summer solslici*, com - 
mem es the night, of tlic gods during which the deity reposes for four months on tho 
SCI pent yeshu. — Vide tiTtli June. 

^Ari PfXf’iiAWF.K is sacred to the demigods in the form of serpents. Ceremonies 
arc p< rfnriiied on til i.s day to ensure protection again.st the lulus oi snake.'-. Vide 
2Ut July. The ecipont KuUya, slain by Krishna, is woibhippcd at tiie fubtlvai, 
a.s W'fis Pytluin, at J >clplii, 

Snr.AW'iTN KAnrtri- — (or Nahull Pooenima).— O n tliDdaythc r;i my season 
i-s considered t.o be at an end, niid a cocoa-nut is oflcicd up It) tlm sen, to gam its 
favour towards tho.se who now begin to trust themselves to its merry. — Vide 
.'tlst July. 

Ji NMA AND Goki'i. UsuTrMEE — (JuKMA AsHTrMKK)- — Instituted in com- 
mcimnation of the birth of Krudmu^ winch took plat e at iiiidnight in the city of 
Mutl) 0 (»rii. Kii.'slimi, who in many Jcspects agrees with the Giecian AptilJo, 
^vas the eighth iiiearnatioii of Vimnm, in W'hich, according lo a large sect of 
Hindus, was iminifc^stt'il a greater portion of divinity than in any of tJi« piecciling 
one-.. His uncle Kowhu, who it was prcdicle,<l woulU bo slain by one oi his own 
family, endeavoured to ensure the destruction of the infant god, by ))lacing guards 
over his pregnant sister, Imt the child was preserved IVum ihi.*i and otlicr uLtempls 
t>f liis iclaLion.s, who .subsequently gave direepons for tlie. hlaughlciing ol all iiewty- 
burn infants. — Vide 7 tli and bth August. This holiday is considered one of the 
greatest among the llinclu.s, and is therefore ob8er\ cd by' almost all the lliiutu coui- 
muiiity ; there arc two' seits among the followers of A'r/s/r nr/, and they .•iolcinnizo 
the feast oil diiferent days. Those belonging to the one keep tlie liirth-day of 
Krislina on tli<> eighth day of the dark muon, and those belonging to the ocher 
the day follow'ing, being the one on which be was removed lo GukuU to the house 
of Nando, through fear of his maternal uncle, who oought his destruction; and 
«ome even keep both days. The former fast on the day of Junma Aitnmij and thje 
latter on the day of Gakul Ashtumi They fast the whole day, unci at night they 
bathe and worship an image of the infant Krishna, adorniiig'it with ttdne, aU- 
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voriteplaulof Vishnu'^it andwitli other do^vers, in the manner eiijoineJ in the Shatlra ; 
and at aboat ten or eleven p. m. they eat their Flahar Ibod, which consists of fruit* 
and some kind of grains, being proliibited from eating rice and other grains that 
day. A ISruhmiii is called in to ]»erfarm the pooja^ and uftemards he hiiiibelf is 
worsbi|>]>ed, and sent away loaded with DaAsninu and other presents. This is 
all done according to the rules of the Shastra. The holiday is thus observed among 
the people of the higher castes. On the day of Gokui Aslitwnit gowlveM (or keepers 
of cattle) keep a great jubilee among tl^mselves, as Krislma w'as bred up 
among tlieir race. They join themselves into a conipuri}^ and frequent the 
iiouses of the people who follow their profession, holding each otiier’s hands, 
dancing in the street, and repeating these words, ** dooinda, Govnidoj'" where they 
arc honored either by throwing over them curds, or presenting them a certain 
(piantity of curds. These people are called Gopalln — protectors of cows. But the 
most e.\traordinary thing relating lo this festival is the follow'iiig ; On the night 
of Janiiia Ashtvmiy crowds of people, generally of the lower ranks, dock into the 
temple of Canoba, which is commonly kiiown by the name of Muth ; there they hire 
native music, and continue shouting and making a great noise, so as to deafen one s 
* ars. The lihugat of Cartobat or the head of the temple, who is ver}' often of the Shudm 
caste, and who is considered a supernatural being, at least ul that time, with grout 
solemnity and grave countenance makes his way through the assembly and stands 
before the shrine of Canoba, and offers prayerstothe idol of Canobu, wiiich is richly 
decorated on the occasion, accompanied by the pin ving of tom-toms, and acclamations 
of joy from his disciples. He is at first quite cafin, but shortly after siioA\s signs of 
inspiration by the god. He l)egin.s lo untie his sliciidi, or the tuft of hair ' on the 
crown of his head, and then slowly shakes his limbs. By degrees liis wln>le frame 
i|uivcri:, and ho throws his whole Iwdy into violent (rontortions, dancing and mutter- 
liig strange ambiguous and wild Bounds, which no one m understand. He then 
lakes his Mcourge, which is ko]>t near the .shnne, and se- ' .res .himself as if he wcie 
jii.^ane, and jteriurms many other equally strorigo act v)n.s. Ko sooner doe.s the 
assembly around see him in this prcciicaimmt, than, beimving liiat tJie spirit of the 
god has entered into him, they burn iiicen.se before him. and fall ])rostriitc, and j)iay to 
him to be merciful to them. Wlicjt he lia.^ je< oived divine liomiigo, he quietly takes 
his seat ; but docs not cease (|ualciiig and trembling. Hi.s di.scij>ies, who arc always 
near him, thou commence one aftei another to .shake themselves and dnnee in the 
same way; and the spirit of the god is believed to enter them also. '3 Jiis day iJn* 
grc,it ijf/myat can create now discirde-S and give them the powt.r of bringing the .spint 
oi the god into their bodies. Sick jiersons, jiensoiis pus.ses8i'd of devilHi < bildren, &c., 
jire brought to the temple to receive tlw beiiedii-t ion of the liUugat and his disciple.s . 
he rul»9 a little ashe.s on their foicheads, pa.-^.scs his hand o\cr their heads, and gr. os 
them full assurance of their speedy rcicovery from their sickncs.s without taking any 
medicine. The poor patient, witli full confidence, relurn.s home, f xpe.tniig tlm 
fulfilment of the promise; but juobably, tt» liis great »lisajq)Ointinent and 

distress, ho gets worse, oris perha|>s cut oiVnextday. It is a great wonder, notwitJi- 
htiuiding such disapj>oiiitmeut9, that the e^iesuf the ignor.iiit arc n(»t opened to 
^eu the inipotoiiey and iinpusitioii of the Jihugat, fur tlu^y still remain a.s faithful to 
him rs ever. It )s tiie subtlety of his speech, and the dexterity of hl.s actions, 
that ileludc them. The Jihugat receives large piesents on tins oceusioii from 
the followers of his tenets, and lu- is hold in great, respect among the ortlmdox 
Hindus, and e\eii among persons <»f some other tribe.s too. On the follow'iiig morn- 
ing, the JShugat collecla the cinlc of his dL'ciple.siii fi out of the temple and orders h 
M itik'ient quantity ol’curdvs to be tbrotvn o\er their heads to wet their nhede bodies : 
ihev all begin to'dance ill company, holding each other s hands, and occasionally 
throwing tTieuiselves on the ground and be.sineuriiig their bodies with mud, shout 
ing as loudly ns they can. The JJhugatf in the meantime, with a scourgi* in his 
hand, force.s his way into the croud with all his pretended dignity, and stands in 
the midst of tlm crowd, and looks in all dirci lions in his feigned solemnity, and then 
lif ts up his powerful scourge and puts it mound the neck of one of his disciples us a 
token of his regard, and draw's him towards himself; when the disciple tiembles a 
little, and then stands firm, stretching his hands towai'ds the sky, with his eyes 
closed. No sooner dues the Jihugat see liim in this state, than he scourges him tw'o 
or three times, so adroitly that it gives him no pain, while to the eye of the specta- 
tori- it appears a prodigy that he does not feel it. This is repeated till he has shown 
the same mark of approbatiou to the whole body of his diciplcs, — when he 
> eases, and sweetmeats are distributed among the disciples and to all the spectators. 
Thius teiminatosj the feast of Gokui Asktumi ameng the people of the Shudia cajic. 



PiTHOOBEXt OR Pit.4.CHEEUEE A umawasstu.— A ccrmony observed at tUeXew^ 
tnooii of the month Skrawwt, at which theG4 Vogiue^ or female attendants of 
Goddess Doorjja, are worshippcd^particolarly it is soul by women, with the hope of 
obtaining issue. — Vide 15th August. The 30th of the month of SHrowun, oi'the last 
day of tlie dark half of the moon, is denominated **rrtju:hee Aumwau^/* Pracbeo 
is, it is auppoUd, one of the goddesses of the East. She is comDionlv known among 
the people of the Konkan and Deccan by the name of Pethoewie. Wealthy Banians 
and other people of Guzerat go to Walkeshwar on the previous, evening with their 
families, to remain in the DhurrumaJla daring the night { and, on the anbsequent 
morning, they bathe, in the tank of Walkeshwar. (Tliha tank is c^led by tho 
natives Bav-gungtu i. e., the Gangosproduced by an arrow; and they give A marvel- 
lous account of its origin. They say, when Hatmi visitwl this jjart of the world, and 
found that there was no pure water to drink, bo pierced the ground with an arrow 
from his bow, and thus brought the Ganges into existence.) They also perform 
«hra(ldhas4fn the margin of the tank, and ceremonies for procuring the deliverance of 
their departed ancestors from the thraldom of Vamuy the king of the infernal regions, 
if they still remain at his court or in his dominions. They afterwards repair to tho 
temple of iValkei^uvar and worsfiip his image, aBor which they take their meals. 
Tile remaining part of the day is spent in amusements, among wliich gambling ia 
'9iot overlooked or neglected. Booths are erected on the locality of the temple, and 
furnished with all kinds of the choicest articles that please the fancy or delight the 
taste. I'lic Hindus on this occasion squander away hundreds of rupees in hiring 
vehicles, and buying toys and sweetmeats for their children. This holid^' is not 
observed by the majority of the inhabitants of the Konkan and Deccan, ft is kept 
up chieily by those wtnnen who lose tiicir ehildi'en in infancy. They fast this day, 
and w'orship an imago of Patlworie^ !»y adorning it with various kinds of fruits and 
flowers, through the medium of a Brahmin priest. 

GtfNiMrf Choittii, <»r (hivTiioonTHEE. — On thia day was bom Onnputtee, or 
CiufieshfWhn i.sconsidei’ed as the (iodof prudence, and invoked, like Janus, at tlie 
<!omnioncement of all undertaking**. The manner of hia birth is dificrently told : 
one story relates that as the god KarfiJte^iwmcYeaUid by Sheva without connubial 
assistance, in like manner Ounpntbe was formal by his consort PantmUee from the 
turmeric and oil sci aped o(l' from li«r own hod)- while bathing. Tho loss of his 
hutnnu head, and the substitution of that of a female elephant with one tusk, is also 
variously explained. By some, lii.s head ia said to have been cut off by Shiva when 
he endeavoured to prevent the god from entering the chamber of Farwutteo when 
perfonning her abliitJotts as above. According to other accounts, it was reduced 
to ashes hy a glimpse from the eves of Shunee or Saturn, when all the gods went to 
Uxik at the newly* born child, antt its place supplied by that of the animal first found, 
which happened to be an elqiliant. Clay images of the deity are formed, and after 
having been \vor.ship])cd for nine or ten days, are thrown into the water. The Chin* 
chore or Chinch w'ud (properly Deo,) who rcside.s at the village of that name near 
Poona, i.s 8»tpposcd to bean incarnation of this god, who gran t*;d to a holy Gosayeeii 
who had Avon hia favour, that the divinitA- should be continued in his family for 
seven genera tioiKs: and though the prc-sentonehas exceeded that limit, the miracle 
is perpcloatcil by the Brahmins, h»r self-interest. — A'ide I7th Sept. It is commonly 
‘Uiid among (he Hhulns, that the enjoins its folloAAerH theworship of Mri- 

tica, eurtik, in the billoAving forms, thn-e limes a year. The first of these is Nap- 
punchmee^ on w hich day a snake of clay is made and worshipped ; the second "ia 
Gokul Ashtumep^ \Ahen a clay iniage of the infant Krishna is made and worshipped « 
and the third and last is Gunesh Chnttoorthee^ on which day A clay image of Guiiesh 
IS worshipped, 'fliis being tlie last day of the worsidp of Mritica, it is observed 
with greater pomp and more ceremonies, conviviality, and music, than the two 
others. The image Avorshipped on thi.s oc.ca8ion has four hands and an elephant's 
head. The inou.MC, being Gunpuitee^s favourite vehicle, is also placed near his image, 
riclily saddletl and briilled. Besides this, the Avorship of Gnneah may be traced to 
his origin. But diflerent occonnts are given in dilfcrent i'uranaoftUatorigjn,and 
the consequent introduction of his worship, which it would be rather a difficult task 
to detail. 'Hie im^e of Gunputfec is cither made in the house or purchased from an 
artist ; it is gilt with the fineKt. gold, and painted with snperiorand variegated colours : 
much labor and ingenuity is txMtowed on if by some to render it elegant and attrac- 
tive, according to the taste and pecuniary means pf the worshipper. The 4th of the 
month of Bhadrapud is tlic appointed period fur tlie celebration of this feast. On the 
previous day, thoAvomliipper clean'? and whitewashes lu.*j house, and fnrnisiies it with 
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ftll aorta of roatly furniturd that can be proeureJ. The profusion of light ia the 
first tfiiiift that would attract oiie’a eye. On the following morning, i. e.» on the day 
of Gutitinh CkuttorthftK tiiey bring the image home (if it be bought) with great splen- 
dour, (ici'ompanied by native music, and with all the honors of a god. A;)lac*e where 
the god is to be seated is prepared, either in the form of a covered sbrim; or open 
space, wlii<‘h is adorned with ail kinds of fruita and flowers strowe# round it, and 
twig'> of trees hung over iucluetera; after which commences the business ofthc ofli- 
fdaling priest, wlio sits near the master of the hoiue, and begins consecrating the 
idol, Ijy reciting incaiitations or muntra$ from bis book, and throwing over it 
rorl coloured rice : thus, after iierforming many consecrative ceremonies, he bringa 
fi'otii lic.'j ven th(3 god liead into thu image on earth. Being thus installed, the devotee 
]i]acc.s before liini iVui/aced/t food, whiem consists of aweetuieats, aud invokes the god 
to partake of tlic offering. Afterwards he falls before him, and prays him to be 
gracious to him and his family. To perform the whole Jf^o, according to the rules 
of the* Shfjstra, requires atlfjast three or four hours* time. By the generality of the 
people Gunpiiltcf Ls kept one day and a half; but by some five or teu days, according 
to the wealth and wish of the proprietor. A discourse i» delivered in coiiunemoration 
<»f hirt godly oxploits by a Hurrimss in his pmsonce, to which friends and relativc.s 
are inv ited to attend. A largo party of Brahmins are entertained at a sumptuous 
dinner, in honor of Guntumht and they are thou disinjssed with the iisinfl 
JJaksfurna. On the last day preparations for his departure are made. Kven- 
iug is tlic iip]>ointO(l time for p:irting, when the master of the hoiLse performs Ooter- 
puja tlirongli tin; yiriest, who takes away the divinity with which the image was 
invested, by TC])eatiiig certain or charms; flowers, fruits, and swx'ctmeats, 

arc. ollcrcilto tin* idol, andartcc, that is, lighted wicks, are moved before him, accom- 
panied with rnuidc aiul livmiiH ; and he is invoked to bless the owner aud his faiuilv , 
aud i'umovcanycu1ainil.y that might befall them through ' the year. Afterwards 
the Br.'ihniiiiN un* }>rcsciilcd with Daksheena* and tho im.'» sealed in a }»alaukc(;iu 
<w in an nrK evprc.‘-‘'ly made for the purpose, adornwlwU.i fresh flowers, .and curried 
to the sea or Lank in a j#rocc‘4sioa, which consists of the master of the house, liis 
cliiidrcii, and relatives, who arc richly attired on the iMjcasijui. When they rcaeli tho 
place, tlicy tsiko out the image aud commit it to the W'ater, with every devout feeling 
of regret” for its absence till next year. On the day of Guitesh 'Cltunmrthee the 
Ilindits arc prohibited by the Shaatra from looking at tbe mr>oi>j anri therefore pre- 
judiced and cnidiilotLS lliudiis arc afraid to look at her this evening, for feur of in- 
curring any calttmilies throughout the year. If tho vuigar people h»ippen to see the 
moon, they tiy to provoke their neigboiirs to abuse them, and comfort themselves 
witii I be ‘idea that tho calamities incurred will be all comprcliemled in that abuse, 
and r*!mov*‘d l»y it. 

KiJSincF, roxcit.VMKK. — Observed in honor of the seven nishccs or sages, whoare 
suiM'nscd to be tbc seven bright stars in the Great Bear. — ^A’^idolHth September 

<I(>wi;i':k. — O ne of the names of tlio goddess Parwtfve . — Oakes are made in tbe 
.shape of pubblcN, and eaten at night time. — Vide 19t)i September. 

Wamtn Dwaoashkh. — fnstitutod in eommenioratiou of tho fillth incarnation of 
Vi.shuoo, in tlm shape of a dwarf, to prevent Bailee from obtaining dominion over 
tlio tbrci- worlds through the efl’eets of his religious austeritioK. Bullce promised 
the d waif at his ow n rcniicst to grant him a.s much land as he could compass at 
throe slops. On tho ratilieatioii of this promise, tho tirsttwo strides of the iiK'arnatc 
deity enihraccd the heaven and the earth : there being now no plaix* for him to put 
down his foot for the third time, Bullco raagnaniniou'ily told him to put it on nis 
head, w hich the dwarf having done, cni-shed him down to Patala, the dominion of 
which was conceded to tlie ambitious monarch. — Vide 2oth September. 

PiTuu T*rKSir. — The dark half of the month Bhadrapud, and sacred to the Pitris, 
or progenitorH of niaukiiul, to whose heaven the souls of the deceased asi'end after 
the ctdcbrafioii of funeral rites, which is particularly proper during this season. — 
Vide 2Htli September. 

DussttRA.— This festival, called Doorga Pooja, or Dorgotmm is supposed to relate 
to the autumnal equinox. On this day, in commemoration of the victor}' of Devee, 
Ihow'ife of Shim, over the monster Mahee.ihasonr, hor images, after having bcou 
worshipped for nine days, are thniwn into the water. — Vide 22ud October. On this 
day also Haniu marched against B/uaaune, on which account the Mahrattas seem 
to have selected it as a proper period for commencing thoir^ plundering^ excursions. 
This day is observed thus Early in tlie mdrniug the Hindoos, having washed 
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thcmselYeii perfonD ih^puja of their household gods in conjunction with (hat of all 
their iAaatrica/i/ruMtAa or religious hooks. Marathas and Kshitrias, or those who 
vonsider themselves of the military race, worship the impleiuenta of war, and ask 
protection of them throughout the year, under a (‘oiiception that to the propitious - 
ness of thesw'ovd they owe every prosperity. Thereafter at noon they take dinner 
in the company of their relatives, who have been invited on the occasion. In the 
afternoon tlicy go to the temples in procession with friends, and relatives, and 
children, richly attired. Moonibadavee and Boolaishwnr are the principal scenes. 
Both of these places are thronged by dense masses of Hindoos, bearing each in his 
hand flowers and a branch of aeotiain tree(vipea) denominated sona (gold), which 
is held highly sacred and indispensable in commemorating this dav. On entering 
is the temple they olTertho tfona and flowers to the image, accompanied with prayer ; 
they also give sundry Vuxuna to the Brahmins, and return home, visit their f^rieiids 
and relatives, present them with a hearty embrace, and receive similar treatment in 
return at the time. The «wia forms the chief article of the Dussera holiday. The 
vicinity or front of the abt>ve temples is surrounded by the venders of this plant, 
who range themselves with baskets ftill of branches in bundles. At night an illu" 
mination is made. This day is <*oiisidcred by the Hindoos most auspicious for send*- 
ing their children, who are beginncrH, to si^hool. The preceding davs of tlio Dussera 
are called nowraireCf a compound word for nine nights. During these previous nine 
days, the devotees of Durga keep theniselvcs holy, engage a Bruhndn to read hymns 
beiore her, in wliich her exploits are extolled, and her rewards to her votaries are 
des(*ribod. On the ninth day, at every temple of Durga, or //acun, a sacred tire is 
created and fed with rice and elarifled butter, and adored by the rc]>catlng of mun-' 
tras. It is customary among the Banian women to keep up a dance during these 
nine nights, called Ovrhhay which is arcoiupanied with religious songs. The cele- 
bration of the Dussera owes its origin to the Vanduuma^ the live sous of Paiidoo 
having selected this day, after completing their crfile of twelve years, as an auspi- 
cious one for making preparations for (he tremendous war with" their paternal eou- 
siiKsthe G'owmw/Viu, of whicli the Pnraiias give an aci'ount, occupying the whole 
volume. The Hindoos decorate (he horses with flfiw'crs this day, Jmttiiig garlands 
of flowers around their necks. It is said that Tartii, the most invincibie of the five 
Banduwas, who had a peculiar fondness for horses and a pre-eminent skill in the 
art cf chariot llffhting, and fVom being auxiliaries in the, matters of battle, washed 
his favourite milk white horses with great warlike spirit, put garlands of llcmcra 
around their necks, and tapped them, in token of fondness and approbation, writh liia 
own hand : owing to this legend, it seems, the decorating the horses wiUi flowers 
this day is observed. 

Df.waij.i:e.— ( froinDe/jaaviI/, San.snrit, signifying a rowof lamps)— is celebrated in 
honor of the, goddess Kiilee, orBhuwaiice, wliu was fonncrly propitiated by human 
sacrifice.s, and of Vishnu’s victory over the deinoii Tareekci^ — Vide 11th Nov. 'fho 
festival, however, seems to be "inoie laviiliarly consecrated to Luksliinee, or tbe 
gocldes^ of prosperity. The first day (I.’shwiii wudh) is terined Jfhammtruyadnahee, 
and Sowkars now' count their stored and perform pooja (o their wcaltli. On tho 
f7in<wi’«sv«, or new union, there being a fresh account, Tunja is again performed 
before (lie, old and new books. I'lic fe.'»tival la-sts altogotlier live days. The Dewnlco 
meaiid the feast of illumination, or ranges of light. It id celebrated for the period 
of five days, during whir h houses are cleaned, white-washed, and illuminated : a 
quadrangular floor is made in front of the liousfi, and ]»ainted with dJfl'ercnt coloured 
powders ; it is called Ramfoiiee. Gambling id the chi^ recreation of the* fdast. "t he 
Dcwallcc conimf iice.s froiri the 2«th day of Aa/ivenwudkt — ^this day is denominated 
Dhuntriyodaahi. This day they coUwt all the. treasure in their houses and worsliip 
il, giving the name of Luxumee tlio goddess of wealth j a light is made and dedicated 
to Tama, the god of the infernal regions, andcvcjy preparation is made for the suc- 
ceeding morning. Fireworks, crackers, .spout'Ts, &e., are difijilnyed, and gambling 
shops arc opened, which continue tilj the end of the holidays. Uliic 29tli i.s Nurrttch- 
chuttnrdasiue. This day Vishnu killM Nurritckasoor, an invincible giant, aftera des- 
perate battle, and entered his city early in the morning with the j>alm of victory, 
when the jieople illuminated the city, and received hitn with great joy and acclama- 
tion; and the women of the city, having adorned themselves, went before him with 
hghted lamps and congratulated him. The Hindus keep this day to commemorate 
this great conquest. Tliis day tliey get up early in the morning, fill the house with 
lighte, rub theirbodies with perfumed ointment, and bathe themselves with hot water. 
No member of the family is left uiibathed : new dothes and ornatnents are put on, 
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&nd children are decorated. When tliia Ss done* the mistress of the house performs 
a sort of ceremony called ArthM-^hy placing wicks either in silver or brass dishes, 
which mean that'^God would remove all the difficulties and make the year happy— 
when each male member makes her a present of money; sweetmeats are dis- 
tributed, and friends are invited to dinner. The 30th, Amawaahiot last day of the 
moon, is the day of SaramuUu, the goddess of learning and wealth. It is vulgarly 
known by the name of Pedipoojun^ or the worship of the shops. This day the year 
of Vikrnrn Sumviit, or Vikrntn^s era, closes : all the merchants close their accounts 
this evening. New journals, ledger^ and day books are bought and worshipped 
through a Brahmin priest ; new entries are made in the account books ; writers nre 
sent to diflereiit shops with rupees to credit in their names, on this auspicious even- 
ing. is invoked to render the subsequent year prosperous, and to bn 

with them throughout the year ; then the Brahmins are sumcietitly paid for their 
labors, and servants receive a present of some moneys according to tneir rank ; this 
day is celebrated by all classes of p^ple — Banians» Parsecs, Maliomedans, &c. 
The first day of Kartick Shnodh is jQaliraj, the day of king Bali. This day 
Bali was sent to Fatah or the lower region, by Vishnoo, for his great merit. 
They also rise up very early in the morning, make the lights, clean tl»n 
houses, wa.sh thoir bodies, and" fill a basket with all the rags and rubbish in the 
house, pnta liglited lamp over it, and throw it outside of the house, repeating these 
words, ** Lot all the misery and troubles go, and the kingdom of Bali come.” After 
the ablution, the women make an image of Bali Rmah and worship it ; presents are 
given to the Brahmins and other mendicants; and playing w'ith dice is continued 
with greater ardour and spirit than ever. The 2nd any of Kartick Shondh is Varna 
.Dmtiya, winch is commonly known by the name of Bhavbij. This day Yaina, the 
king of the infernal regions, wont to liis sister to dine, and to propetuatc*th« memory 
of this the Hindus must go to their sisters’ hou.«ie8 and to’ heir meal with them, and 
make them a present or some money or gold ornamciii . iind thus please the king, 
who will save them from the punishment of their sins. 

Kartxok EKAnASiiKifi— is the eleventh day fin some years the fourteenth) of tlje 
light half of the month Kartik, and is celebratca in honor of Vishnoo. On this day 
the god is supposed to rise from his slumber of fonr months— a fable which has 
reference to tliesuiiatthe winter solstice. — Vide 22iid November. 

Kartick Poounima— is the full moon of the month Kartik. On the fifteenth of 
this month, as well as of 1^3 agh, Asliad, and Vaishak, each of which day is called 
Dmumn»ya KurUf* gifts to Brahmins are considered Indispcnsablv uccessary. 
Shiva also is said to have gained . his victory at this season over the monster 
“ TV/poorrtsooro.” — Vide 2(itli November. Kartik »Shoudh Pooinima, the full moon 
in the month of Kartiky is called the Tree Fooru Soora, master of the three cities. 
This demon is said to have liceonie so pow'erful that he defeated almost all the 
gods, and ilrove them out of their habitations ; wben they formed a levee, and 
went to fCylaSy the abode of ShivOy and represented to him their grievances ; 
w'ho, after ienJing an car to their pitiful sunplication, comforted them by the 
assurance that the evil should be soon removed, and sent them back to their res 
pective home.s. He accordingly made a car of the earth, tlie wheels of which were 
the sun and the moon. Btahtna was chosen his charioteer, the mountain Hymalia 
fbrmed his bow, and IVasotihn/y the king serpent, his bow'string, Tishna himself 
became his quiver. Thus equipped, Shiva rode himself in it, and destroyed the 
mighty giant after a siniggle. To perpetuate the memory of this great event, the 
womoti of the Hindus gel u]) very early in the mpniing' this day, at about two 
o'clock, and wasli tbomselvcs in cold w ater, and repair to tJie temple of Shivoy and 
worsliip his image. Afterwards they return home, and present a Brahmin with a 
lighted lamp, made cither of silver, copper, or brass, according to their ability, along 
with some fruits and daltshenay ii present in hard cash ; this is called Dee^an, ^ or 
present of a lamp. In the evening an illumination is made in the temples of NAiva, 
and a pillar of stones bBilt in front of all of them for this special occasion. A grand 
fair (s also celebrated this day in honor of WaUneekwary an image of Shwa at Mala- 
bar Hill. It is kept for thieo* days, when booths are erected, and shops are adorned 
with nil kinds of articles by the people of all denominations. The Hindus, both the 
rich and poor, Brahmins and Shoodras, go there and worship the image of Shiva 
and buy sweetmeats and top for their children. Some of the wealthy Hindus re* 
main there with their families for three or four days in the JBharmshalat or inn.s 
built by them, but the poor return the same evening. During tbeae dap hundreds 
t‘frupftesare spent in hiring conveyances, and purchasing Hweetnuntts and toys. 
Among the many other entertainments, gambling is not overlooked. 
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BIUTU C£K£M02S1ES. 

Different cer6moniea are prescribed by the Sbaaters to be observed at the period 
of conception, and the different stages of pregnain^. ** Is to be performed 

at the bVth of the infant, and conaista in giving it a drop of honey out of a golden 
apnon before dividing the navel string. Other rites are to be observed on naming 
the child twelve da^'s after birth *-on bringing him outside the house when three 
montlis old— on feeding him with the hand at six ttiOiitks— and, if a male, on 
shaving h^ head at the ago of three years. 

MAKKIAQE CBRBMONIES. 

Among Brahmins the male may be married at any time after the •• or 

investiture with the sacred thread, which is done within the age of eight years, 
and among other castes at any age. The female should not be teiy||ars old, and 
her age must be less than that of her husband ; and she should bUBfeirriGd before 
the appearance of the signs of puberty. The Shastrees mention emht kinds of 
marriage, but only one is observed by the ** higher castes,” named Sruhma, when 
the charges are stwerally incurred by the fathers of the parties. The principal 
marriage ceremonies amung Brahmins are the '* Lnffunptitricka” or writing by 
the Jushcc or Astrulogerof tho names of the parties, and the day and hour at 
which the wedding is to take place ; the" Suj^tupudeef** or walking round a flro 
three times, at each time seven steps, and tying together the garments of the 
parties, and the home or burnt offering ; after which the contract is indissoluble. 
The girl ia given away by her fuUier m liis own house, in which it is usual for her 
to remain till the appearance of the signs of puberty, after wluch she proceeds to 
the residence of her fathcr-in-Iaw, where her husband also resides, or to that of 
t)ie latter, should it be otherwise. Particular months and junctions of the planets 
are prescribed for the celebration of marriages in different castes ; as also the same 
castes ill diflVrcnt countries have their peculiar ceremonies, whicli are too various 
to be described hen^ The ” Fhuhhofnin** is the iKuformancc of certain ceremonies 
on the occurrence of the first mcnstnious syraptorus, 

DEATH CEKEMONIES. 

On the death of a man, tbe performance of bis Mineral obsequies (AViyas,) and of 
the monthly and annual purific atory ceremonies, devolves ouhw heir. I'he principal 
times for performing " IShradh” arc eleven days after death ; secondly, every 
month ; and thirdly, on the anniversary of death. Brahmins are unclean for 
ten days after the death of a rtflatiun, — the military class for twelve, — the mercanillo 
for fifteen, — and Shoodras fortbirty. Among the Hindoos, generally, the body of 
the deceased is burnt, but that of un infant under tw’o years of age is buried. Thw 
** Sliradh” consists in the olferiiig of rice, flowers, water, &c., tc» the deceased and 
to his manes, in order to enable bis soul to ascend to the heaven of the Pitris, or 
great progenitors of the buinon race. 


MAIIOMEDAN FESTIVALS. 

Rumzaun. — This Mahomedan fast commences each day throiiglinut the month 
of this name, when the first streak of light borcb'rs the eastern hori/.oii, and con- 
tinues until the stars arc clearly discerned in the heavens. During the whole 
period not the slightest particle of food, not one single drop of water, nor any other 
liquid, passes the lips fioin the dawn till the uppeuronce of the stars in the even- 
iDg. Each day during the fast is passed in occasional prayer, besides the usual 
namauz, and in reading the Koran or the lives of the prophets — Vide 20th July. 
The fast is first broken by a cooling draught called JUuwihkt the same which is 
used in fevers. It is (*oiTiposed of fhe seeds of lettuce, cucumber, and melon, with 
coriander, all w'cll pounded, and ofterw'ai'ds diluted with cold water ; rose-water, 
sugar, syrup of pomegranate, and kurat, are also added : the whole preparation is 
made in the zenanah, and then drunk by basins full by true JRozemaur^. IMaiu 
boiled rice, with dhie (sour-tiird), aud sugar forms the first uioruing’s repa.^^t of 
the £ed : dried dates are eaten with it In remembrance of the prophet’s family, 
whose greatest luxury was supposed to be the^dates of Arabia. Ibe conclusmn of 
the mouth Rumzaun is celebrated as an Etd or lestival, and is hailed with great 
rejoicing and merriment, as a sort of reward for their severe abstinence. In every, 
house the same dainties are provided, evtry amuKment that can be thought of is 
indulged in; the JS'autch-womcn in the apartments of the gcutlemcr, and tha 
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domence in lUoso of the ladies, are in great request, the Zeuanabs ring with 
festive songs : and all is life, Joy, cheerfulness and cordiality, on this last day of 
the Ruinzauii, wiieu the lady of the mansion sits in slate to receive iiuaxurs from 
inferiors, and to grant favors to others. 

KKi>.---rhe i'ollowers of Mahomed claim to 1)6 the descendants of Abraham 
through liiH son ishmael, who, they aver, was chosen os the offering to the Almighty, 
and not Isaac, thus dilfering from the belief of the Jews and Christians, and sun- 
}iortii)g their assertions by traditions which they deem conclusive evidence on the 
subject, in opposition to the authority of tho Bible. Tlie offering thus made to 
heaven is annually commemorated by the sacrifleo of particular animals, such as 
rameJs, sheep, gouts, kids, or lambs, according to each person*8 means, and answ'ers 
the double purpose of honoring the memory of Abraham and Ishmael, and also as- 
sisling to a in a time of gi*cat need. ^l*he followers of Mahomed belie v'e that 
the cntrmiOQiil^aradise is guarded by a bridge made of a scythe^ or some such 
erpially shar^rntrument, alVording a firecarious and unstable footing. To enable 
tlicin, therefore, to (>ass without danger, they believe that the number of antmals 
they have sacriiicedat the feast of Ked will be present to lend their aid to help them 
over in safety. 

Ern Koitit.VN. — In commemoration of Abraham offering up Isaac, but in Ma- 
hornedan estimation Ishmael ; and this is the day on which they annually perform 
the Ilaj at Mecca. — Vide 25th September. 

AbjHirnKiJM. — A celebrated inourniiig festival, held annually, in remembrance of 
the first martyrs of the Mussulmans — Ilassein and U(»s.seiu — the eldest sons of 
Tatiina and Ali, from whom the whole race of tlie Syuds have generated. Jlassein 
was [loisoned by un emissary of tlie usurping Cidipha, and Ilosst'iu, the last viciiin 
of the de.><ccndaiits of the projiiiet’s family to the king i/.eed’.s fury, AiiHered a 
cruel dculii, after the most severe trials, outho plain of rfKtifu, on theienlh day 
of the Arabian inoatU Mohiirnnn, theuniiiversaiy ofwhi«‘:i catastrophe is suJciimr/ed 
with the most devoted xcal. llussciii and lio.s.*«eiu were, as ab«»vc stated, tin. two 
sons of AJJ, by liis cousin J*'atima, the daiightor oi'MahoTm>d i and ai’ier the murder 
of their father by the coiitrivurKes ol the (’alijdnu tiny with thor iamilies jemoved 
from Shatvn the (‘a[)ital, to Medina. After residing Ihere. for several years, tho 
people of ShawUf being tired of king Ynxeed's tyrunmeul rule, invited Uossein to 
retmii to the ('/ipital and take up his latvful right u.s Kninuni (Leader of liie Faith-* 
fill.) Before fli'copting this invitation, llo.ssein sent Moslem, his cousin, as a nios- 
KOngcr, to repoit the true state of affairs to him ; hut on his annul with his two 
Sons at Shawn^ he was .seized by order of king Ytizeedv und cast from .'i pre<‘ij>jce, 
and his tuo iimoiont sons \>ero barbarou.*»ly murdered, for the sake (»f the leward 
otl'cied for their ln;ads. 'Phis forms the subject of the ten days' be wailing diirmg flio 
Mobiirrum. The Maliomedau.s an- divided into distinct sei-t.s, cullisl the Micas 
iind the Sioiiic.-t, 'J’lie former believe Ali and lii.s desccndniits to be the lawful Jt.*ud- 
eis lifter Mahomed, and the lattH* are jiersuadcd that the Calijihas, its Abuubnkcr, 
Omer, Ac., are the only leaders to be aisTcdilcd — hence (piarrcl.s, auimosities, 
and dislikes aie hoanleii nj\ to bo avenged during the Mohurnim. I hc festival 
begins on tlie first day of tlie moon (Moliurrum). Tazias, (a term signifying grief, 
and npjilied to a rcpicscntation of the MaiiMiJcum elected o\cr the icniaiii.s of 
Amam Uossein at Kurbiillu,) made of i\ory, ebony, saiidal-wood, c*e(lar, and sonic 
wrought in silxer tiligree, and indeed of every variety of material from pine silver 
to biimbno and paper, according to the rank and wealth of the ]»arty, are ex- 
hibited in eveiy direction, and convened in procession through the streets. Mourn- 
ing assemblies aic held moniing and evening, in the Liiuuim Barrulis, during the 
I^lohurruni, and the lu^ud jiriest or preaeher recites a subjei’t for each day’s service, 
from the various books composed on the siihjcci descriptive of the life and suf- 
feriug.s of Hussein and Hossciii. The Miirsecah, a poetical c;oni|wsitioii of great 
merit, and embnuing all the subjects they meet to commemorate, ischaimted w'ith 
great effect : the named of their lawful leaders arc recounted with blessings, and 
tlial of their usurpers, the Caliphas, xvith curses. Then comes the prot'cssion of 
i)hnl UhuIJ, the name of H ossein’s horse killed at Kurballo, bcaiitiftUly caparisoned ; 
and liiially the Tazias are deposited with funeral rites in the public burial grounds, 
when the Muhurriiin cense.s, until the return of another year. Tim taboot is a 
slight, framework of bamboo, in the shape of a mausoleum, covered and ornamented 
with coloured paper and tinsel, and is designed to represent the mausoleum built 
over the lemuins of the slaughtered Hossein. They vary considerably in size and 
.ipl'carance, according to the taste and ability of those who build them. In soma 
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of them are the representation of the tomb of Haasein and Hoaaein. Before these ta- 
bfiots incense is burned, and various otlier rites are also performed. The taboots, it 
ia said, are peculiar to India. They, of course, are not mention^ in the Koran, and 
they are not built either by the inhabitants of Persia or Arabia. Many Mabo- 
niodans regard them with strong disapprobation, lu Bombay the larger .portion 
of the Mahomedans unite in buiidiiig the taboots. These are taken out, and, ac* 
complied with music carric<l in prooession through the Bhendy Baaaar, from 
midnight of the ninth nntil three o’clock of the momuig of the tcuth day, and troui 
two to six oVlock on the afternoon of the same day, on their way to the beach on 
Back Bay, where the greater part of the talioota, after being stripped of whatever 
was possessed of valuo» are cast into the sea. The practice of building taboots 
seems to be loaing ground in Bombay, a portion of those who formerly united in 
this having adopted the views of those opposed to those tilings. The Indian 
Mahomedans, who do not unite in building the taboots, are accustomed to go on 
this occasion to the moMues for five successive evenings, to listen to the aecotint of 
the death of Uossein. Their demonstrations of grief, however, are not equal to 
those of the Moguls and Persians, who, while listening to the recital, weep aloud, 
and smite violently upon their breasts. These are accustomed to meet at the 
Musjid, a little to the cast of the Amorican Mission Chapel, near the Baboola tank, 
in Mirza Mahomed Ali Khan street. In Bombay there is, strictly speaking, no 
representation of the battle which was fought previous to the death of Uossein. 
Some two or thr^ horsemen, bearing flags, enter the large yard adjoining the 
Emaum Barah, with loud wailings, and are followed by two horses caparisoned, to 
represent those which were for the use of the fbllen Hoseein.

A female infant hi deep mourning, sitting at the door of u 
small mausoleum, wliicli is carried on the shoulders of men, constantly casts ashes or 
cut straw upon her head, in token of grief. These pass round in A dref^ accompanied 
or followed by a company on foot, who beat upon their breasts, crying, “ Hai 
Hassein, hoi Hassein.*^ ^metimes a person represented in a dying states hw body 
covered with wounds and blood, and darts and daggers run into it, i.s carried about 
in^ the procession. The whole is, indeed, a strange exhibition, fitted to excite in the 
Tiiiml ot the enlightened .spectator mingled feelings of pity, wonder, and grief. 
We are not sufficiently informed to give an accurate account of all that occurs on dhis 
occasion. It would seem that this festival is now celebrated with less efibrt and 
effect than formerly. It is apparently bccomi^ more and more a farce. The 
grief is <loubt1cs.s for the most part feigned. Tlie decline of the peculiar zeal of 
the Mahomcdan.s must necessarily lead them to enter into these witn less spirit.

ADMINISTRATTON OtTHE ANGLO-mDIAN(}OVEBNMENT 
UNDER THE CHARTER. 

(From Macgregor^o ConmereiaL Tariffs,) 

Charges ofmaladministration have freouently> sometiines justly, been 
made against the liritish authorities in India. Let us^ however, couh 
pare the acta of the monarchic^ and republican government of 
Kurope, with the Indian administration, under a simple court of direc- 
tors, consisting, generally, of men brought up as merchants, or as the 
(dvil, military, or naval servants of the Company, and we must honestly 
acknowledge that the geiierd conduct of the latter appears in a superior 
character. At one time the Company's fleets were powerful enough to 
combat all other fleets except those of England, France, Spain, and 
Holland ; and from the date of the Battle of Trafalgar, the navy of 
England only continued more powerful until the charters of 1813 and 
1833 pi'ovided that tlic East India Company should cease to carry on 
trade. 

It is, at the same time, true that circumstances attendant on, and 
Gonserment to, the mere existence of the Company, on being once esta- 
blished at all, OB the possessors of territory in India, have been nccom- 

C anied by acts which nothing but self-preservation could well justify, 
ut which we can only condemn, on the ground that territorial occupa- 
tion, from the first, was not to be defended. But, however virtuoua 
such abnegation might have l^en, we could not have expected a spirit of 
Belf-denial, which would reject territorial possession, on tlio part of 
merchant adventurers, and of the courageous and intelligent officers, 
and of the hardy seamen and soldiers, who sailed to India, since the days 
of Elizabeth, from motives than the spirit of bold enterprise, the ambi- 
tion for glorious achievements, and the prospects of gairind commerce. 

Nor, we contend, was it to be desired by those who wished for the 
progress of man in civilisation, that Europeans should have abstained 
from settling, or acquiring territory and authority in India ; and, not- 
withstanding all that we may justly deprecate in the progress of Euro- 
peans in the East, we do believe that the Hindoos, and their Mahom- 
medan oppressors, have, by the presence of British power in India, 
avoided cidamities, from the intestine wars of their princes and chiefs, 
which would have been infinitely more destructive and cruel than those 
that have occurred since the first assumption of power, in Hindostan, by 
the East India Company. 

That there has been left undone much good which might have been 
practical, we admit. But, considering all the operations of the Com- 
pany in those vast regions, the government, the institutions, civil and 
military, which that association has established and maintained, their 
deeds will ever be, hutorically, the astonishment, and wonder, and ad- 
miration of mankind. 
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We am, upon principle, opposed to all exclusive privileges. But it is 
infipossilile not to acknowledge that, without the power of association, and, 
ior a long time, of exclusive privileges, the Anglo-Indian empire never 
could have been founded, and, certniuly, coidd not have acquired its 
perijiancricc and its poweri 

The charter of 1813 abolished most of these exclusive privUegea ; and 
the charter of 1833 terminated the commercial functions of tlic Com- 
j»{iny— functions which, though for a very long period almost absolutely 
necessary, were, however, not profitable. By the charter of 1813 the 
intercourse with India was opened to ships not less than 350 tons, from 
certain British ports, where sufficient intercourse should be established, 
to the then ports of Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay. The restrictions as 
to the tonnage wore abolished in 1823. The exclnsivc trade of the Com- 
pany to China was continued until 1833. The charter willfully explain 
the privileges which then ceased ; before which period no £!aropcan 
could settle in India, nor proceed ten miles into the interior, except with 
the consent of the Company. The separation of Upper India from Ben- 
gal, under the name of the Agra Govemment, or fourth presidency, was 
carried into effect contrary to the recommendation of Lord William 
Bontinck. The Agra Government has since been re-annexed, under the 
style of the North-West Provinces, to the Presidency of Bengal. See 

Kcveime Statistics, &c. &c. of the North-W 3t Provinces,'’ (by Colonel 
Sykes.) 

The Last India Company, by an extraordinary combination of politi- 
cal, military, and fiscal administration, has inaintaincd native armies, 
by native revenues, and commanded chiefly by European officers, 
T'he ecclesiastical institutions In Indio, the colleges of the Company at 
Addiscombe and Ilaileybury, the institutions, the colleges, and the 
schools of the Company in nearly all parts of India, have all been esta- 
blished on foundations of the most creditable liberality, tolerance, and 
inteUigence. I’lie details of these will be found instructive and inter- 
esting. The Press, also, has, during late yeans, made meritorious progress. 

The following brief view of the executive and administrative autho- 
rities under which tlie Anglo-Indian Empire is possessed, governed, and 
adininistercd, is ncccs.sary, in order that the British power in India, and 
the means of developing the vast resources of that empire, may be, in a 
general view, comprehended ; — 

Whoever enters the two unpretending house.'!, — the one in an obscure, 
dirty lane in Westminster, and the other at nearly tlie extreme end of 
the "city of London, — may well marvel at the acts and deeds of the 
Anglo-Saxons in Asia, llhousands of private houses, in the kingdom, 
arc far more commodious and superb than the edifice called “ the office,” 
where the atfiiirs of India are controlled. And if we enter the dark pas- 
sage.s of another “ office/' where the whole East Indian direc- 
tion holds its boards and councils, we find the supreme head of that im- 
perial direction sitting, in mo<lc.st simplicity, within a little, dark, 
octagon room ; and here and there, within the same gloomy edifice, 
we are, on immiry, presented to the individual directors, in their res- 
pective little, fll-lighted nooks. 

Such arc the loci within which arc decided the disposal or annexa- 
tion of kingdoms and states ; and whether monarchs and princes are 
to bo allowed to rule nominally by sufiroge ; or be concjucred, or allowed 
to retire from power, on a pension. In one of these ofhees the directors 
initiate, and in the other the sovereign, by her commissioners, approves 
of, those who arc appointed the governors-general, who, in India, hold 



sovereign rule, and whose courts (h'splay imjxjiial magnilicencc and 
luilitary splendour ; the governors of presideneieH, the couiiuaiider-iu- 
chief oi' a mighty arm v, and the generals under him. ^ The Crown an-^ 
iK>ints the judges of the supreme 'courts at the presidencies, and tne 
bishops who consecrate the places of Christimi worship, and who coutirm 
young Christians in Hindostun, ordain nimistcrs, &c. In these offices, 
alsis tho deliberations have taken place which have decided on tlio aug- 
mentation of armies and fleets ; and the adoption or framing of com- 
mercial and fiscal systems ; and here, alsc>» have the orders been given 
which have sent armies to Aflghanistan, and the fleets and military forces 
which have battered the cities, and humbled the power and pride, of 
Celestial China. 

Vot, notwithstanding those great powers, and the still more wonder- 
ful siK^ecss which has attended the exercise of such extensive authority, 
we have neither heard, nor read of, nor seen individuals in place or 
newer, or as mere merchants, so thoroughly unDretending, and in social 
life less obtrusive than have been, and arc, the East Indian directors in 
London. 


THE COURT OF DIRECTORS. 

Tins court and its chairman constitute nii executive body ; the mom- 
bci s of wliicJi are the representatives of the proprietors of the capital 
stock of the Company — viz. 6,000,000/. sterling, divided among auout 
3600 projirietors. 

The 'adiiiinislration of Indian aflalrs will appear involved in all the 
clangers and misrule of despotism, if we merely consider that the posses- 
sion and government of India is represented only by a capital of nearly 
six millions, and that the cunstitueucy of that vast emjiire is vested In 
3600 persons, a majority of whom never take any interest in the elec- 
tion of directors, if we reflect also that the constituency, limited as it 
is, may be still further reduced in numbers by a few rich pi’oprictors, 
' who would aspire to power, purchasing the stock of several siuull pro- 
prietors, in order to constitute eligibility to additional votes in the saino 
rich proprietor; and that there are usually above 200 projwietors who 
do not possess their stock long enough to possess votes, and about 400, 
whose stoek bein^ under dOO/., have no ri^ht to vote at all. The actual 
number of A'otes is estimated at little, if above, 2000. Women, posses- 
sing sufficient stock, have a right to vote, and the very agents of tbreigUL 
potentates, though aliens, may purchase stock to any amount they can 
pay for, and vote within the prescribed limits— the maximum number of 
votes exercised by any individual being four. 

The directors are certainly invested witit*con8idcrable powers ; and 
although those have politically an<l legally been subjected to restriction, 
through the Hoard of Control, by the ministers of the Crown, yet we 
are bound to say that powers so extensive have, probably, never in tho 
history of the world been, on the whole, more judiciously exercised. 

The capital stock of the Company, namely, 6,000,000/. sterling, was 
some time ago stated to have then lieen divided among 8570 proprietors, 
58 of whom Lid four votes ; 54, three ; 847, two ; 1454, one ; and 221 
only 500Z. stock : the latter are not qualified to vote, but may debate on 
any Indian question ; 39C who held stock under 500^ were' not (]ualified 
to vole or speak, and 220 had not held their stuck a sufficiently long 
time to entitle them to vole. A xuoprictor possessing not less than 
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1000?. has one vote ; 3000/., two; 6000/., tlrce ; and of 10,000/. and up- 
wards, four votes, The stock must be homjide the proprietor’s for 
twelve months to^ enable him to vote, excepting in cases of bequest, 
marriage, &c. ; this regulation was adbpted to prevent coUosive transfers 
of sto<ik. By a recent classification the ffcntjy, ^kers, merchants, 
traders, ship-owners, shopkeepers, Ac., held 1836 Votes ; women, 43 ; 
officers in the king’s and East India Company’s army, 222 ; the clergy, 
86 ; officers in the royal navy, 28 ; medical men, 19; nobility, 20. The 
proprietors meet as a court regjularly every quarter, and specially when 
convened to discuss special business. ^ The powers vested in the court of 
premrietors are— the election of qualified proprietors as representatives 
to form a court of directors ; to appoint a committee to frame bye-laws 
for the^ regulation of the Company ; to control the salaries or pensions 
exceeding 200/. a-year, or gratuities above 000/.; to confer pecuniary re- 
words on any oriental statesman, warrior, or others, above the latter 
named sum, sulnect, however, to the confirmation of the Hoard of Con- 
trol; to demand copies of public documents to be laid before it for dis- 
cussion and consideration. The chairman of the court of directors is 
ex-officio chairman of the court of proprietors. Debates arc conducted 
much as in Pailiamcnt, and all questions are decided by show of hands, 
division, or ballot. Elections are decided by ballot. 

The court of directors consists of twenty ‘bur gentlemen, qualified 
according to an act of Parliament, which pi /Ides that each must be a 
natural corn or naturalised subject of Gicat Britain ; possessed of 
2000/. stock. He cannot be a director of the Bank of England or the 
South Sea Company ; and he shall be liable to be removecl if he should 
promote his own, or the elevation of any other director, by promises of 
iHiward, collusive transfer of stock, or payment of travelling expenses, 
receive any pecuniary or other remuneration whatever, for any appoint- 
ment in his gift or patronage as a director. Six directors retire annually 
by rotation, and arc re -eligible after twelve months. The proprietors 
have every four years the power to reject such directors as they deem 
unfit for that olYlce. The court of directoi^s elect from their own body 
a chairman and deputy -chairman annually, and who go out by rotation, 
meet unco a week ; thirteen Ibrui a court, and all questions are decided bv 
ballot, if demanded. " 

Th& Birectors, ibr their services and responsibilities, have only a sala- 
ry each of 300/. a-year— a most paltry amount I They have, however, 
patronsme, which tliey might abuse, and turn to their pecuniary advan- 
tage. But the efficiency of their appointments free them from this im- 
putation. 

When the number of appointments to the offices of cadets, writers, 
and assistant surgeons for Ae year ai-c ascertained, the whole are divid- 
ed into twenty-eight equal parts, of which two are allotted to the chafr- 
mnn and deputy chairman,— to the president of the Board of Control 
two, and to each director one. 

The ^urt of Directors are divided into three committees, which sit 
at the India House ; viz., 1. The Committee of Finmce and Home 
Affiain, eight directors ; 2. Political and Military Affairs qf India^ seven 
directors ; 3. Revenue^ Judicial, and Legislative, seven directors. 

• correspondence and papers received from abroad or from parties 
inthe United Kingdom come, in the first instance, to the secretary’s 
ofhee at the East India House. ^ !^e despatches are referred by the 
chairs to the officeis whose duty it is to prepare answers. The draft is 
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prepared upon an examination of the documents, and submitted to tbe 
chairs; it is then bi*ought before its apprrariate committee to be ap- 
proved or altered« and then laid before the Court of Directors. After it 
has passed the Court of Directors, the draft is transmitted to tbe Board 
of Control, wliioh is empowered to make alterations, but to return it 
within a limited timo^ with tbe reasons assigned for the alterations, if any 
shall have been made. Previously to the draft beinff laid l^ore either 
committee by the chairs, it is usu^y submitted to the president of the 
Board of Control, in the shape of what is called a previous communicar 
tioB, between the president and the chairs, in which sta^alt^tions, 
containing the original views of the president, are made, ^lie draft be? 
ing returned to the chairman, he li^s it, either with or without the id- 
terations, as he may see fit, before the committee. The draft, when ap« 
proved of by the committee, is submitted to the court, or it m^ be re- 
jected, altered, or approved. It is then officially sent to ^e Board of 
Control, who make such alterations ^U8 they judge expedient, and return 
it to the court, with their reasons for the same. Against these altera* 
tions the court may make a representation to the Board of Control, who 
have frequently m^Ified the alterations. If the board decline to do so, 
they state tbe same to the court, and desire the draft mav be sent m the 
form of a despatch out to India, agreeably to the tenor of the act of par- 
liament. In the event of refusal, three juc^es of the Court of Queen's 
Bench may finally decide as to tlio legalUy oiwe board's order. 

Tux Skcbxt CoMMiTTSE. — ^By die act of 1784 and of 1838, the direc- 
tdrs are to appoint a Secret Committee^ which alone are authorised to 
forward to India all despatches which. In the opinion of the Board of Con- 
trol, should be secret, and the subject matter of which can only be 
divulged by permission of the board. The committee consists of three 
members of the Court of Directors, chosen by tbe court generally, who 
usually select the clioirman, deputy chairman, and the senior member, 
who take the oath of secrecy, as prescribed by tbe act. Their officers 
are also sworn to secrecy ; and no one is ^ployed in transcribing secret 
despatches without the permission of the boo^. The board is empower- 
ed by law to issue, through the Secret Committee, orders and instructions 
on all matters relating to war, peace, or negotiations of treaties with the 
states of India, and the Secret Committee is bound to transmit such order 
to India without delay. The Secret Committee has no legal p^er to re- 
monstrate against such orders, provided ^ey relate to the subjects above 
named. This committee, in communications upon seci^ei despatches with 
the Board of Control, has often arranged, by mutual understanding, al- 
terations in previous orders or instructions ; but with regard to des- 
patches sent down to the Secret Committee in respect to other despatch- 
es, the committee is not empowered to nmjjm representations thereon to 
the Board of Control, whose orders are ooAclusive. The sii^atures of 
the three members of this committee are necessary to insure obedience 
to the orders conveyed by them to the Company's servants, with whom 
the Board of Control has no directi correspondence. 

The president, two secretaries, and assistant-secretiiry and clerks of 
the Board of Control ore paid by the East India Company, for which the 
fixed sum of 20,0001. annum is iiBoited. The establishment at the 
India House is maintained also at the expense of the Company, and con- 
sists of the ebrirman, deputy cUrmati, and other directed imd the of- 
ficers of the following respective departments and committees into which 
the Court of Directors is divided, m the despatch of busiuessi viz 
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First — Secretahy’s Departmekt, with secretary and depiity-se** 
cretary, and sub-divided into live branches, viz, 1. MiniUitig and Correa-' 
ponding y with an assistant-secretary and six clerks^ and a clerk of the 
3nyi)tg Department ; two clerks in charge oi Ecclesiastical Itegistrationsy 
ike. ; a clerk of the College Departmetity and a clerk of Corresjwndence re- 
lative to vegetable prodnetiom of India, 2. Accounts' branchy with an 
assistant-secretary and twelve clerks. 3. Pay branchy with an assistant- 
secretary and five clerks. 4. Audit branchy with an assistant-secretary 
and six clerks, fi Marine branchy with an assistant-secretary and three 
clerks, and a superintendent and assistant of extra clerk. 

Second — The Examihers^ Department, with chief and assistant- 
examiner, and two assistants, fifteen clerks, and registrar and ossistant- 
re^strar of book office. 

Tuirjd— Military Department, with secretary, and assistant-se- 
cretory and eight clerks, inspector and sub-inspector of military stores. 

Kecently an independent departmeni has been established for the col- 
lection of statistical information, consisting of a cliief, his assistant, and 
a clerk. 

There is, besides, a standing counsel and solicitor, librftrian, who is also 
Sanscrit professor at Oxford, Keeper of the Asiatic museum, geograjdicr, 

examining physician, inspector-surgeon for invalid seamen and soldiers, 

examiner of veterinary medicines and instruments for India, chaplain 
and surgeon of Poplar Hospital, clerk ofth* vorks, door-keepers, &c. 
There is a hospital for invalids at Poplar, a d jpdt for recruits at War- 
ley, iu Essex, with a colonel-commandant and second in command,* a 
major, a captain and a paymaster, adjutant captain, lieutenant, and 
surgeon. 


THE BOARD OF CONTROL. 

This department originated with Mr, Pitt, and by act of parliament 
was styled “ The Board of Commissioners for Controlling the Affairs of 
India but, like the Board of Tradcy it is no board in its administra- 
tive functions ; and, therefore, its imnie is a fiction, and it in reality and 
absolutely is, iu conjunction with the chairman and directors of the East 
India Company, in Leadenhall-strect, a department of slate, with very 
extraordinary powers, and the president is, lor all intents and purposes, 
a secrctat^ of state for the afliiirs of India, with liis parliamentary under- 
secretaries, assistant-secretaries, and departmental clerks. No commis- 
sion, we believe, evei' sits ; although, like the Board of Trade, the other 
three secretaries of state, wdth some additional members of the govern- 
ment, are de jure members of this commission, or committee. 

TJic Booi'tl of Control is presumed to over-rule tho political govern- 
ment of India, and also the ilftiuicial expenditure of the civil and mili- 
tary departments of the Company. The political decisions arc chieily 
communicated to India by the president of the Boai*d of Control, through 
the three secret directors of the Company. A power which may be both 
justified and denounced ; a power, when exercised with sound judg- 
ment, which imparts vigour and practicability to the administration of 
India ; but whicli, in the absence of political wisdom and enei-gy, may 
involve evil consequences that may be fatal to the wliole Anglo-Indian 
empire. This board, or rather through it her Majesty’s ministers, have 
ihc appointment of judges, bishops, and the officers of the royal forces iu 
India; but tlie Court of Directors name the governor-general and go- 
vernors, jjut the nomluations reqYiire to be approved of by her Majesty^s 


government. The court usually chooses the royal eommamlcr-in-cliifi' 
in India, and the royal cumiiianders-m-chicf at the dilOTereut |)resklcu> 
cies, to command their own armies. 

The Board is divided into six departments, viz., Accounts, llovenuc. 
Judicial, Militai 7 , Secret and Political, and Foreign and Public. 

1. The Accotmianta DepartmenL^To examine the accounts of the 
finances at home and abroad ; control the correspondonoe between the 
Court of Directors and the Indian governments, in the departments of 
finance, and mints, and coinage ; also occasional correspondence in 
most of the other departments of the Company's afiau's requiring calcu- 
lation, or bearing a financial character. 

2. The Itevenue Departtnent, — Principally revision of despatches pro- 
p(»cd to be sent to the several governments of India, reviewing the de- 
tailed proceedings of those governments, and of all the subordinate re- 
venue authorities, in connexion with the adjustment of the hind assess- 
ments, the Idealisation of the revenue so assessed, and the general opci'U- 
tioii of the revenue regulations on the condition of the people, and the 
improveuient of the country. Besides the laud rovenue, the detailed 
proceedings of the local authorities in the salt, opium, and custom de- 
partments, come under periodical revision. 

3. The Judicial Dejtartmcni . — ^Examination of all correspondence be- 
tween the Court of Direcitors and the local governments, on subjcels 
connecied with the administration of , civil uiid crimiimi justice and 
police in the interior of India, such as the constitution of % arious 
courts, the state of business in them, the conduct and proceedings ot ilio 
judges, and all proposals and suggestions which, froni time to time, come 
under discussion, with (be view of applying remedies to acknowledged 
defects. 

The royal courts at the three presidencies are not subject to the au- 
thority of the Court of Directors, or of the Board of Control ; but any 
correspondence which takes place in relation to the appointincuit or re- 
tit;emeut of the judge, s of those courts, or to their proceedings (including 
papers sent home for submission to the king in council, recommenda- 
tions of pardon, &c.), passes tlirougb this department. 

4. 'The Military Department . — Attention to any alterations which 
may be made in the allowances, organisation, or numbers of the Indian 
army at the three presidencies ; to the rules and regulations aflecting the 
difiereut branches of the service ; to the general slull’, conijirehcnding 
the adjutant and quartermaster-gcncrars department ; the commissariat 
(both army and ordnance) ; the pay, building, surveying, and clothing 
departments ; and, in fact, to every branch of Inilian aduiinistratiou 
connected with tlie Company’s army. It also embraces so much of the 
proceedings, with respect to the king’s tro^s, as relate to the charge of 
their maiulenance in India, lecruitiug theff from this country, and the 
})eriodical reliefs of regiments. 

5. The iS’er/Yf, Political^ and Foreig7i Department — Examines all 
communications from or to the local gbvernmonts, resj^ecting their rela- 
tions with the native chiefs or states of India, or with toreigu Europeans 
or Americansr. It is divided into the following branches: — 

I. The Secret department, containing the correspondence between 
the Indian governments and the secret committee of the Court of Direc- 
tois. Under llie provisions of the aet of l^arliament, such confidential 
communications as, in the opinion of the local governments, require se- 
crecy arc addi'essed by them to the secret committee. Any directions, 



also to the local governments, relating to war or negotiation, which, in 
the judgment of the Board of Control, require secrecy, are signed by the 
secret committee ; and the local gorernments are bound to obey those 
directions in the some manner as li' they were signed by the whole body 
of directors. 

]I. The Political department, comprising all correspondence not ftd- 
dressed to the secret committee, or sent through that committee to the 
]o(ial govomments, respecting the native chip’s or states with whom 
those governments are in alliance or communication, or whose affairs are 
under their political superintendence, or who are in tbe receipt of pecu- 
niary stipends in lieu of territory. 

111. The Foreign department, including all correspondence relating 
to communications between the local governments and the several foreign 
Eurc^pcans who liave settlements in India or the eastern islands ; and 
embracing, in fact, all the proceedings of the local governments in rela- 
tion to foreign Europeans or Americans resorting to India. 

The proceedings of the local governments, with respect to their resi- 
dents and political agents, and to any other officers and their respective 
establishments, through whom communications with native states and 
(rhiefs, or with foreigners, may be maintained, arc also reported in the 
several (le()artinents in which those officers are respectively employed. 

C. The l^uhltc Departmnt. — ^The business of tkh department com- 
prises the examination of all despatches to and ! India upon Cotnmer- 
cud or Fcclesiaatical subjects, and oftliose whir h, being of a niiBCcllane- 
ous character, are distinguished by tlie general appellation of “ Public.” 
The commercial and ecch^siasticai despatches, which arc considered as 
forming two branches of correspondence, distinct from the “ Public,” are 
united with the latter in the same department, only on account of the 
convenience of that arrangementv, with reference to the distribution of 
business in the establishment of the Board of Control. 

The Public correspondence coraj^rises ail those despatches which do 
not belong specifically to any of the branches of correspondence hither|;p 
enumerated. They relate to the education of the natives and of the 
civil servants ; to tl)ie appointment of writers, and of the civil service 
generally, and to their allowances ; to the several compassionate funds ; 
to the grant of licenses to reside in India ; to the press ; to public build- 
ings ; to the Indian navy and the marine department ; to the affairs of 
Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore, Malacca, and St. Helena ; and to 
various miscellaneous subjects. Some of these, being closely connected 
with the business of other deportments, are reported upon in them, al- 
though the whole pass through, and are rccoroed in, the public depart- 
ment. 

The Eccletiaatical despatches contain every thing relating to tbe ap« 
pointment of chaplains, archdeacons, and bishops ; to their allowances ; 
to thcii* conduct ; to the building and repair of churches, or other places 
used for public worship ; and to all questions respecting tbe affairs of the 
churches of England and Scotland in India, or that of Borne, so far as 
public provision is made for Its maintenance. 

Any ])apcrs treating of ecclesiastical or miscellaneous topics, though 
they are not despatches to or from India, are likewise recorded and re- 
ported upon in this department. 

The expense of the Board of Control to the Company is about 30,000/. 
a-year.

seventeen or more than twenty-^one years ; pi^ovided they have not been 
dismissed the array or navy, or exp^ed any place of public instruction.

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Tbe parent, "uiirUian, or near relation must then add his certificate 
as to the truth of the declaration, which must be similar to that ordered 
to be finncAcd to the extract from the parish register. 

The above certificate and declaration are to oe annexed to the peti- 
tion to be written by the candidate, who must s^n a declaration there- 
on, thiit he has read these printed instructions. The same declaration is 
to be signed by the parent, guardian, or near relation of the candidates 
respectively. 

Qmlificatiom for Admission in the College , — Candidates will be inter- 
rogated in an open coiumittce os to their character, connexions, and 
<|iialifications. The nature of the interrogation may be known on ap- 
plie.ation to the clerk of the college department, at the India House. 

Each candidate shall produce testimonials of good moral conduct, fi*om 
the sujierior of the institution where educated, or his private instructor, 
having reference to tlie two years immediately preceding his presenta- 
tion for admission. 

Eachoaudidiite shall be examined in the Four Gospels of the Greek 
Testament, of which he must possess u competent knowledge, and also 
l)c able to render into English some {mrtion of one of the following Greek 
authors ; — Homer, Herodotus, Xenophon, Thucydides, Sophocles, or 
Euriiiide.s ; and of one of the following Latin authors : — Livy, Terence, 
Cicero, .'i'acitiis, Virgil, or Horace ; and this part f the examination will 
include questions in ancient history, ffeograpny, nd philosophy. Each 
candidate shall also bo examined in English hist >’7 and geography, the 
common rules of nrithinetic, vulgar and decimal fractions, the first four 
books of Euclid, and the first part of Paltry’s ** Evidences of Christianity 
{Superior attainments in one of the above departments of literature or 
science shiill, at the discretion of the cxjmiiiiers, be considered to com- 
pensate for conqiarative doficicncy in other qualifu^ations. 

'fhe examinations are held at the East India House, half-yearly, in 
the months of diimuiry and fFiily. 

'J’liE East India College at IIailetuiiby has its visitor, the Eight 
Reverend the Lord Bishop of London for the time being ; its principal ; 
its professors, namely, European department— classics, mathematics, his- 
tory and political oconomv, law; Oriental departaumt — Hindi, lliu- 
doostani, uiid Muharatti ; Arabic and rcr.sian, Sancrit and Tcloogoo. 

The terms of admission for students arc one hundred guineas per an- 
num each ; a moiiity to be paid at the commencement of (‘ach toi*‘ui, 
besides the exjjcuse of books and stationery. Students to provide them- 
selves with a table-spoon, tea-spoon, knife and silver fork, half a dozen 
towels, tca-equipnge, and a looking-glass ; also, with not less than two 
pair of sheets, two ])illow -cases, and two breakfast cloths. Ten giuneas' 
to bo paid on leaving college by each student, for the use of the library. 

The course of study pursued at this college cmbracc.s the Latin and 
Greek classics, ancient and modern history, political economy, jurispru- 
dence, and the Hindi, lliudoostaui, Mahratti, Arabic, PersiEiii, Sanscrit, 
and Teloogoo langu.'ig<*s. 

All time, not exceeding two years hond fide^ spent in the college in the 
regular course of education, after a student has attained the ago of se- 
vetiteen years, is considered as time passed in India, and reckons in his 
(jualification for certain places and emoluments. 

A student publicly cx}>clleil will not be admitted into the Company's 
civil or military service in India, or into the Company's Military 
I 3 eminai 7 . 
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The college forms are 119 folWs the first commences January lii, 
and ends June 30; and the second commences September 10, and ends 
Dcceiubei 15, in each year. 

The students are to provide themselves with proper academical habits. 

Afpointmeut to the Service , — No person ran w appointed to the civil 
service whose age is less than eighteen or more than twenty- three years, 
nor until ht has resided four terms, at least, in the college, and obtained 
a rerti/jcate of having conformed to the statutes and regulations. 

On a student's ap|)ointment, he will l>e rof|uircd to attend at the se- 
cretary’s office, East India House, to*euter into covoii.ant, giving a bond 
for 1000/. jointly with two sureties,' for the due fulfilment of the same; 
namely, that he will fuitlifiilly and honestly, to the best of his skill, do and 
perform all matters and things lawfully comlnitted to his charge ; obey 
orders, keep accounts, not divulge secrets, or be guiUy of malpractices, 
nor leave India without notice, and to subscribe 1o the civil fund, and 
the annuity fund. A legal instrument is also to be entered into by some 
one person (to be approved the Court of Directors) binding Inmsclf 
to pay the sum of 30iK)f., as liquidated damages, to the Company, for 
breach of a covenant to be entered into, that the student’s nomination 
has not been in any wa^ bought, or sold, or exchanged for anything 
converitible into a pecuniary benefit. 

The rank of a student’s leaving t he college is determined by 
the certificate of the principal, grantinl with reference to the industry, 
proficiency, and general g(»od behaviour. Such rank to take elfect onfy 
in the event of the student’s proceeding to India within six months from 
tin* date of the said certificate. 

A civil servant, on arriving at the presidency to which he is appointed, 
should immediately report liimself in the proper quarter, as his residence 
in India is calculated trom the date of his ho doing ; and this is most im* 
])Ortant with respect to furlough regulations, and a variety of other 
privileges. 

Unilcr the royal warrant of precedence, civil servants are divided into 
six classes, viz. civiliansoflluTty -five years’ standing form the first class, 
of twenty years’ standing the second class, of twelve years’ standing the 
third class, of eight years’ standing the fourth class, t»f four years’ stand- 
ing the fifth class, and under four years’ standing the sixth class. 

Emoluments, — On first reaching India a civilian is allowed about 30/. 
per irioiith, till, having passed the necc.ssiiry examlimiion in one or rrlor(^ 
of the Oriental languages (which must be within twelve months of his 
arrivid), he is attached to the service,, the einolumenfs of which vary 
from 5001, to about J 0,0001, per annum. The rnein])ers of council r(?ceive 
9600/. each per annum in Bengal, an<l 6000/. per annum at Madras and 
Bombay, (jivil servants must have three years’ actual residence in India 
to hohl a situation of over 1500/. per annum, nine years' residence to 
hold a situation of over 3000/. [ler annum, and twelve years’ re.sidenceto 
hold a situation of over 4000/. per annum. No civil servant can receive 
a greater salary than 62*J0l, per aimum, unlesa he be a g(»vernor or mem- 
ber of council. 

Sich Leanc. — A civil servant absent from his .station on sick leave is 
entitled to retain his office for two years, and to the salary of such office, 
subject to a dwluction of one-sixth for the first, and one-fourth for the 
second year, where it exceeds 2400/. per annum. If it does not exceed 
that sum, the deduction is one-eighth for the first, and one-si xlh for the 
second year ; and where it is as low as COO/. j»cr annum, no deduction is 
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made for the first, and onljr onc-eightli for the second year. If absent 
more tlinn two years, a civil servant can only draw, if a senior merchant, 
400/., ond if below that rank, 3002. per annum. Under this regulation 
no .s(!(:ond leave is granted to a servant who Las been absent two years, 
till three years have elapsed from the date of Us return. These regula- 
f ictn.s refer to civil servants proceeding to China, Australia, tlie Cape of 
Good Hope, Mauritius, St. Helena, or to anyplace within the limits of 
the East India Company's charter. 

i'\tr/oii^/«*— It is provided by regulation os follows ; — That after an 
actual residence in India of ten years or upwards, a covenanted civil ser- 
vant shall bo entitled to return once to Europe, on leave for three years, 
and to receive for that period 500/. per annum, provided in no case a 
greater number come home under tliis reflation, annually, than seven- 
teen from Bengal, nine from Madras and llombay ; and that the prefer- 
ence shall bo given first to those servants producing medical certificates, 
that a visit to Europe is indispensably necessary for the restoration of 
health, and then to servants in their order of seniority. 

That civil servants compelled by illness to return to Europe previous 
to <;oinplotlon of ton years, shall receive 2000 rupees as passage-money, 
and for a period not exceeding three years, 250/. per annum ; but ser- 
vants havjng received this shall not, in the ever* of again returning to 
Europe, after a residence of ten years or upwai ** . be entitled to any al- 
lowance, except it be occasioned by illness, and then only to the diifer- 
ence between what they have before drawn in the shape of absentee al- 
lowance and 500/. per annum for three years. 

That if the absence of a civil servant returning to Europe upon private 
aflairs (j»revioua to a residence of ten years) shall exceed one year, the 
excess ^lall be deducted from the period during which the furlough al- 
lowance when it is granted to him would otherwise be enjoyed. 

That servants proceeding to the Cape of Good Hope, 8ro., for health, 
and from the same cause thence to Europe, shall be entitled to the bene- 
ill of the foregoing regulations : and that in all eases, the allowances 
which arc to be juud quarterly in Europe, commence from the date of 
Indio, ami terminate at the expiration of three years, or the time 
of arrival in Indio, whichever may first happen. 

Assay masters, and dej)uty assay masters, compelled by ill-health to 
return to Europe, receive 191/. r2«. Od. and 118/. 12«. 6^. respectively, 
for three years, when it is to cease. 

That any servant in receipt of absentee allowance from a civil fund, 
shall not be entitled during the same period to the allowances prescribed 
by these regulations beyond such amount as may bring tbo total of his 
annual receipts from both sources to the sum above limited. 

Civil servants returning to England must, immediately on arrival, 
report themselves, with address, by letter to the secretary at the India 
House, forwarding at the same time the certificates received in India ; 
and they are re(]^uired to rejoin the service at the expiration of leave, 
unless an extension has been obtained six months previous to its expira- 
tion, which is only granted in oases of sickness, or wWe a furUier resi- 
dence in Europe is indispensably necessary. 

Tliat when a civil servant has obtained an extension of leave, he must,* 
at the expiration thereof, obtain permission either to return to duty or 
reside a further time in Europe ; faiiing in which, he is liable to be 
struck off.

capable of again serving in India in the Company's service, unless it shall be prov** 
ed, to the satisfacdon .of the Court of Directors, that siich absence was occasioned by 
sickness or infirmity, or imloss such person be permitted to return witli his rank to 
India, by a vote or rcsolntion ]uiased by way of ballot, by throe parts in four of the 
proprietors assembloil in general court, specially convened for that purpose, wlieroof 
eight days' previous notice of the time and purpose of such meetinff siiali bo given 
in the London Gaxettet or unless, in the cose of any military oflicer, it shall be prov-

Retirenmt.^K civil scrviiAt retiring from the service has no claim to 
a pension, but pivernment guarantees -him the benefits of the annuity 
fund of Ills presidency, to which he is bound by covenant to subscribe. 
Tliis fund secures to him, in his turn, a pension of lOOOf. after twenty- 
two years’ actual residence in India ; and if compelled by illness to re- 
tire previous to the comfiletion of such term, he is entitled to fiOOf. per 
aunum after fifteen, and 250/. per annum after ten years* actual residence. 
If he retires before the expiration of ten years’ residence, be receives a 
bonus of 500/. Assay masters and deputy assay masters who arc permitted 
to retire after twenty years* service, including three years for a furlough, 
the former upon 300/. per annum, the lat ter upon 191/. 12#. Cd. per an- 
num, and if compelled uy ill-hcalth, duly certified, to quit India at an 
earlier period, the retiring allowance after ten years* service for an assay 
master 200/. per annum, and deputy assay master 150/. jier annum.

Appointments to the military service of the East India Company are 
made hy the President of the Board of Control nnd individual members 
of the Court of Directors, either ** direct’* (^hat is, proceeding to India at 
once), or through the military seminary at Addiscombe. Neither 
** direct” appointments nor nonunations to Addiscombe can be legally 
purchased ; and where they have been obtained by corrupt means, the 
parties are liable to penal consequences. 

No person who has been dismissed the army or navy, the Royal Mili- 
tary College at Sandhurst, the Royal Military Academy at Woolwich, or 
. who has been obliged to retire firom any pubuc institution for immoral or 
ungentlema^y conduct, will be appoints a cadet, either direct to India 
or to AdiBscombe. Cadets appointed to Bengal must subscribe to the 
Military Oiphan Asylum ana Military Widow's Fund ; and those to 
Madras and Bombay to the military tiai at their respective presidencies^

Quali/katUm* — They must be Hxtasn and under tioenty-^iwo years of 
age, unless they have held a commi^n In her majesty's service, or in 
the militia or lenoiblea when embodied,* and called into actual service, 
or have been in the company of cadets of the royal artillery, when they 
are eligible, if not more than twentg*fio6 yenea of age ; provided fdways 
that they produce the certificates uready noticed, and also their oommts* 
sions, together with a certificate frenn the \Var Office or commanding of* 
ficer under whom they have served, to the efibet that they have jmned 
and done duty with a regiment for the fuU term of one year and upwards, 
and they have neither been dismissed, nor have they resigned in conse* 
quence of any misconduct. 

iiasi.—Cadets rank according to seniority of the directors nomi* 
nating them, from the date of the sailing of the snip in which they leave 
Gravesend or any outport at which they may embark, as it appears from 
Lloyd's List; and all ^'direct" cadets appennted or sworn in between tbe 
10th of March and 10th of June, or between loth of September and lOtk 
of December (or tbe days which may be fixed on for the public examina*' 
lion of the seminary cadets), rank after the seminary cadets who may 
pass their examinations, provided the latter sail for their respective des** 
ti nations within three months after passing examinations, 

Engimera and ArtiUeru, — Candidates mr the scientific branches of the 
service must be educated at the military seminary .f Those cadets who 
are most distinguished are selected for the engineers, according to the 
vacancies in that branch of the service ; and those immediately following 
in order of succession are promoted to the corps of horse and foot artil- 
lery. Those for whom there is no room in tbe engineers, but who are re- 
ported to have attained to a high degree of qnalificntion, receive hono- 
rary certificates, and their names are announced to the governments in 
Inaia, and published in general orders to the army, as nioriting particu- 
lar notice. They have tbe privilege of choosing the presidency m India 
in which they shall be stationed. The cadets not appointed to engineers 
or artillery are, when reported qualified, posted to the infantry, and rank 
together, according to the rank which they obtained at tbe seoiinary. 

Cadets may pass through the seminary as rapidly as their qualifications 
will enable them alter a year’s residence, proyided that they are of the 
age of aixfaca years on or before the day of* final examination. Their 
stay at the institution is limited to four terms. 

Cadets educated at this institution take raiik in Uie aj*my above 
all other cadets who are appointed flrom the commencement of three 
months previously to the date of the seminary cadets being reported 
qualified ; and the time passed at the institution after sixteen^ counts as‘ 
so much time passed In India, in caldulftting the period of service for re- 
tirii^ pensions on full pay.

Seminary* — Conditioitefor AimeHbn * — No candidate cap be admitted 
under /our^cen, or above eighteen years# 

Independent of the documents already notie^ as necessary for admis- 
sion to the service, each candidate for the seminary must produce a cer- 
tificate of having had the small-pox, or been vaccinated, and of good 
conduct, from the master under whom he last studied. He must also 
deliver the names of two persons residing' in London, or its vicinity, 
v^ho engage to receive him if dismissed the seminary, or be removed 
firom sickness, or any other cause. 

Qualijicatious . — The candidate will be req' red to write down a sen- 
tence from dictation, and if found deficient inbsuid-^iting or orthography, 
his reception will he dolor red for such length of time as the head master 
^lall report necessary. No candidate will be admitted who cannot con- 
strue Cea-sar^s Commentaries,** and who docs zmt possess a correct 
knowledge of all the rules of arithmetic usually taught in schools, espcci- 
fdly the rule of tliree, compound proportion, practice, interest, vulgar 
and decimal fractions, and the extraction of the square root. 

These tests are all that are absolutely requisite, but it will be of 
advantage to a cadet, if, before admission, he is well acquainted witli the 
following portions of Cape's ** Course of Mathematics," in the order in 
which they are given, via - 

The remainder of arithmetic, omitting pages 76, 77. The use of loga* 
rithms. The first three sections in geometry, and the theory of proportion* 
First part of algebra, omitting the propositions of the greatest common 
measure and the least common roultiplo. Fourth and fifth sections in 
geometry and geometrical problems. is very desirable that a cadet, on 
Joining, should be able to draw In pencil, and ^ade with Indian ink. 

Every cadet is considered a pupil for the first six months ; 

at the end of which period the public examiner will report on the pro- 
bability of his passing for the artillerv or infantry within four terms, and, 
should this apj^ar improbable, he will be returned to his friends. 

Psymenfr, Ac.— The parents or guardians of the cadet are t^uired 
to pay 60/. per term for board, lodging, and education, and an entrance 
subscription of 2/. to the public library ; winch* pajrments includa 
evcf^ charge except for uniform, clothes, Imks, and pocket-money, as 
hereafter specified. The payment of the fixed charges for each term h

The cadet must not join the seminary with a greater 
sum in his possession than one guinea ; and a further supply during the 
term, on any pretence whatever, may subject him to dismission. Pro- 
vision being made for furnishing him with every requisite, he cannot 
really want a supply of money to be placed at his disposal while at the 
seminary ; and if his friends do, notwithstanding, think proper to furnidi 
him with money, they put it in his power to commit irregularities, which 
must always retard his studies, and may eventually lead to bis removal 
from the institution.

Seminary, and all subsequent nominations thereto, are deemed lor giehe- 
ral service until brought forward lor public eiomination. 

CLERICAL ATPOINTMENTS. 

CHAPLAnfs are appointed to the East India Company*s service by the 
chairman and deputy-chairman and individual dvectors of the Court 
of Directors, subjeeft to the approval of the Archbishop of Canterbury or 
the Bishop of London. '1 hey must enter into a bond, with covenant for 
600Z. jointly with two sureties, the excuses of which amount to 14/. 6#., 
and are required to subscribe to the Military funds of the presidency to 
which tliey are attached. Chaplains are subject to military orders, and 
form part of the military staff. , ^ ■ 

QualificaHom . — Candidates must not exceed forty years of age, and must 
show that they liavc been two years in orders, by producing their letters 
as deacons anil priests. 'I'bey must also produce the following testimonia}, 
signed by three bencficcd clergymen : — 

“We, whose names arc hereunder written, rVclareand testify, from our 
personal knowledge of the life and behaviour of — 
the snaoe of three years last past, that he hath dunng that time lived 
piously, soberly, and honestly, nor hath he at any time (as far as we 
Know or believe) written, taught, or held any thing contrary to the doc* 
trine or discipline of the Church of England. — ^In witness whereof We 
have hereunto sot our hands, the day of •'* 

- The Bishop of London requires a testimonial, in a form differing some- 
what from the above, which form may be obtained upon application to 
his lordship's secretary. 

The iolluwing certihcate, signed by two practising surgeons, is also 
required : — 

“ We have this day carefully examined the Rev. , and certify 

that his eyesight and hearing are perfect ; that he bos no appearance of 
any constitutional disposition or tendency to disease ; and toat be does 
not appear to have any mental or bodily defect whatever, to disqualify 
him for the duties of his profession in India.*’ 

After obtaining the counter-sigiiature .of the Bishop of London to the 
certificate of appointment, chaplains must again attend at the India. 
House on any subsequent Wednesday, at half-past one o'clock, for the 
purpose of being sworn, on whicli occasion they must appear in canoni- 
cals. When sw'orn, the sum of 150/. is paid to them to defray the .ex < 
pense of passage and outfit ; but they must proceed to their destinaUon 
within six months ; falling which, without leave obtuned, the appomt- 
meni lapses. 

Chaplains of the Chureb of Scotland roust be ministers of the Esta- 
blishment^ ordained and inducted by the Presbyteir of j^inburf^.and 
are subject to the spiritual and ecclesiastical juTtsdiotion in aH ibuigs of 
the Presbytery of Edmburgh, whose judgments shall be suhjeel to dissent, 
protest, and appeal to the provincial synod of Lothian and Tweeddale. 
and to the general assembly of the Church of Scotland.

MEDICAL APPOINTMENTS. 

AiButani jSito^g^cons.—'fhm officers are appointed by the President of 
the Board of Contrd and individual members of the tourt of Directors, 
and such appointments cannot legally be purchased. They are required 
to subscribe to the militaryi or medical, and medical retiring fund, at 
their respective presidencies. • » 

Qitali^ution^ Age. — A candidate must not be under twenty-two 
years ; in proof of which he must produce an extract from tbe register, 
and also the other certificates and documents. 

Qutd^fication in AVrgcry.— On receiving a nomination, he will be fur* 
xiished with a letter to the College of Surgeons, and their certificate will 
be u satisfactory testimonial of quidification ; but should he possess a 
diploma from the CuUeae of Surgeons of London, Dublin, or Edinburgh, 
or the University or Faculty of Physicians and Surgeons of Glasgow, 
either will be deemed sufficient without further examination. 

Quaiijieatian in PAysic.— lie must also pass an examination, by tbe 
Company's examining physician, in the practice of physic ; in which will 
be included as much anatomy and physiology as is necessary for tbe 
treatment of internal diseases, os well as the art of prescribing and com- 
pounding medicines. He must produce ^ proof of having attended, at 
feast, two courses of lectures on the practice of physic, and acertifibate 
of having attended diligently the practice of tbe physicians at some gene- 
ra hospitai in London, or in the country, for six months, provided the 
provincial hospital contain, at least, on an average, one hundred in- 
patients. No attendance on the practice of a physician at any dispensary 
will be admitted. ■ 

SiiiAarkation.-^The asnstant-surgeonis required to apply to the cadet 
office ibr orders of embarkation, nm actually proceed under such orders 
within three months from tbe date of being passed and sworn. He must 
pay 6L for the certificate of appoiotoient. 

jRofiA— The rank of assistant-surgeons is determined in the same 
manner as is that of persons proceeding to India as “ direct" cadets. 

. Veltrhmrjf Swuibom. — These officers are appointed by the Court of 
Directors, and receive 901* for apeiftge.to India. 

QuaUJkBOions*--^!^ mustbe ittidknrlloi^ ofage, and produce a 
dipjbtta ffiomthe Teterinary CdUege of Lcmdon, and a certificate frwn 
the professor, of general fitness^ 
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EEGULATIONS AFFECllKG THE MILITABY SMRVICE 
IN INDIA. 

Lf^ave of Ab$ence , — Officers heviitg leare on snedicitl eertifica^ to 
China, Australia, the Cape of Good Hope, Mauritius, St. Helena, or places 
within the limits of the East India Companj*s charter, are entitled to 
draw their pay and allowances. 

Officers employed in the civil departments, and drawing a civil allow- 
ance, are entitled, in common with officers holding staff situations in the 
military department, to draw the military pay and allowances of their 
rank, within the limits pf the charter, white absent for two years, on 
leave under medical certificate, and likewise one-half of the difierence 
between such allowances and the civil or staff pay of the offices to which 
tfa^ stand appointed. 

Chaplains proceeding on leave within the limits of the charter for bene- 
fit of health, are, in resect to proportion of allowances to be drawn 
during absenoe, the conditions and period for which such allowances 
are to be drawn, and the. allowances to be drawn in case of their not re- 
turning within two years, subject to the same rules as civil servants pro- 
ceeding on sick leave. 

Officers must be ten years in Tndla before they can be 
entitled ^xcept in cases of certified sickness , to be absent on furlough. 
The furlough is granted by the commander>m-chief at each presidency, 
with the approbation of the respective governments. 

Officers who have not served ten years, visiting England on urgent 
private affairs, may be allowed a furlough for one year without pay. 

A chaplain (appointed previous to the Ist of September, 1636,) after 
seven years* residence, is allowed furlough and 292^ per annum. Should 
he return from sickness, prior to such a period, he is allowed only 19U« 
12s. per annum. If appointed subsequent to that date, after seven years, 
1911. 12s. per annum \ and if compelled by ill-health to return prior to 
that period, only 127f. 1 3s. per annum. 

No officer on furlough can receive pny for more than two years and a 
half from the period of his quitting India until he returns, excepting 
colonels of regiments, and these of the rank of lieuCbnant-rolonel regi- 
mentally, when promoted to that of major-general ; the latter are then 
allowed to draw the pay of their brevet rank beyond the above neriod. 

A conductor of stores is allowed furlough pay only in case or sickness. 

Officers visiting England on furlough "must report their arrival by 
letter to the secretary at the India House, stating the name of the ship 
in which they came, and their address, forwarding at the same time the 
certificates they received in India. 

The period of furlough is three years, reckoning from its date to the 
day of the return of the officer to his presidency ; and officers are re- 
quired to rejoin at the expiration of throe years, unless they have ob- 
tained an extension of leave six months before the expiration of that 
period. No furlough is extended except in cases of sickness, certified 
in the manner hereafter-mentioned ; or where a further residence in 
Europe is indispensably necessary.

No officer wbo has fkiled to obtmn an extension of furlough will tie 
considered eligible to return to the service after &ve years' absence, 
under the act of S3 Geo. 3, cap. 6^, sec 70 ; but the provisions of this 
act have been modified as respects some officers, by the £3 Geu.S, cap. 
155, sec. 64, as follows: — Whereas inconvenience to the military 
service of the East India Company has been found to arise in certain 
cases from the provisions of the act 33 Geo, 3. cap. 02, sec. 70 ; be it there- 
fore enacted, that it shall and may be lawful for the said Court of 
Directors, with the approbation of the said Board of Commiisionm, to 
permit any military officer, being of the rank of a general officer or 
colonel commanding a regiment, or being a lieutenunt-coloncl com- 
mandant of a regiment, who, having departed from India with such leave 
as aforesaid, shall not have returned to India within five years from 
the time of such departure, to have his rank and to be capable of agai|i 
serving in India, although such absence may not have been oceasioned 
by sickness or infirmity, or any inevitable accident ; any thing in isid 
act contain^ to the contrary notwithstanding." 

Every officer upon leaving India will receive a pi inted copy of tie 
general order on tnis subject, so that a plea of ignorance cannot be 
mitted.

provided they are not possessed oi^ or entitled to, real or personal property 
to the extent, if an ensign, of , tfa lieutenant, oflOOO/. 

Officers compelled to quit the service by wounds received in action, 
or by ill-health contracted on duty after three years’ service, may 
retire on the half-pay of their rank, viz. : — Second lieutenant, cornet, 
or ensign, 3s. a-day ; lieutenant, and assistant-surgeon, 4s. a-day. 

A suoaltem officer or assistant-surgeon having served six years, may 
retire on 3s. a-day, if his health prevent his continuing in India. A 
lieutenant having served thirteen, or a second lieutenant, cornet, or 
ensign, nine years (including a furlough), may retire on the half-pay of 
his rank, in case his health shall not permit him to serve in India. 

Regimental captain^ majors, and lieutenant-colonels, who have not 
served sufficiently long to entitle them to retire on full pay, and whose 
health renders it impossible to serve in India, may retire on half-pay, 
viz : — Captains, 7s. a-day ; majors, 9s. 6d. a-day ; and licutenant- 
oolonels, 1 1s. a-day. 

All officers who have actually served twenty-five years, including a 
furlough, may retire on the full pay of their rat k. Officers may also 
retire on the following pensions, without referent to rank, if they have 
served for the undermentioned periods, including a furlough, viz : — After 
twenty-three years, 191/., 12s. fid. per annum ; after twenty* seven years, 
999/. per annum ; after thirty-one years, 3fi5/. per annum ; after thirty- 
five years 430/ 3s. per annum. 

Surgeons who have served as follows, including a furlough, may retire 
on the annexed annual pensions, viz After twenty years, 191/. ; after 
twenty-four years, 250/. ; after twenty-eight years, 800/. ; after thirty- 
two years, 365/. ; after thirty -five years, 500/. ; after thirty-eight 
years.

6d. per annum If appointed subsequently to 
that date, according to the following scale, viz After an actual ren- 
dence in India of fifteen years, on 292/. per annum ;> after ten years, if 
compelled by ill-health, on 173/.

nant, 1000/. ; an ensign, 750/. Officers’ widows must produce proof, op 
affidavit, that their husbands did not die possessed of property as above.

Nominees must produce such certificates of having undergone an exa- 
mination in arithmetic and the elementary branches of nautical educa- 
tion, w will satisfy the Court, of Direc^ra thAt they are qualified to enter 
upon the service ; also one from iii>b|^table engineer, that they huve 
acquired such a knowledge of marine engineering as to afibrd promise 
efficient service on board a steam-ves^ ; and a certificate iVom two 
tising surgeons, that they have no mental or bodily defect that May, 
disqualify them for the service. 
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Volunteers are req^uired to proceed to India withSn three lUontha after 
'^appointment, or their appointment will be forfeited. They must snb- 
■"iorite'to the Indian Navy Fund.

Leave of Absence , — A certain proportion of the officers (to be ddtiSr- 
mined by Government) are allowed farlough for three years, with 
pay only of their rank ; but no officer under the rank of Captain, who h^s 
not actually*served ten years, can be allowed furlonsh, unless in easel bf 
ill-health. 

The regulations for drawing pay on farlough and retirement by the 
officers are, as far as eircumatauces will admit, the same as those for the 
military officers.

ADMINISTRATION OF THE GENERA^ AND RESIDENTIAL 
GOVERNMENTS IN J ^OIA. 

DaiTfSH India is divided into the presidencies of Bengal, Madras, and 
Bombay. The governor at each presidency is assisted and partly con- 
trolled by a council of two of the Company's senior civil servants, and 
usually the commander-in-chief of the army. The supreme government 
is vested in the Governor- General of India, and the same oouncii as that 
for Bengal, The Governor-general, under certain limits, is invested 
with extraordinary power, and exercises some of the most important 
rights of sovereignty, such as declaring war, making peace, IranuDg 
treaties, to a certain extent forgiving criminals, and enacting laws. 

The governor- general’s council consists of five councillors, the first 
three ordinary councillors are to be chosen from those who have been, 
or are, servants of the Company, and to be oppointed by the directors ; 
the fourth to be appointed by the directors also, subject to the ap- 
probation of the king, but not from among E.ost India Company’s 
servants, and with power to sit a||,d vote in council only at meetings for 
making laws and regulations. TheComraandCr-in-chiefis nm necessarily 
a member, but if appointed is extraordinary, and has precedence aRer 
the governor-general. 

po all questions of state policy, the governor-general, independent of 
to council, possesses extraordinary powers, and administers according^^ 

' If the council are dissentient, the members record their objections, 
which are submitted to the governor-general ; and if he should still per- 
idst in his original opinion, the discussion is adjourned for for^-mght 
iiouvs, when the governor-general may proce^ to execute bia met* 
•nrei : first assigning his reasons Ibr dissenting firom the council. The 
wh<^ of the documents relatiye to the difference between the>|^veiiiori» 
general and the councU, are then transmit^ to the Court ofGireetorS 
and Board of Control; and the court Imve the pows«, should th^ deem 
fit, of appointing hew members of oouncii to sueeeed the diasentieiit oneis 
or of thegovernor^general. ' ^ <

Jf^;tilations for the good goreramcnt of the BHtihh posensstoag b 
India are pas^ by the goveruor^general in council ; they immedllaWy 
become eiTective, but are transmitted borne, and subject to the r^MMon 
of the Court uf Directois and Board of Conttol ; heretofore or^dnancea 
for the government of the presidency capitals were not valid until 

f nbbsheu for fourteen days ; and then when registered by the aoprme 
Royal) court, put in fbroe, subject to a iurther grdeaT at home : but 
these checks excepted, and which may be a<udto have been, to a greaten* 
tent, removed by the new charter, the governor-general in council nan 
make laws for the rcffulation of even her Majesty's supreiue courts* 
Under this supreme anu legislative government, the executive is generaU)r 
administered in Bengal by the respective departments oi Revenue ; Qua* 
toms, salt and opium; Trade; Military; and Medical;— at Madras three: 
Revenue ; Military ; Medical ; and at Bombay by ouc, v;z. : the 
tartat*' Establishment^ with itb subdivisions into Political and Secret Depttrt<> 
meni ; Mditary^ Mai ine^ and Steam Depat tment ; Territorial and Finance 
Department; Judicial Department; Oetmral and Eccleatastical Depart* 
ment ; Persian Department^ Sfc, j'c. There are at Bombay, Customs and 
Optuau, and Mint Sections^ yfith revenue commisoioners, collectors, &c., 
under the Finance Department^ and also flie Police^ and some other 
Substdiurp Departments, '1 liesc boat ds, or department^ make^ reports to 
government; ihey also receive irom tluMr subordinates suggestions, eith^ 
for their own uiiormafion or for transmission to the govoiiior-<geneiai b 
council ; so that the local knowledge ot the inferior ofhcois is brought 
under the knowledge of the bupicme or presidential governments. The 
first duty of the government m India is that ot recoruing every transac- 
tion, whether as chief departments or as boards ; regular habits of busi- 
ness are therefore systematised with the checks of supervision. Alt 
minutes of proceedings are lakl before the govemmenr monthly, and then 
transmittqu to London. The objection to this is delay ; but the Court 
of Directors, in their letter to the Board of Control, 27tli of August, 
1829, observes that the government of India may in one word be 
desciibed os a Government of Checks, The court thus judiciously 
remark ^ 

** Now, whatever may be the advantage ofchecks,^ it must always be 
purobased at the expense of delay, and amount of delay wiU ge- 

nerally be in proportion to the number and efficiency of checks. Xjm 
eormpondence between the Court of Directors and the governments of 
India, is conducted with a comprehensiveness and in a detail quite un- 
ptompled ; every, the minutest, proceedings of the local govemmento, 
induaing tbe^ whole correspondench respecting it which passes between 
them and their subordinate tunctionaries, is placed on record, and com- 
plete copies 0f the Indmn records pre aent annfially to Kngland for the 
use of the home authoritiesk The despatches from India are indexes to 
timse records, or what a (M>le of oontente is tea book, not merely oe» 
mnnicattng on matters of high iaterssti, or soUciting iustruotioiia on ina. 
portant measures in contemmation, but contoining summary tuurrsrivna

ilMi political, revenue, judiuial, military, financial, ecclesiastical, or miit- 
cellaneoas departments. In the ordinary course of Indian administration 
■nich must always be leit to the discretion of local governments ; and 
Unless upon questions of general policy and personal cases, it rar^y oe^ 
curs that instructions from hence con reach India before the time for 
acting upon them is gone by. This is a necessary consequence of iho 
^reat distance between the two countries, the rapid succe^on of events 
U) India, which arc seldom long foreseen, even by those who ore on thfr 
spot, and the importance of the ruling auUionties there acting with 
promptitude anu decision, and adopting their measures, on their own 
responsibility, to the varying exigencies of the hour. These circum- 
stances unavoidably regulate, but do not exclude, the controlling 
authority of the Codrt of Directors. Without . defeating the intentions 
of Parliament, they point out the best and indeed the only mode in 
which these intentions can be practically fulfilled. Althougn, with the 
exceptions above adverted to, ti spcci^c line of conduct cannot often be 
prescribed to the Indian governments, yet it seems to indicate any other 
cather than a state of irresponsibility, that the proceedings of those 
governments are reported with fidelity, examined with care, and com* 
mented upon with freedom, by the home authorities ; nor win the 
judgments passed by the court be deemed useless whilst, though they 
have immediate reference to past iransactioi' they serve ultimately as 
rules for the future guidance of their servantn uorbad. The knowledge, 
on the part of the local governments, that thjL*ir proceedings will always 
undergo this revision,* operates as a salutary* check upon its conduct m 
India, and tlie practice of replying to lel.fers from thence paragraph by 
paragraph is a security against huhitunl remissness or accidental oversight 
onthepart of the court, or their servants at home. Prom uperuaal ot the 
Indian records, the court also obtain an insight into the conduct and 
qualifications of their servants, which enables them to judge of their 
retpeutive merits, and to make aprop.er selection of members ol* couiicib 
The duties of territorial secretary, in one branch, correspond in a great 
measure with those of the chaticclJor of the exchequer in this country ; 
he manages the whole financial business of the government, in concert 
with the accountant-general ; but the secretary is the chief officer of the 
government in that department ; moreover, he has the managemt^ni of 
the territorial revenue, and the revenue derived from sail and opium, 
and hcoonducts the correspondence of government with the three boards 
of revenue ill the upper, lower, and ceutral provinces respectively. 

In relation to the board of revenue, he is merely the ministenal officer 
of the government j he is not a responsible officer, and has no direct 
power over the board of revenue. 

“ If any increase of charge were proposed by ony of the board of 
revenue, or by any jierson acting under them, that proposal for increaoe 
is submitted to the territorial secretary before it is acquiesced in and 
sanctioned by government— he is the person always addressed. The 
boards of revcinie have the power of writing directly to governor- 
general in council ; but that is a mere matter of foim, for such letter 
goes equally through the office of the territorial secretary, and is sub- 
mitted Dy him to the governor-general in council. 

“ The territorial secretary ofiers his c^inion upon the admissibility of 
any new charge proposed. He has no right or power to do so, but he is 
generally called upon to do so. The seoretaries are in the habit' of 
giving in papers called memoranda. As the goveraor*generai, or mem- 
bers of council, lay minutes before the council boai d, so the secretaries, 
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wlbeaever the^r iiave aay suggestion to make, submit what are called 
memoranda. 

One of the members of the council ie nomiiMitly President of the 
Board of Revenue ; he performs no duties. ' ' . 

The duties of the territorial and judicial departments as r^rd the 
jodicial department are quite distinct departments. Thera are 
secretaries ; the judicial secretary is quite independent of the territorial ^ 
he conducts the correspondence of the government with the Sudder 
Dewanny and Niaamut Adawlut ; they are the chief criminal and civU 
courts. . - . . . 

The police is under his direction, at least all the correspondence ^ 
government on the subject of the police is conducted by him. Like 
territorial secretary, he is not a substantive oiiicer, only a ministerial 
functionary of the government. He writes always in. the name of the 

g overnment ; his letters always begin with words to this edect— 
irected by the governor-general m council to inform you and tlibf 
holds good with regard to all other secretaries. . 

“ The business of a Collector in the lower provinces is the receipt of 
revenue ; the conduct of public sales, in the event of any defalcation on 
the part of any landed proprietor who is responsible for any portion of 
the revenue. 

** There being a permanent seitiement of the land revenue in thoso 
provinces, he has not much to do direCtly with the collection of the 
revenue ; but he has a great number of other duties, as the hianagement 
of wards’ estates (minors’ estates) ; lor the lioard of Revenue is also a 
court of wards. 

** lie exercises judicial functions in whnt are called summary suits, 
arising from disputes lietwcen landlord and tenant, between zemindar 
and ryot. That is, in disputes connected with the administration of tho 
levenuc. 

“ With reference to the extent in. which he decides suits. — The suits 
are summary suits ; they are not conducted with the formality of regular 
suits ; they are instituted originally in the courts of law, and are referred 
by the judge to the collector for decision ; they arc of a particular 
description ; they are not conducted with the formality of regular law 
suits ; there is a particular process laid down by the regulatiuns for 
them. 

“ It is indirectly in the nature of a reference; it i« a claim of tho 
zemindar on the ryot for rent, which the ryot disputes or denies ; and it 
is referred to the collector, as a summary suit, under particular re- 
gulations. 

“ All the instances in which he exercises judiciahpower are referred 
to him by. the court, as far as regards the summary suits relerrcd to ; 
but tlierc are also investigations which partake largely of judicial in- 
quiries, which he conducts independently of the courts ;us, for instance, 
where landholders in coparceny have petitioned to have their estates 
divided, and to become senarately responsible to government. Such 
^visions are called butwaraha. 

^ The revenue collected remains in the custody of a native treasurer, 
who gives heavy security, and whats to a great degree Independent 0f 
ibe ooUecte. Security isgivenKi tiiegovernmeut thtougb the collector ; 
but the board of revenue tee thttt Hss sufficient, and^e collector is $im 
responsible/’

Tha ciTil Iftw if Adminiitered ^aooordlng to ihe reliffioitt co& of the 
' |i]ty» whether Hindoo or lid^omedan. A.oommuislcm has been ieeaed to 
mmine into the variety of the civil laws exlstii^ in the varioos pro- 
vinces, and to endeavour to codify them into a general systetp. The cri- 
minal law in India is the Mahomedan code, in which mutations of tlm 
limbs and flagellations to death are not unfrequently ordained; ikeicaro 
commuted by us for imprisonment, &c., and it will be seen in the section 
on gaols how crime has been diminished in India. There are in the 
Gom|)any*s courts three grades of Euro;>saiijudges—the district, the pro- 
vincial, and the judges of the Sadder Court, (there are also magistrates, 
who ex«‘rcise civil jurisdiction under specid appointments, and the regis- 
trars try, and decide causes referred to them by the judge of the district). 
The native judges are divided in two classes, Ist of whom 

there are several stationed in the interior uf every district ; and 2ndly, 
Suddir Atimeems^ established at thesame station with the European judue. 
Native judges of any seot can try causes as far as lUOO rupees, and the , 
amount may be increased at the recommendation of the European judge 
to 6000 rupees ; this permission has been granted in very many cases, 
and the decisions have been extremely 8arlslact''^>'y. An appeal lies from 
the district native judges to the district Europ iO judge, from the latter 
to the high court of Sudder Adawlut at Calcutta, Madras, or Bombay, 
and from thence to the queen in council in England, but not for a lesa 
•urn than 10,000 rupees, or 1000/. sterling. 

In the Bengal pi esidency, for instance, there is first a high oourt of ap- 
peal termed the ** Suddev Dewaniiy and Nizamut Adawlut,"* or chief 
civil and criminal court. The functions of this court are cognizance of 
civil, criminal, and police matters ; the remission or mitigation of punish- 
ment when the sentence of the law ofiicers is unduly severe, co*revU 
Skon previous to the execution of any sentence of death, transportation, 
or perpetual imprisonment, abitration where the provinical judges difieir 
iVom their law oliicers ; revisions of the proceedings of any of the courts, 
with power to suspend provincial judges ; it may direct suits for pi*o- 
perty exceeding ddoQ/. in value, to be originally tried before it ; it may 
admit second or special appeals from the inferior courts, and its construc- 
tion of the government regulations is final. The chief justice bos 6000/. 
a year, and the three puisne judges SiOOOL each. 

The second degree of courts are the provincial courts of appeal, wiib a* 
chief and puisne judge to each. Tiiey have no criminal jurisdiction; 
try suits exceeding 5000 rupees in value, if the plantifl desire their deci- 
sion (he may prefer *it before the Zillah judge, if the value do hut exceed 
10,000 rupees) ; appeals lie from the Zilluh courts, and are final unless in 
cases of special appeal. ^ 

For the Bengal presidency there are numerous commissioners of cir- 
ouit, who combine revenue with judicial functions. They hold aessiona 
of goal delivery at least twice in each year at diflereot Zillah and 
dly aHU^piui* The direction and control of the magistrates, revenue offi- 
cers, and police are vested in them. The salary of eachcoeuniaaioiier ia, 
or waa, 4d00/.a-year. , . , • 

The Zillah Courts of Bengal have a judge, magistrate, andgprpgistrar < 
in some less exteuaive, the duties of judge and am^^trate are cosijoh^> 
or the duties of magistrate and registrar. 
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Tfam cdwrti li&Te cognisance of affrays, thefts, btirglaries, fte., when 
not of an aggravated character, and pon'er totbe extent of tir0 jeara'im* 
prisonment ; commit persons charged with heinooa oflh) eea foe trial be- 
Ibre tlie commissioners of circni r ; try original suits to the vatuh <rf about 
9(1,000 rupees decide appeals from registrars (t. s« cauaef not exoacdi- 
ing ffOO rupees in value), Sudder Autneems (native judges) ana Mdoni^ 
■HTs ; and by a regulation of 1 899 (lor the expedition of crinunal Juillce)i 
three Zillah judges may be invests with power by thegoverapr-geiMNnl 
to hold sessions and gaol delivery. 

These courts have authority over the police, and the judges are cii\jOuied 
to visit the*gaol8 at least once a week. 

Another and extensive set of Zillah and city courts have been establish'* 
ed, with native judges of every class, ca^te, or persuasion, found ^ualifted 
Ibr the duties enjoined them, ^ whom liberal solari^ have been grants ; 
and by a more recent regulation, native assessors sit on the bench wUh 
the European judges. 

The courts of judicature similar to the IWregoing in the presidencies of 
Madras and Bombay, and in the North-West Provinces, are modified by 
local usages ; in some parts there are puncha^ets (native juries) of avbU 
tration and of civil ana criminal procedure ; in others, native assessors in 
civil and criminal matters. 


In the a<lmtnistration of civil justice the objects of the East India go- 
vernment have been that it should be pure in its source, speedy in exe- 
cution, and inexpensive in practice; in criminal justice the objects have 
been to prevent crime, and to promote the reformation of the criminaL

Company, with the approbation of the Commissioners for the Affairs of 
Indio, ordain as follow : — 

1. Copies of all laws and regulations shall be communicated to the 
several Ihnotionaries appointed to carry them into effect, and shall be 
preserved iuall courts of justice, and there be open to the inspection of 
all per.«cons. 

2. ** AH laws and regulations shall bo translated into the several native 
languages most commonly spoken, and printed and sold at a low price. 

8. The goveriiments of the several presidencies will make such a 
distribution of copies of the laws and regulations so to be sold as may 
bring them most conveniently within the reach of all persons, and will 
notify in a public manner where such copies may be procured. 

4. ** ne governments will likewise, on the passing of any law and re- 
gulation, publish the title of It, and an abatsact of ita contents, in the 
gaaettes and such other newspapers as are most generally circulated. 

** AuthenNJkatiou nf Lam and jRetfulatioM. — 1. The original copy of 
all laws and regulations shall be sign^ by the members of the legislative 
eouncil by whom they shall be passed, and such copy shall be preserved 
in the archives of the government of India. 

2. ** Such copies only of the several laws and regulations hereafter 
passed as shall be printed at the goveniment press s&ll be admitted as 
evidence in courts of justice. &ieh ^piesso printed shall bear in the 
tstle-pigd^P^siinii^s or the Slgmitiires of the members of eouilctt to 
whom the several laws and .refulaUmit may have been respecthriilf ' 
passed/* * 

Thl^re it a supreme court at each presidency, with a chief and two 



pUifne judges at Calcutta, and a chief and one puisne judge at each of 
the other presidencies. A master in equity, registrar, and attorneys 
and Wnsters admitted to practise, at the discretion of the judges. At 
Calcutta there is a Hindoo and a Mahomedan layr officer attach^ to the 
supreme court. The jurisdiction of this court extends over the presi- 
dency, with certain exceptions, and the courts olhhn jurisdiction in cer- 
tain cases beyond the presidency ; such claims have, hoiyever, been 
viewed with jealousy. The salaries of the judges of the supreme court 
are, Bengal^ chief, 8000/.; Puisne, 6000/ iMadragj chief, 60,000 rupees ; 
Puisne, 50,000 rupees \ Bombay^ chief, 60,000 rupees ; puisne, 50,000 
rupees. Trial by jury in criminal matters, not in civil ; natives are eli- 
gible as petty and grand jurors; proceedings are in Knglish, with the 
aid of interpreters, and in general tne civil laws pf England are applied. 

There are at Calcutta and Bombay courts of requests, for the recovery 
of small debts, the recorders of which are Europeans. 

The police in Bengal are divided into stations with a native officer, na- 
tive re.gistrar, petty officer, and from twenty to jhirty policemen well 
armed. In each district there are numerous stations, making altogether 
in lower Bengal above 500, and in the upper, or western provinces, above 
400. Every village has also its own watchman, armed and paid by the 
village, and as there are above 160,000 villages lower Bengal, there is, 
therefire, a force of about 160,000 men addi^ ro the government esta- 
blishment. In sorneparts of Ccuiral I iidla, each village has a petty officer, 
whose duty it is to apprehend thieves, or when he traces them to a village, 
to intrust the arrest to the police of that village*. 

The bead officer at each station receives criminal charges, holds in- 
quests, forwards accused persons with their prosecutors and witnesses to 
the Zillah magistrate, uses every exertion for the apprehension of crimi- 
nals and the preservation of the peace in his district, and regularly re- 
ports all proceedings to the European magistrate from whom he receives 
orders. The village police, with the village corporation officers, that is, 
the barber, schoolmaster, accountant, waterman, measurer, &c., land 
agents, zemindars, &e., are all required to give immediate information of 
crime committed within their inuncipalities, and to aid in the apprehen- 
sion of olFenders. There is amounted police and a river police, both 
commanded by native officers. 

The police officers are furnished with brief, clear instructions. The 
best of the native laws have been retaimnl, and a practical and generally 
equitable system constitutes the police law and practice. The generm 
system of police in India is thus detailed in the evidence before parlia- 
ment 

♦‘The lowest |>olice officer is the village watcher. There are several 
in the village who perform the lower offices. They are under the. control 
of the bead of the village ; the head of the village is under the control of 
the Tehsildar, who is a native collector of revenue; the Tehsildaris under 
the magistrate, who is the collector. The village watchers are remu- 
nerated by a small quantity of grmnfrom the produce of the vUlage, and 
IV*om certain fees from the inhabitants; and the head of the village has 
also similar allowances, to a greater extent. The Tehalldar is a stipen- 
diary officer of the government, em{doyed in the collectiai^f the re- 
venue. There are poliee officers appointed to towns, ca Unjp^ umeems 
of police, who have a jurisdiction also beyond those towns ; and there 
are officers belled Cutwals, a kind of high conatiddes,^ refident di^y iit 
market towns. There are, in stwne districts, paid polle^ i were 



formerly varioufi dasses nf nnlxve peons, under dilTeteiit deneniinsiionv 
many of whom have of late years b^n dismissed as uunecessary/* 

CIVIL AND MILITARY ESTABLISHMENTS IN INDU. 

Bengal and Agra Civil BdaMiihmeni* 

The supreme council of India consists of the ffovernOr-^eneral of In* 
diSf who is also governor of the presidency of Fort William ; the com* 
mander-in«chief of the army, when not governor-general, is an extraor- 
dinary member ; the first, second* third, and fourth ordinaiy members ; 
with a provincial member to fill a vacancy. 

The governors of the other presidencies, when the supreme council 
shall assemble within their territory, are also extraordinary members. 

Secretaries to the Government of iftdia,-*-Thehome department, finance 
department, fore^ department, and military department, have each a 
secretanr, and under-secrctaiy. 

For the North-Western Provinces there is a lieutenant-governor, se- 
cretary, and assistant-secretary. 

For the government of Bengal there is a secretary and two under-se- 
cretaries. 

On the personal staff of the governor-general there is a private 
secretary, military secretary, surgeon, five aides-de-camp, two extra 
aides-de-camp, and several honorary aides-de-camp.

Bengal CivU Service Annuity JPund.— Under the regulations of this 
fund, to which the sabscribers must contilbute four jpsr cent, of salary, 
end every other public emolument, except compensation for travelling 
expenses ; nine m^bers of the civil service, who have not been dismiss* 
cd, but have Berve<l twenty-five, and actually resided twenty-two years 
in India, are entitled to retire upon an annuity of 10007. per annum, 
payable to the date of decease, provided they actually resign the service, 
and that in each case the contribution of the party amount to me*half 
the value of such annuity on his life, or that he pays over to the institu- 
tion, when retiring, a sum equal to the deficiencj*. If the deficiency be not 
paid, the individual is only entitled to an annuity diminished in propor- 
tion. The senior members on the gradation list have, in edeh year, the 
option of accepting or refusing the retirement ; and when a person who 
has served the requisite period resigns the service before the option of 
an annuity devolves upon him, he is still entitled to the same when his 
turn has arrived. 

CivU servants who have not completed the ill period of twenty-two 
years* residence, and^ twenty-five years’ servlee in India, but are com- 
jielled to retire from illness, are entitled, out of the unclaimed annuities 
of any year, and before any other appropriation is made, to receive as 
follows, viz : — If they have not completed ten years* residence, a dona- 
tion of 5007. If they have completed a residence of ten, but not more 
than fifteen years, an annuity of 2507. per annum, on payment, sub- 
scriptions induded, of a sum amounting to one-bolf the value thereof. 
If they have completed fifteen years, an annuity of 5007. ^r annum, on 
the same terms. 

Bengal Civil Fund,-^T\m fund provides for the widows and children 
of members who die without leaving sufficient provision for their families, 
provided they contribute as follows, viz.: — If salary and other public 
allowances do not exceed 1000 Company *s rupees per mensem, 10 Com- 
pany's rupees per mensem ; if exceeding 1000 Company's rupees, and not 
above 2000 Company's rupees, 20 Company's rupees ; if exceeding 2000 
Company's rupees, and not above 3000 Company^ rupees^' 30 Company's 
rupees ; if exceeding 3000 Company's rupees, and not above 4000 Com- 
pany's rupees, 40 Company's rupees; if exceeding 40Qp Company's rupees, 
60 Company's rupees, per mensem. When the annual income or the 
fund is less than its expenditure, the deficiency is made up, by assessing 
all subscribers in proportion to their allowances. 

If a subscriber who has served twenty-two years in India retires from 
tlie service, or having served ten years in India retires from ill-health, 
and has contributed by previous payments, including interest, or by a 
further donation, the sum of 25,000 Company's rupees, he entitles his 
family to the benefits of the institution; but the fhmily of a member who 
bas been dismissed the service has no interest in the rand. Vfhen a sub- 
scriber discontinues his subscription for one entire year, he i$ considered 
' to have withdrawn altogether. Ko family can receive more from this 
fund than 6007. per annum. 
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Widows * — A ividow whose income, however derived, does not exceed 
100^. per annum, is entitled to as much as will make her income 4O0L per 
annum. When her income, pension included, exceeds 400/. per an* 
nu^, to a pension i*educed as much as her income exceeds the latter 
sum; and when the income, exclusive of pension, exceeds 400/. per 
annum, the pension ceases altoffether. For every ten pounds sterli^ 
per annum allowed in England, we recipients of this fUnd are eatitlua 
to be paid ten rupees per mensem while resident in India* If a widow 
marries, her pension ceases during cov(*rtur^ but may « be renewed on 
again becoming a widow, subject to the preceding conditions. 

Cbddren* — Children are entitled as follows, viz.: — ^I'ill live yeaiy of 
age, to an annual payment of 30/. ; from hve to eight, of 60/. ; firom eight 
to deveii, of 80/. ; and after eleven, of 100. Whue the child renudni in 
India, 30 Company's rupees per mensem are considered equal to 30/. per 
aimum ; 40 Company's ruj[)ee8 to 60/. ; 30. Company’s runmto 80/. ; and 
60 Company’s rupees to 100/. Tlio payments to female eiiildren cease on 
marriage, and to males on attaining the age of twenty -one years, or 
being settled in any profession or employment, whichever first happens ; 
or sooner, should they, whether male or iemalc, obtain, by bequest or 
otherwise, sufiicient to afiord the payments already s^iecified ; but whore 
the amount is insufiioiout tor such purpose, the fo^isto provide the 
deficiency.

Madras Ecclesiastical EstalUshment — Bishop of Madras, archdeacon 
and registrar, with about twelve chaplains, and cisffitcen assistant chax)- 
luins. There are two ministers of the Church « * Scotland. 

Dombay Civil EstabHshment, — Governor, cl and first and second 
ordinary members of council, and provisional uiembm to fill Vacancies. 
Chief secretary, who is secretary m secret and political dcpart.mcnts, 
secretary of judicial and general departments, secretary of revenue 
and finance, and secretary of military and naval departments, with 
private and military secretary, surgetm, and two aides-de camp of the 
governor. There are also six classes of civil servants. 

The civil annuity fund is regulated as at Bengal and Madras. 

The law dejiartmcnt consists of the supreme court, witli chief justice 
and puisne judge, advocatc-gcncral, solicitor, sheriiT, and deputy, mas-

The Kcelesias-* 
ticol Establishment is under a bishop, archdearon, and re^strar, with 
about twelve chaplains, and about sixteen assistant chaplains* There 
arc two ininUters of tl^ Church of Scotland.

Act No. XEIII. or 1850, 

An Act for the Eegulation of Regietered Joint Stock Companiee* 

lUtJanmryj ISOl.J 

For ibe relation of Joint Stock Companies registered under 
ibis Act, it is enacted as follows : 

I. Every unincorporated Company of papers, associated under a 
deed containing K provision that the shares in the stock or business of 
the said Company are transferable without the consent of oil the partners^ 
and also every Company established for some literary, scientific, or 
charitable purpose, which does not carry on any business for the pe- 
cuniary benem of any of the Proprietors or Sbareholdersi shall be en- 
titled to registration under this Act. 

II. The Supreme Courts of Judicature at Calcutta, Madras, or 
Bombay may, on such petition as is hereinaRcr mentioned of any per- 
sons desiring to register the Company to which they belong, order the 
registration of such Company ; and thereupon such Company shall be 
duly registered in the saia Court| and deemed a registered Company 
within &e meaning of ^is Act. 

HI. Eveir petition Tor the registration of any Company under this 
Act shall be nled in the Court to which it is presented, witli the deed, or 
a copy of the deed of partnership of the Company, and a list of the Di- 
rectors and Shareholders of the Company, severally verified by affidavit 
of the Secretary, or Manager, or principal or other servant of ilie Com- 
pany, intended to be aRcgisterea Officer of the Company within the 
Fresidenc^ in which the petitioners shall apply for registration ; and 
such petition shall set fortn the following pai'ticulars, that is to say : 
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JFir^r^The names and additions of all those who ai’e at that time 
partners of the Company, and their usual places of residence ; and, when 
any Company, which has carried on its business before registration, 
ehall be admitted to the privileges of this Act, a separate memorial of 
the names and additions and last known place of abode of all persons 
who, within three years next before the presentation of the petition, 
were partners thereof 

5<?co7n/.— The style under which the Company is to carry on its 
business. 

TAzW.^The names ofthe principal places, within the Presidency in 
which they seek to be registered, where the business is to be carried on. 

The amount of capital stock and of any proposed addition 
thereto, and if consisting of money how much is piud up, and if other 
than money, the nature of such capital stock, and in all cases how in- 
vested, ana if separate provision is made for working capital, the amount 
thereof, and how much of it is paid up. 

FtflA. — The number of shares into which the capital stock has been, 
or is to be, divided- 

IV. Before the registration of any Company, which has carried on 
its business before registration under n deed of partnership, not contain- 
iiip any provision for registration of the Company under this Act, the 
Directors shall call a special meeting of the Shar ‘holders fnr the purpose 
of resolving that the Company i^all be register^ . under this Act, to be 
held at a place and time to bo mentioned in the notice of meeting ; and 
such notice, beside being given to the partners in the manner provided 
in the deed of partnership for notice of special meetings, shall be pub- 
lished in the Government Gazette^ and in at least one other newspaper 
circulating within the Presidency ; and the time of holding such meeting 
shall be not sooner than three months and not later than four months 
afler the first of such publications. 

V. Throe-fourths in number of the Shareholders assembled, either 
personally or by their lawfully constituted attornies, at such meeting, 
owning at least three-fourths of the whole number of shares owned 
by all the Shareholders so present, may resolve that the Company shall 
be registered under this Act, and such resolution so carried shall be 
binding on the whole Company. 

VI. The petition for registration in such case shall contain, beside 
the other particulars herein mentioned, statements of the notice and 
publication thereof, of the holding of the meeting, and of the several 
numbers of Shareholders and shares held by them collectively, who were 
present at the meeting, and who voted in favor of the resolution res- 
pectively, and shall state that the petition is presented u]K>n such reso- 
lution. 

VII. No Company shall be disqualified for registration by reason of 
any outstanding loan to any Director , or by reason of any Director 
being a surety, or under any other pecuniary engagement to the Com- 
pany : but any Director having such loan or being such surety or under 
■ueh engagement shall, by the fact of the registHdion of the Company, 
cease to be a Director, unless the loan or other engagement be such as is 
authorised by tliis Act. 

VIIL Every registered Company shall be subject to the following 
regulations, notwithstanding any provisions in their deed of partnership 
varying therefrom ; and the Supreme Court, in which the Company shall 
be registered, shall have aathority, on the petition of any Shareholder, 
to enforce the same, and from time to time, to make any order or orders 
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in respect of any breacli or neglect thereof as to such Court shall seem 
meet, 

y*irs/. — Every registered Company shall hold one or more ordinary 
gcncralmeetings of the Company inevorvyear, at such times and places 
as arc appointed by the deed of partnersmpf or in default thereof, as the 
Supreme Court, in which such Company is registered, shall in the order 
for registration appoint, subject to variation by any subsequent order or 
orders of such Court. 

Second^^EvQTy registered Company shall, from time to time, hold an 
extraordinary general meeting, whenever seven Shareholders, or any 
greater number may require it, Iw notice in writing under their hands 
to be delivered to a Registered Oi&cer of the Company, or, if he cannot 
be ibund, to any other servant of the Company, at otic of their usual 
places of business. 

Third . registered Company shall purchase its own shares or 
make any loan of money or securities for money to any person or per- 
sons, on the security of a share or shares in the partuersuip^or business ; 
and every such purchase or loon shall be a breach of trust within 'the 
meaning of all laws now in force, or hereailcr to be in force, relating to 
bi'caehes of trust by agents or trustees misappropriate money or pro- 
per^. 

Jbmirth . — No registered Company shall make any loan of inon^ or 
securities for money to any Director or Registered OlHccr of such Com- 
jtauy, or to any member of a Local Committee at any Branch or Agency, 
e.xccpt only in the case of Batiking Companies, to such limited amount, 
and oil such securities as shall be sanctioned by the deed, or, from 
time to time, bp a gener«i,l meeting of the Shareholders of such Banking 
Company ; and every such transaction, except as aforesaid, shall be a 
like breach of trust. And the particulars or every loan made to any 
Director or Registered Officer of such Company shall be reported to 
the next general meeting of Shareholders, with a statement and specifi- 
cation of the several securities on which such loans wero advanced. 

Fifth . — No Director op Member of a Local Committee at any Branch 
or Agency, or Registered Officer shall become a security or guarantee 
ibr any person in any loan or other transaction with the Company, nor ' 
shall he, m any way, incur liability to the CoiAfiany, uncovered by such 
scemity as is sanctioned by the deed of parl ncrsliip. 

Sixth — The accounts of every registered Company shall be audited 
half yearly oroRener, by two or more Auditors, chosen at a general meet- 
ing of the Shareholders, none of the Auditors being a Director or Regis- 
tered Officer at the lime. 

Seventh.-^ A Copy of the Auditor's report (if any) and balance sheet, 
and a separate profit and loss account, and acttpital account shewing the 
amount of the capital, and how invested, and the estimated value 
thereof, verified by affidavit of the same being made to the best of their 
knowledge and belief, as btlcn as the accounts arc audited, shall be filed 
in the Court, in which ih^ company is registered, alfd a written or print- 
ed copy of the said report, balance sheet, and accounts, shall be deli- 
vered to every Shareholder who shall demand it, or sent by the GeneraL 
Post Office to the place where he inay, from time to time, require deli- 
very thereof. 

1^. The Court in which the Company is restored may, on the pe- 
tition of any Shareholder, enforce the nerformance by the Directors of 
any of their duties und^ this Act, or ofxhe deed of partnership, which it 
may appear just toeuibree in a summary manner, aRer due notice given 



to inich Director.1 ; «ncl disobedience to tny order of the Court in this 
behalf shall be deemed a contempt of Court, and shall be punishable ac« 
cordingly- 

X. within one week before or after the first day of January and 
first day of July, in ever3r year after the registry of the said Company, 
a memorial shall be filed in the Court in which such Company is regis- 
tered, setting forth, in alphabetical order, the names of all the partners, 
with their several additions, places of abodei and the number of shares 
belonging to each, and the names of the Directors of the Company, and 
also the names of the servants of the Company to be deemed tne l^gis- 
tered Officers, within the Presidency in Which such Court is situated ; 
and, as often as a change in the Direction or of any Registered Officers 
shall take place by death, resignation, disaualification, or otherwise, a 
memorial of such change shall be forthwith nled in the Supreme Court. 

XL When any share is held by two or more persons, the name, addi- 
tion, and place oi abode of every such person shall be separately entered 
in every such memorial, and each of such persons shall be considered as 
jointly and separately liable for the engagements of the Company on ac- 
count of such share ; unless when such share belongs to any other Regis- 
tered Company, in which case the name of such Company shall be enter- 
ed in the memorial instead of the names of the partners thereof. 

XIL The several memorials shall be signe<t by two or more of the 
Directors of the Company, and verified by affid:; it of one of them before 
the Master of the Supreme Court or a ComniissKmer by the said Court 


appointed. 

A III. An office copy of any such registered deed, or copy thereof 
filed as aforesaid, or memorial or of any part thereof, issued under the 
seal of the Court, shall be received in evidence before^ all Courts, as 
proof of the contents thereof, and^ no proof shall be required that the 
persons by whom any such memorial purports to be verified were Direc- 
tors of the Company. 

XIV. The Keeper of the Records of the Supreme Court shall allow 
all persons, at reasonable times, to inspect any such deed, copy, or me- 
morial, and shall furnish office copies of any such deed, copy, or me^io- 
rial, or any part thereof, under the seal of the Court, to all persons apply- 
ing for the same. 

XV. Such fees shall be paid for remstering every such deed and 
memorial, and for allowing inspection and furnishing copies thereof, or 
of any part thereof, as the Judges of the Supreme Court, with the ap- 
proval of the Governor or Governor in Council, from time to time, 
aball establish. 

XVI. Subject to the provisions of the deed of partnership, every 
Shareholder in any such Kegistered Company may sell and transfer ail 
or any of his shares therein oy a deed according to the form in the 
Scb^ule annexed to this Act, or to the like effect, and the same, when 
duly executed, shall be delivered to a Registered Officer, who shall make 
an entry thereof in « book to be called the Register of Transfers, and 
shall endorse such entry on the deed of transfer, and deliver an acknow- 
ledgment of the receipt thereof to the purchaser, for which entry and 
eiuiorsement the Company sliall be entitled to have a fee not exceeding 
One Rupee ; and until such transfer is so entered and endorsed the pur- 
chaser of the share shall not be entitled to receive any share of the pro- 
fits of the business, or to vote in respect of such share. 

XVII. No Shareholder shall be entitled to transfer any share until 
he has paid all calls at that time due on crery share neld by him 
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XVni. On the transfer of any share in a RegistercKl Company be- 
ing executed, and notified in the manner required by the Deed of the 
Company and this Act, the party making or the party accepting such 
iransier may require a memoruil thereof to be made forthwith^ and filed 
with the memorial of the names of Shareholders of the Company ; and 
in case such memorial shall not be made and filed within ^ one month 
aiter such requisition, the Supreme Court shall on the petition of either 
ot the said parties, and on notice being given to tbe Directors of the 
Company, order such memorial to be made and filed, in case the Court 
shall be satisfied of tbe validity of such transfer ;aud every such meiuo«- 
rial of transfer shall bo taxen thenceforth as part of tlie last general 
memorial. 

XIX. No transfer shall be deemed complete, nor shall any Share- 
holder be discharged from any liability by tbe transfer of any shar^ un- 
till the memorial of such transfer shall have been filed as aforesaid, or 
nntil the purchaser has been substituted as a partner instead of the sed- 
ler in one of the general half-yearly memorials, in respect of the sharo 
or shares so transferred ; and no person shall be liable as a Sharehohler, 
by reason merely of liaving accept^ such transfer, until such memorial 
o( the transfer shall be filed, or until he is entered as a partner in one of 
the gcneial hall yearly memorials. 

XX. The Supreme Court in which aqy Company is registered may, 
no petition and on notice being given to the Directors, and to every other 
person to whom it shall appear to theConrt that notice ought lobe given, 
orcl( 1 any memorial filed under this Act to bo roirected, in case of any 
material error of omission or otherwise, either in tho lists of Shorehol- 
dors or anv other respect whatever. 

XXL The Directors may close the Register of Transfers for a time, 
not exceeding fourteen days before the payment of any dividend, and 
taay fix a <lay for closing the same, of whiim seven days* notice shall be 
given in tlie Government Gazette^ 

XXIL 'I'he Company shall not bo bound to ^co to the execution of 
any trust, whether express, implied, or constructive, to which any shore 
is snb)ect ; and the receipt of tbe jierson in whose name any shaic stands 
ill tbe books of tlic Company, or in the case of a minor, idiot, or lunatic, 
the receipt of the guardian or comniiltef*, or wh(>ie tho share stanris in 
more than one name, the receipt of the person, whose niiiiic stands first, 
shall ho a sufficient discharge to the Company for anv di « idend or other 
sum of money payable on account of such share, whether or not the Com- 
pany had notice of any such trust ; and the Company shall not be bound 
to •nee to the application of any money pa' 1 on buch receipt. 

XXilL Every such Registered Company shall sue and be sued by 
the regbtered name of tho Company, as if it Verc an incorporated Com- 
pany, and in no other manner ; and service of any writ, order, or other 
process or notice on a Registered Oifioer of the said company, stone of 
their usdal places of businesi^or, if he cannot be found, in such manner 
as the supreme Court in which such Company is legistered shall order 
and dire(*t, shall be good service on such Company. 

. XXIV. In any indictment or information for any tholl or embezzle- 
ment of tbe monies or goods of any sneh Registered Company, or ibr any 
other ofienoe committed against diem w their property, or with inUmt 
to defraud or injure them, and in any proceeding in which it may be 
cessary to name them, they may be described by tbe registered name qf 
the Compaq. 

XXV. In any suit brought or proceeded with In the name of any 
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Bucb Registered Company, the plaintiffs shall ho liable to be nonsuited, un- 
less it is proved on their part, that the suit is brought or proceeded with 
by direction of one or more of the partners appuinUd at a general ineet- 
iiig to bo Directors of the Company, or by tlic direction of some ]wrsnn 
f»i* persons having authority from the Directors to bring suits on behalf 
of tfie Company ; and such proof may be given cither by filing a warrant 
to sue, signedby such Director or person, and supported by aOidavit, or 
ill sucii other manner as shall be consistent with the practice of the 
Court. 

XXVL No such suit, indictment, information, or other proceeding 
fthall ubate or be prejudiced by any change of the j>ersons constituting 
the partnership, or of the Directors, or of the person having such autho- 
ritv. 

JCXVII. No suit by or against the Company shall be in tiny wise 
ofioctoil by the defendant or plaintiff therein being or having been a 
i:Jli{ir.*holdcr of the Company : but any such Sliareholder, eitlier alone 
or jointly with any other person or persons as against the Company, or 
the Company as against any such Shareholder, either alone or ji>iiitly 
with any oilier person or persons, shall have the same right, of action, 
remedy, and execution, in respect of any claim whatever, as the Sliai e- 
holdei* or Company »vould liavc had, if the Shai ■holder had been astran- 
gor, 

XXVITI. All unpaid Capital, or money dje on account of the (hipi- 
tal Stock of Ihe Company', sliall be deemed a debt due to the Company, 
and shall be recoverable ns such by the description of money due by the 
defVmlant, on account of a share in the business of the Comjiany.

(j.mrt in the case of such Company shall be prosecuted in the same man- 
ner ay petitions in the case of tusolvent Debtors : and in case of an ail- 
judieation of forleituro the law and practice of the soiil Court, with 
such alterations of tlie ])ractice as, from time to time, shall seem to the 
Court necessarv, shall be extended to the ease of siicJi Coinjiany, as in

Whenever the Director of any Registered .Company shall 
be unable to meet the engagements of the Company, they shall at a spe-

Any Regis tei*ed Company which shall not, within two 
months after judgment and the issue of a writ of execution thereof, 
satisfy such judgment, shall bo deemed to have committed an act of for- 
feiture, and tbereupcm the execution creditor, or any creditor to whom 
such Company shall bo indebted to the amount of Company's Ru]>ces

1838, for j»re* 
venting the ujiluirJ'ul mauvjacturc and transportation ofISult. 

[Wth Aprils 18j1 ] 

Whereas the IjHWs in f»rec for prevention ofihe unlawful manufacture 
a«id transportal ion of Salt intl>c Provinces oflleugal, Eeiiai', atid Onssa 
nr • dcli'ctiv*^ ; It is rnactod as follows : 

I. Any Suit Agent or Sujierinteinlent of Sab Cliokies, and also any 
Assistant u» a Salt Agent or Superintendent, rr heml Olliccr of any Sale 
Cliokee or Aurung, to whom infumiation ^hall be given that salt is uu- 
lawlully numufaetiired in aiiy warehouse, dwelling house or oilier en« 
closed pbici; within Ids juvis<rn'ti“ii, may act upon such information in 
tlie same manner as in Act XXIX. 1838 Jte is ntuhorized lo act, upon 
information given him of salt e.KCcediiig oneiniiund in i^uantity bring in 
store in a house, warelious -, or other place; and all freshly luanufactiired 
tout rahand salt f«»un(l Ijy .such Ulllcer shall be liable to seizure, together 
witli tbciinpleiiionlg of manufacture, and the iTovisions of Section JIto 
X of Act XXIX.

An Act for the appointment of unconemnted Oemd^j Magistrnies^ and for 
defining the duties of Deputy and Assistant M^istraies in Domlmy, 

[25/A 1851.] 

TTlieroas the administration of justice will bo improved by extending 
the provisions of Act XV. 1843, to the rresidcncy of llonibay, and by 
more exactly defining the powers of Assistant Magistrates ; It is enacted 
as follows : 

I. So much of Act XIV. 1835, as empowers the Governor of Ilom- 
bay in (-ouucil to confer on any Assistant Magistrate, by a special order, 
any of (tie powers of a Magistrate, is repealed. 

Ir. The Governor of liombay in Council may appoint to any Zillah 
or District one or inor<? unconveuanted Deputy Magistrates, W'itli the 
powers licroinafl or specified. 

III. ICvery person appointed to the office of Deputy Mngisfrato 
under this Act, shall before entering upon the execution of the duties of 
his office, make andsiibsoribe before one of the Courts of Jlocord csta* 
blidicd in (he said IVosideucy, (or in the Zillah to which he is up- 
p finted) a deelaratioii (o the same oflcct as the oath rerpjircd by Law to 
be taken by M.agistrates, which declaration shall be deemed to be made 
utulor Act XXI. 1837. 

IV. A Dojmty hlagistrate ayipoinled under this Act, or an Assistant 
Ma gistrate, may be omphiyed as a judicial olliecr, or as an officer of 
IVdioe, or both, at the di>crctjouof the Governor of Bombay, in Council. 
As a judicial officer he shall exercise the powers of a covenanted Assistant 
under SoiUion III. Regul.ation XII. 1827, Uegnlation IV. J«3(), 
Regnlntlon VI 11. 1831, of the Bombay Code, and Act XX V. Js3y, or 
the full powers of a Magistrate, when specially nntliori^cd by tho 
Governor nf Bombay in Council ; and, in such case", he shall lie subject 
to such authority in regard to appeals from his deciHions and judicial 
orders as is provided under the above mcntioncMl Regulations ibr the 
deciAJons lunl orders of a covemintijd ytssistniii or of a Magistrate re- 
spectively.

Whenever there is reason to believe, that a 
Deputy Magistrate is disqualified, b 3 r neglect, incapacity, corruption or 
other misbehaviour, for continuance in office, a report sh^l be made by 
the Magistrate, for the consideration and orders of the Governor of 
Bombay in Council, who shidl be competent to suspend such Deputy 
Magistrate, and order a further enquiry into his behaviour, or order his 
immediate dismissal) as appears just and proper.

Baronet.

Whereas, under an Act of Parliament passed in the fortieth year of 
theTiciign of King George the Third, entitled “ an Act for establishing 
further Regulations for the Government of the British Territories in 
India, and the better Administration of Justice within the same,” Sir 
Tiiomas Edward Mitchell Turton, Baronet, ah > registrar of the Eccle- 
siastical Court at Fort William in Bengal, was iuipowered to administer 
to the Estates of all British Subjects dying intestate within the said 
Presidency of Fort William in default of any claim made and establish- 
ed on behalf of any next of kin or Creditor to the deceased ; And where- 
as the said Sir Thomas, on or about the 2i5th day of February 1848, re- 
signed the Office of Registrar of the said Ecclesiastical Court, then being 
insolvent, and unable to pay several large sums of money due to the 
owners of sundry Estates to which he had administered or had assumed 
to administer nudor the power vested in him by the said Act, and also 
other sums of money due to the owners of sundry Estates of which he 
had taken charge as such Registrar, although on account of the small 
value thereof or otherwise, on Letters <»f Administration of the last 
mentioned Estates were granted 1o him, and also other of money 
belonging either to suit<ii’s of the Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort 
William in Bengal, or other persons for whose benefit a trust was creat- 
ed in th<j said Sir Thomas, by reason of his holding the office of Regis- 
trar of the said Court, on its Ecclesiastical, Eipiity, and Admiralty sides, 
or as Curator under Act XIX. 1841, or as Official Trustee under Act 
XVII. 1843 ; 

And whereas, in order to know the deficiency of tho said Sir Thomas 
in respect of the said several particulars of charge, certain Commis- 
sioners were appointed by an order under the seal of the Supreme Court 
of Judicature at Fort William, bearing date the 8th March 1848, to en- 
quire and report thereon to the Court ; 

And whereas the said Commissioners made their report to the said 
Court, bearing date the 25th January 1849, and now filed of record in 
the said Court, whereby they reported fully on the several matters com- 
mitted to them as aforesaid, setting forth in the body of the said Report, 
and also in certain Schedules thereunto annexed marked (A,) (B,) (C,) 
(D,) (E,) and (F,) respectively the names and titles of the several 
Estates, suitors and other persons to whom upon the account taken by 
them, money or securities for money appeared to be due by said Sir 
Thomas. 



And whereas, it is deemed expedient that the said sttiTerers by the 
insolvency of the add Sir Thomas Edward Mitchell Turton be reimbursed 
their several losses out of the accumulated produce of certoiit unclaimed 
Estates, now in the custody and management of the Adminutrator 
General, due provision being made for seenring the interests of the 
rightful claimants thereunto, if any shall hereafter appear ; It is enacted 
as follows : 

I. The net proceeds ofall Estates Co which the Begistrar of the sold 
Ecclesiastical Court fans administered in the right or under colour of his 
oIRce under the said Act of Parliament, and which from the official 
books and accounts of the said Registrar appear to have been in the 
custody or control of the said llegiatrar ready to be distributed before 
the first day of January 1836, and to have been since that time unclaimed 
and now to continue unclauned in the custody or control of the A 
ministrator General iu Bengal in right of his office under Act* VII. 
1849, and also from time to time the net proceeds ofall Estates to which 
t]>c said Registrar or the said Adminislrator General under thesfudAct. 
VII. 1 849 has administered, or to which the said Administrator Gene- 
ral shall hereafter administer, and which shall iiilike manner appear to 
have continued for fifteen years in Ms custody or control unclaimw shall 
be transferred and paid, as the same res^ctiv^ accrue, to the Sub- 
Treasurer of the East India Company at Mrt William in Bengal, and 
be carried to the account and credit of the East India Company for the 
general jmrposes of Government, and the receipt of the said Sub-Trea- 
surer shall be a full indemnity and discharge to the said Administrator 
General for any such payment. 

II. If any claim shall bo hereafter made to any part of tlic net pro- 

ccc'ds of any Estate so transferred and paid to the account and credit of 
the East India Company, and established to the satisfaction of the Admi- 
nistrator General and Accountant to the Government of Bengal for the 
lime bcins, the said Accountant shall direct tUc Sub-Treasurer to re- 
pay, and Uio Sub-treasurer shall thereupon repay the principal sum so 
paid or represented by the Securities so transferred, or so much thereof 
as shall appear to be due to the claimant out of the monies of the East 
India Compiftiy in his custody. If the claim is not established to the sa- 
tisfaction ofihe said Administrator General and Accountant, the claimant 
may apply by petition to the said Supreme Court against the East 
India Company and Administrator General, ior the time bdng ; and, af- 
ter taking evidence either orally or on affidavit in a summary way as 
the Court shall think fit, the Court shall moke such orders on the petition 
as justice requires, which shall be binding on all parties to the

III. The Accountant to the Government ofBcngal is authorized and

ices rcccuvcd by him as Registrar of the said Court, but not accounted 
ibr by him to Government.

Jlcapccting ceiUdn land in Bombay called Foras Land. 

16th June, 185L} 

Whereas the East India Company are legally entitled to the freehold 
reversion of the several lands heretoibre paying a render called Foras, 
the outline whereof is delineated in a plan deposited in the office of the 
Secretary to the Government of Bombay, and authenticated by the 
signatures of the Right Honorable the Governor and Members of the 
Council of Bombay and numbered I, subject to certain tenancies therein 
at will, or from year to year ; and whereas it is considered expedient as 
of grace and favor that the rights of the said East India Company in all 
of the lands included in the said plan, save thos marked upon the said 
plan as to be taken, or as having already been uken for public roads, 
tanks and other public purposes, the outline of which land so to be or 
having been taken is also delineated in another plan nuxnbcrcd 2, also 
deposited and authenticated as aforesaid, should be extinguished save us 
hcreinaflcr mentioned ; It is enacted as follows : 

I. The lands comprised io the said plan No. 2 shall, from and after 
the first day of July, m the year 1851, oe vested in the said Cogipany 
free from all rights therein of all other persons, for the purpose of coii- 
Btructins public roads, tanks and other public purposes. 

II. From and after the said first day of July, the rights of the said 
Company in all of the said lands mentioned in the said plan No. 1 , 
except those mentioned in the said plan No. 2, shall be exUnguished in 
favor of the persons who shall then hold thesi^e respectively as the im- 
mediate rentpayers to the said Cbmpany, saving the rents now severally 
payable in respect of suchlandfb which shall continue payable, and re- 
coverable by distress or by any means by which land revenue in Bom- 
bay is or shall be recoverable under any Actor Regulation, and saving 
also all rights of forfeiture and escheat, in respect of want of heirs or 
representatives, or of feloniies committed, or otherwise in respect of 
attainder. 

III. As between such rentpayers and other persons, such extinguish- 
ment shall ensure for the benefit of the persons beneficially entitled to 
the lands thereby affected and not of any mere Trustee or other person 
in whom the legal estate only is or may be vested. 

IV. Nothing herein contained shall exempt such lands from being 
liable to any future general taxes on land in Bombay, or from being sub- 
ject to Act XXVIli. 1839 and Act XVII. 1850. 

V. After the said first d^ of July as soon as dial! be convenient, 
the Governor of Bombay in Council suall ap^mint fit persons, not exceed- 
ing five in number, to bo Commissioners under this Act, for the purposes 
hereinafter mentioned (with such salaries or remuneration as to the said 
(Joveriior in Council shall seem fit) ; any three or * four of whom met 
together, (two being Officers of Government), may do any act which by 
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tliia Act. the Conimissionerfl are empowereil to do ; and in case of the 
deatl^ resignation, removal, or absence of any such Commissioner, the 
Governor In Council shall appoint another ia nis room. 

VI. A duplicate of the sakl plans, authenticated by one of the Se- 
cretaries to the (.Tovernmont of Bombay, shall be lodg^ with the said 
Comraissipners and shall form a record of their office. 

VIL From and after the said first day of July the said Commis- 
sioners shall proceed to estimate the value of the several portions of 
land and tlie improvements thereon comprised in the^ said plan No. 2, 
and of the cxpenccs whieh will be incurred in executing this Act, and to 
assess the amount of such estimate in such wg and in such proportions aa 
to them shall seem right to and upon the laniflfe mentioned intho stud plan 
No. 1, and the fund to be raised by such assessment shall be denominated 
the “ Foras Land Assessment Fund” ; and for the purpose of framing 
such estimate and making such assessment the said Commissioners may 
summon as witnesses any Persons whomsoever, whethw interested or not 
in the said lands, and examine them on oath or otherwise as they may see 
fit, or proceed upon a mere estimate, according to the best of thmi: 
judgment, without evidence. 

YlII. Any person summoned as a witness, imd refusing or without 
lawful excuse neglecting to appear and give evidence according to the 
terms of the summons may, on proof thereof, be fined by any Magis- 
trate of Police for every default a sum not exceeding ton Rupees, to bo 
paid to the said Commissioners for the said Foras Land Assessment 
Fund, and may be committed to prison in default of payment. 

IX. Tlic said estimate and assessment when completed shall be sign- 
ed by the sold Commissioners and form a record of tneir office. 

X. After the completion of the said estimate the said Commissioners 
shall make out and sign certificates wliich shall, by numbers, or in such 
other way as to the said Commissioners ma 3 r seem more convenient, refer 
to the several portions of land mentioned in the said plan No. 2. and 
shall shew the estimated value of tibc land and improvements thereon to 
which the same refer, which certificate shall give to the holders thereof a 
right to demand payment of the sums for which the same arc in the body 
of the samd^xpressed to be granted, from and out of the said Foras 
Land Assessment Fund”, after the said Commissioners shall, by publio 
advertisement in the Bombay Government Gazette, have advertised that 
th^ are ready to redeem the said certificates. 

XI. The persons who shall have been the rentpayers to the said 
Company on the said first day of July of any land mentioned in the savl 
plan No. 2, or their representatives or assigns shall be entitled to be the 
first holders of the certificates relating to the same lands. 

XXL When the said certificates wall have been completed, the said 
Commissioners shall distribute the certificates to the persons entitled 
thereto ; or, if it shall appear to them doubtful to whom any certificate 
should be delivered, may deposit it with the Prothonotaryof the Supreme 
Court of Judicature established at Bombay by Royal Charter, which 
Court may adjudicate upon the right to every cert^atc so deposited, 
and may direct how such right sball be tried, 

^ XIII. The delivery to any person by the Commissioners of any cer- 
tificate shall not confer upon liua any right to retain the same us against 
any person having a better title thereunto, who shall be at liberty to sue 
for and recover the same, and all benefits thereto belonging, in the said 
Supreme Court, by such proceeding as the said Court shall direct. 
aIV. When the said assessment shall have been completed, the 
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Commissioners slinll "ivc notice thereof in tlie Government Gazette, anrl 
after the expirntionof three weeks next following the publication of such 
notice shall proceed to collect the assessments, and if necessary to levy 
them by distress and sale of any goods found on the said lands, or by 
sale of the lands assessed; and tnc said Commissioners shall keep ac- 
counts of the sums rccoivtkt for assessment, and pay the same from time 
to time into the Bank of Bombay. 

XV. The said Commissioners, subject to the approval of the Gover- 
nor of Bombay in Council, may employ sucb Surveyors, Accountants and 
Clerks as to them shall seem fit, and incur such other charges and make 
.such disbursements from^Ae said Foras Land Assessment Fund as may 
be neeessa^ for exccutinfthc provisions of this Act. 

XVI. Tlie Commissioners may receive any portion of the assessment 
from any person, but any receipt granted by them for the same sliall not 
aflbet the title to any lands in respect whereof the same shall have been 
paid ; and, when the said Foras Land Assessment Fund, or such portion 
thereof as to the said Commissioners shall seem adequate, shall have 
been recovered, the said Commissioners shall redeem the ccrlificates on 
demand by the holders thereof. 

XVII. When, on the sale of any land or goods for satisfact-ioh of any 
assessment, more money shall be raised than is required to pay the 
amount to be levied, the Commissioners shall pu the overplus to such 
pcr.son or persons ns shall appear to them to hav been entitled to the 
land or goods sold ; or, if they, arc doubtful to whom they should pay 
the same, may pay such overplus to the Accountant General of the said 
Supreme Court, and any persons claiming to be entitled thereto may sue 
for and recover the same by such proceeding in the said Supreme Court 
as the said Court shall direct. 

XVIII. The Commissioners shall not be liable for the amount so paid 
to any person, in case another person having better title thereunto shall 
afterwards appear, but the same may be recovered from the party who 
received the same or his representatives at the suit of the person entitled 
thereunto. 

XIX. The said certificates shall be transferrable by endorsement. 

XX. The said Commissioners, at any time after the said first day of 
July may grant a warrant to any person or persons to take and deliver 
to the Officers of the Bombay (government any of the lands mentioned 
in the said plan No. 2, whicu Warrant shall confer on such person or 
personsthe same powers and rights which the Sheriff has for executing a 
writ of possession issued by the said Supremo Court. 

XXI. The said Commissioners, witli the consent of the Governor of 
Bombay in Council, to bo signified in writing upon the said plan No. 2, 
under the hand of one of the Secretaries to the Government of Bombay, 
at any time before the completion of the assessment, may after the plan 
No. 2 lodged with the said Commissioner and corresponding alterations 
shall be made in the plan No. 1 lodged with the said Commissioners, 
and the Governor of Bombay in Council shall therei^n cause the like 
alterations to be made in the plans deposited in the (Office of the Secre- 
tary to the Government of Bombay ; and, if any such alterations shall be 
so made, the plans so altered shall to all intents and purposes of this 
Act be consiimred as the plans referred to by this Act. Provided always 
that, if any difference shall at any time appear between the plans de- 
posited with the Commissioners and the plans deposited in the office of 
the Secretary to the Government of Bombay, the latter shall be deemed 
the origlncd and authentic plans referred to by this Act. 
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XXTl. No action at law or other proceeding shall be bronght in any 
Court whatever against any Commissioner under this Act fdr any thing 
done or omitted to be done by him as a Commissioner thereunder ; and a 
certificate in writing under the hand of one of the Secretaries to the 
(rovemmentof Bombay shall be evidence that any such act or deed of 
commission or omission complained of was done by the Commisstoners in 
execution of their powers iia such Commissioners under this Act. 

XX I II. On the close of the business of the* said Commission the 
records thereof shall become and be made a record of the Bbml^ay 
Government. 

XXIV. If, at the closing ofUicsaul Gommlnion, there should appear 
to be any unappropriated balance of the sald^^ras Land Assessment 
Fund, the same shall be paid to the Municinal Fund of Bombay ; and, if 
the said Foras Land Assessment Fund slmukl prove InsuiTicicnt to answer 
the charges upon it, the deficient amount shall be paid from the said 
Municipal Fund, upon an order or orders to be signed by the said Com- 
missioners, countersigned by one of the Secretaries to the Government 
of Bombay.

‘Whereas it is necessai^ to amend the Law of the Bombay Presidency, 
relating to cxc^cution of Decrees ; It is enacted as follows : 

L Clause 2nd, Section LX L, Regulation IV. ami .Clause 3rd, Sec- 
tion VII., Regulation XXIX. 1827, of the Bombay Code, are repealed. 

If. Decrees in Civil Suits, whether original or in appeal, shall be 
made to the Court la which the Decree was originally passed. 


Act No. VIIL ofl851. 

An Act fitr enabling Government to levy Tolls on public Boads and 

Bridges* 

{Ath Jtdy 1851.] 

Whereas it is expedient to enable Government to levy Tolls upon 
Roads and Bridges ; It is enacted as follows : 

I. Acts 11. 1837 and VIII. 1838 are repealed, but not so as to 
revive any Regulation or Act thereby repealed. 

II. The Governor of the Presidency of Fort William in Bengal, the 
Lieutenant Governor of the North Western Provinces of Bengal, the 
Governor of the Presidency of Fort St. George in Council, and the 
Governor of the Presidency of Bombay in Council, may cause such 
rates of Toll, not exceeding the rates meutioned in the Schedule annexed 
to this Act, as they respectively think fit, to be levied upon any road or 
bridge which has been, or shall hereafter be made or repaired at the 
expense of the Government ; and may place the collection of such Tolls 
under the management of such persons as may appear to them proper ; 
and all persons employed in the raani^emcnt and collection of such Tolls 
shall be liable to the same responsibilities, as would belong to them, if 
enmloyed in the collection of the Land Revenue. 

III. IqjQM of non-payment of an^ such Toll on demand, the Officers 
appointedlnoUcct the same may seize any of the carriages or animals 
on which itVchargCable, or any part of their burden of sufficient value 
to defray the Toll ; and, if anjjr Toll remains undischarged for twenty- 
four hours, with the cost arising from such seizure, the case shall be 
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brougbi before ibe Officer appointed to superintend tbe collection of the 
said Toll, who may sell the property seiz^ for discharge of the Toll, 
and all expenses occasioned by such nonpayment, seizure, and sole, and 
causeany balance that may remain to bo retunied, on denian^ to tl>e 
owner of the property ; and the said Officer, on receipt of the property, 
shall forthwith issue a notice that, at noon of the next daj, exclosivo of 
Sunday, or any close holiday, be will sell tlie property by auction. 
Provided that if, at any time before the sale has actually begun, the 
person whose property bos been seized shall tender the amount of nil the 
cxpciiccs incurred, and of double the Toll payable by him, the said 
Officer shall forthwith release the property seized. 

IV. No Tolls shall bo paid for the passage of Troops and Military 
Stores and Equipages on their march, or of Police Officers on duty, or of 
any person or property in their custody ; but no other exemption from 
payment of the Tolls levied under this Act shall be allowed. 

V. All Police Officers shall be bound to assist the Toll Collectors, 
when required, in the execution of this Act ; and, for that purpose, shall 
have the same power which they have in the exercise of ^eir common 
Police duties. 

VI. Every person, other than the persons appointed to collect the 
Tolls under this Act, who shall levy or demand any Toll on any public 
road or bridge, or for passing through apy bnzar situated thereon, and 
also every person who shall unlawfully and extortionaiely demand, or 
take any other, or higher Toll than the lawful Toll, or under colour of 
this Act seize or sell any property, knowing such seizure or sale to be 
unlawful, or m any manner unlawfully extort money, or any valuable 
thing from any person under colour of this Act shall be liable on con- 
viction before a Magistrate, to imprisonment tor any term not exceeding 
six Calendar months, or to fine not exceeding two hundi'ed Rupees, any 
part of which fine may be awarded by the Magistrate to the person ag- 
grieved : but this remedy shall not be deemed to bar, or alfeet his right 
to have redress by suit in the Civil Court of the Zillah. 

YU. A Table of the Tolls authorized to be taken at any Toll-gate 
or Station shall be put up in a conspicuous place near such gate or station 
legibly written or printed inEnalish words and figures, and also in those 
of the Vernacular language of the district to wliich shall be annexed 
written or printed in like manner, a statement of the penalties fur re- 
fusing to pay the Toils and for taking any unlawful Toll. 

Vm. The Tolls, levied under this Act, shall be deemed public 
revenue ; but the net proceeds thereof shall be applied wholly to the 
construction, repair and maintemmee of roods and bridges, within the 
rresidency in which they arc levied.

Act No. IX. of 1851. 

An Act for the prevention of Oamhling in Bombay. 

\\\thJuly, 1851. 

Whereas the vice of Gambling has of late yenr^ much iucroased, and 
many gaming houses have been established within the Town and Island 
of Jiombay, for suppression of which the laws now in force arc inade* 
quate ; It is enacted as follows : 

I. So much of Article XL of Title Fifth of a Hulc, Ordinance and 
liogulation passed by the Governor of Bombay in Council on the lltU 
day of April 1827, and registered in the Supreme Court of Bombay on 
the 22nd day of June 1827, ns provides that the Court of Petty Sessions 
shall exercise jurisdiction over common gamblers who shall not give a 
satisfactory account of any other means of livelihood, is renoaled. 

II. Bvery person who, within the Town and Island of Bombay, shall 
keep a common gaming house, or any room, or other place used fur the 
purposes of a common gaining house, or who shall have the care or ma- 
nagement thereof, or shall in any manner conduct the business of any 
such common gaming house, either as Banker, SbroflT, Croupier or other- 
wise, shall, on conviction before the Court of Petty Sessions, be punish- 
able by fine not exceeding One Thousand Bupecs, or, in the discretion 
of the said Court, may be imprisoned with or without hard labor for any 
period not exceeding six Calendar months. 

III. And, whereas it may be doubted, whether or not certain houses 
or rooms alleged or reputed to be opened for the use of the subscribers 
only, or not open to all persons desirous of using Uie same, arc to be 
deemed common gaming Louses, it is declared and enacted that, in de- 
fault of other evidence proving any house, room, or place to be used as a 
common gaming bouse, it shall be enough, in support of the allegution in 
any information or indictment that any house, room, or place is a common 
gaming house, to prove that such house, room, or place is kept or used 
fur playing therein at cards, dice, or any unlawful ^ame, ami that a bonk 
is ke]>t there by one or more of tlic players exclusively of the others, or 
that the chances of any ganiMj^yed ilicrcln are not alike favorable to 
all the idnycrs, including, oxiM^ the players, the bunker or other person 
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bj whom the game is managed, or against whom the oilier players stake, 
play or bet ; aud every such house, room, or place shall oe deemed a 
common gaming house. 

IV. Every person who shall be found in any such ooiamon gamiiTg 
house playing or gaming with cards, dice, counters, money, or other in- 
struments of gaming, or who shall be found there present during such 
playing or gaming, or for the purpose of gaming, or who shall, be found 
gaming with cards, dice, oodtiters, money, or outer instruments of gaoling 
in any street or public place or thoroughfare within the said town and 
island, whether playing for any money, wager, stake, or otherwise, shall 
be punishable, on conviction before the Court of Petty Sessions, by fine 
not exceeding Five Hundred Rupees ; or in the discretion of the said 
Court, may be imprisoned with or without hard labor for any period not 
exceeding three Calendar months. 

V. Any Magistrate of Police, upon information laid before him on 
oath that there is reason to suspect any house, room, or place within the 
said town and island to be used as a common gaming house, may, by 
his warrant, give authority to any Constable of Police in the town and 
island of Bombay to enter, with such assistance as may be found neces- 
sary, by night or by day, and by force if necessary, any such house, 
room, or other place, and to take into emstody all persons whom he finds 
therein, whether or not then actually gaming ; aud to seize all instru- 
ments of gaming, and all monies and securities for money found therein, 
and to search all parts of the house, room, or place which he shall have 
so entered, when he has reason to believe that any instruments of gnm- 
iim are concealed ; and to search also the persons of those whom ho so 
takes into custody, and to seize and take possession ol* all cards, dice, 
counters, aud other instruments of gaming which be shall find upon such 
search. 

VI. When any cards, dice, gaming table or cloth, or other instruments 
of gaming arc found in any house, room, or place of whicli information 
has been given on oath to a Magistrate of tolice, that it is suspected of 
being used as a common gaming house, or about the person of any of 
those who are found therein, it shall be evidence, until the contrary is 
made to appear, that such house, room, or place is used us a comnion 
gaminghouse, and that the persons found therein wore tliorc present for 
the purpose of gaming, although no play was actually seen by the Con- 
stable or any ol his Assistants. 

VIL On conviction of any person for keeping or beint present for 
the purpose of gaming in any common gaming house, all the instru- 
ments of gaining found therein shall be dentrojed by order of the Court 
of Petty Sessions, which shall also order all, or any of ihe securities for 
money, and other articles seized, not being iii^truincnta of gaming, 
to be sold and converted into money, and the proceeds thereof, with 
all monies seized therein, to be forfeited, or in its discretion may order 
any part thereof to be returned to the parties appearing to have been 
severally thereunto entitled. 

VIIL Any Officer of Police may arrest without warrant all persons 
whom he may^ see in the act of gaming in any street or public place or 
thoroughfare in the said town or island, and seize all cards, dice, counters, 
and instruments of gaming which he finds in their possession, which, on 
conviction of any of the parties, shall be destroyed by order of the 
Court. 

IX. It shall net be necessary, in order to convict any person of keep- 
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ing A common gaining liouse, or of being concerned in tlic management 
of any common gaming bouric or gaining table, to prove that any person 
foil ml phiying at any game was playing for any money, Vngcr, or stake. 

* X. Any person who shall have been concerned in any unlawful gam- 
ing, and who shall be examined as a witness before the said Court of 
IVtfy Sessions on the trial of any person or persons for a breach of any 
of the provisions of this Act, and who upon sdeh examination shall make 
true and laithful discovery to . the best of his or her knowledge of all 
things as to wliich he or she shall be examined, and who shall thereupon 
receive from the said Court a ccrtiAcate in writing to that effect, shall be 
freed irom all prosecutions under this Act for any thing done before that 
time in respect of such unlawful gamin^.^ 

XL Nothing in the foregoing provisions of this Act contained shall 
be held to apply to any gome of mere skill played at Hotels or Tavern.^, 
licensed by the Collector of Land Revenue, and the Senior Magistrate of 
Tolice under Act XVIIL 1840, or in any place of public resort licensed 
by tlie Court of Petty Sessions under Act XIV. 1842. 

XIL Every person who shall by any fraud or unlawful device or 
ill practice in playing at or with cards, dice, or other game, or in bear- 
ing a part in the stakes, wagers or adventures, or in betting cm the sides 
or hands, of them that do jilay, or in wagering on the event of any game, 
sport, pastime, or exercise, win from any otli person for himself, or 
any other or others any sum of money or valunblo thing, shall be deemed 
guilty of obtaining such money or valuable thin" from such other person 
by a false pretence, with intent to cheat or defraud such person of the 
same, and being convicted thereof shall bo punished accordingly. 

XIIL No conviction or other proceeding before the said Court of Pet- 
ty Sessions under this Act shall be (paslied, or set aside or adjudged 
void or insufliciont for want of form, or be removed by Certiorari into 
Her Majesty’s Supreme Court. 

XIV. All fines imposed under this Act shall be recovered under Act 
11. lS3i). 

XV. Tlie Court of Petty Sessions shall on conviction have power to 
direct any portion, not oxceoding one-fourth of any fine which shall be 
levied under the provisions of this Act, or any part of the monies or pro- 
ceeds of articles seized In any common gaminghouse and ordered to be 
forfeited, to be paid to an informer, and the balance of such fines and 
monies or thcywholc thereof, as the ease muy»be, shall be applied to the 
use of the Municipal Fund under Act XT. 1851. 


Act. No. X. of 1851. 

To amend Act XX. 1841 for the administration of personal Estate of 
deceased persons. 

For amendment and extension of the power to grant Certificates of Ad- 
ministration of the personal Estate of deceased persons under Act XX. 
1841, It is enacted as follows : 
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I. I n the ease of disputes among persons, clai miog < o bo Jojutly entitled 
to be proprietors of any public Securities of the East India Company > 
as the representatives of any deceased pe^u, the District or Ziliah Judge, ^ 
wheneveL' sufficient cause shall be shewn to him, and on the request of 
any such claimant, may grant a Certificate of Administration of tuo per- 
sonal Estate of tl^e deceased, so far as concerns the said Securities, ac- 
cording to Act XX. 1841, to such nerson as shall be from time to time 
iq^pomted by the Governor ofllengai, and Governors of Madras and' Bom- 
bay in Council respectively, to act as ti'ustec under this Act ; and shall 
specliy in such Certificate the several persons appearing to him to bo 
such j^oprictors, and their several shares ; and the said 1 rustcc, by vir- 
tue of such Certificate, shall be entitled to receive and give discharges 
for the interest accruing due on such Securities ; and shall account fiir, 
and pay the sum, to the several persons specified in the Certificate to bo 
thereunto entitled, according to the shares therein set forth ; and shall bo 
empowered to act in all other respects concerning the said Securities as 
Agent for such persons ; and shall be entitled to the same rateof Commis-< 
sion upon all such transactions as is allowed to the Government Agent 
for the time being oft the like transactions, as Agent of the public cre- 
flltors oftlie East India Company, by any regulations from time to time 
made by the Governor General of India in Council t Pl’ovidcd never- 
theless that the right of any other person to recover tlic whole or any 
jiart of the monies so paid, by regular suit against all or any of the per- 
sons to whom the same have been paid, shall not be afibeted by this Act. 

II. If any such disputes, among persons claiming to be proprietors 
of public Securities of the East India Company, arc not ended within two 
years from the date of the Certificate of Adininistration granted by any 
Districtor Zillah Judge, the said Trustee may apportion the principal 
sum of the said Securities rateably among the parties appearing from the 
aforesaid Certificate to be proprietors thereof, and may apply for and 
receive new Securities from the proper Officer appointed to issue the 
same, in the respective names of the several parties certified to be en- 
titled thereto ; provided that such new Securities slmll be issued only 
accorduig to the rules in use for the regulation and issue of such public 
Securities ; and the receipt of the said Trustee for such new Securities, 
by endorsement on the old Sccuidtics or otherwise, sluill be a legal dis- 
charge to the East India Company against the disputing parties claiming 
to be entitled to the several amounts for which such Sfteurities shall bo- 
issued : Provided always that, if the amount of my Securities in disputes

Act No XV. of 1851. 

An Act for the better euppreseion of frands in reepect of cotton in Bombay, 

[The 2Ut Nov,, 1851.] 

For the better suppression of fratidulcnt practices in the Cotton 
Trade in Bombay, It is enacted as follows ; 

1. Any person who, in the Islands of Bombay or Colaba, shall frau- 
dulently mix Cotton of a good and bad description or quality in 
one bale, usually termed false packing, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanour. 

H. Any person who, in the Islands of Bombay or Colaba, shall frau- 
dulently deteriorate Cotton by exposing it by ght to heavy dews, or 
by putting with it nncleaned Cotton, commoriv called Kuppas, or by 
means of dirt, stones, earth, water, or any other substance, or liquid, 
or who shall in any other way fraudulently deteriorate it with the view 
of making it heavier, and packing it in that state, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanour. 

III. Any person who, in the Islands of Bombay or Colaba, shall frau- 
dulently sell or offer for sale under false sample, or otherwise, any Cot- 
ton mixed or adulterated, as in the first and second Sections of this 
Act mentioned, si vail be deemed guilty of a misdemeanour. 

IV. Any persoii who, in the Islands of Bombay or Colaba, shall know- 
ingly and wilfully have in his possession any such mixed or adulterated 
Cotton as aforesaid, with a view to any fraudulent sale or disposition 
tljoreof, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanour. 

V. Any person comniitting n misdemeanour against this Act shall be 
tried summarily for the same before the Court ofretty Sessions at Bom- 
bay, and on oonvicjtion shall be liable to a fine not exceeding BiTpecs One 
Thousand, or imprisonment, with or witliout hard labour, not exceeding 
twelve mouths, and at the discretion of such Court to both Ane and impri- 
sonment : Trovided always, that it shall be lawful for the Chairman of 
the said Court to commit, or hold to bail, any person charged with any 
misdemeanour under this Act to take his trim in the Supreme Court. 

VL All Cotton in the Islands of Bombay or Colaba which shall be 
fraudulently mixed, as mentioned in the first Section of this Act, or which 
shall be fraudulentiy deteriorated os mentioned in the Second Section of 
this Act, shall be liable to confiscation. 

VII. The said Court of Petty Sessions, upon credible infonnation on 
oath of any Cotton liable to confiscation under this Act being in Bombay 
or Colaba, may order the seizure thereof, and the Chairman of such CouH 
may issue a warrant for searching for, and seizing the same, and upon 
the same being proved to the satisfaction of the said Court to be liable to 
confiscation, may order the confiscation thereof, whereupon the same 
shall bo confiscated, and the said Court of Petty Sessions shall cause an 
intimation of every such confiscation to be forthwith given to the Col- 
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Icctot of Customs at Bombay, urbo shall forthwith oauae a valuation of 
the confisoated Cottcm to be made,- and garnish the same to the said Court 
of Petty Sessions, who shall therei^on make over Bie confiscated Cotton, 
with the valuation thereof, to the Bombay Government, and the said Go- 
vernment ahull keep the said confiscated cotton, and shall from tinoie to 
time export the same to Europe, to be there disposed of as adulterated 
or deteriorated Cotton. ■ • ' < 

Vin. All fines levied and recovered under this Act shall be paid into 
the General Treasury at Bombay. ^ , i.. 

IX. The said Court of Petty Sessions as to any fine paid to such Court, 

or Cotton confiscated by its order under this Act, and thc^upreme Court 
as to any fine on conviction in such Court, respectively, may award 
the whole or any part of the fines recovered, and any portion of the 
valuation by the said Collector of Customs of confiscated Cotton, not ex- 
ceeding t IV o- thirds of the amount of such valuation, to be paid to the in- 
former or informers, whose information shall have led to the conviction 
of the offender, or confiscation of the Cotton respectively, and maygl'ant 
such informer or informers an order on the General Treasury at Bombay 
for the amount so awarded. . . 

X. Nothing in this Act shall affect the Civil rights of any parties de- 
frauded by any offender against this Act, but they may sue for the same 
as if this Act had not been passed.

direct, ordain, and appoint that there should be within the Factory of 
Fort AVilliam at Calcutta in Ilengal a Court of Record which should bo 
called the Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort William in Bengal. And 
he did thereby create, direct an<l constitute the said Supreme Court 
of Judicature at Fort William in Bengal to be a Court of Becord with 
such powers and authorities os arc in and by the said Letters Patent 
mentioned and contained.

of money whatsoever as have heretofore been ordered, charged, adjudged, 
set^ imposed or awarded upon or against any person or persons whomso- 
ever in or by the said Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort William in 
Bengal, or in or by any Court of Justice, or in person at Fort William 
aforesaid having lawful authority to order, charge, adjudge,set, impose or

And we do hereby for U.<«, our Heirs nnd Successors, direct, authorize 
and command the Chief Justice and other Justices of the said Supreme 
Court of Judicature at Fort William in Bengal aforesaid, and of any 
other Court of Justice, or other person or persons there having laivfiil 
authority lo order, charge, adjudge, set, impose or award fines, amer- 
ciaments, ransoms, forfeitures, penalties, or sums of money whatsoever 
for or by reason of any offences, misdemeanours, defaults, contempts, 
neglects, or forfeitures whatsoever. And all J ustices of the Peace, Coni- 
mtssioners of Oyer and Terminer and Gaol Delivery now and for the time 
being, all Sheriffs, and other Officers and Ministers, and all others therein 
concerned respectively by virtue of these our Let ters Patent, to cause to be 
paid over to tne said East IndiaCompany from time to time all such nmer- 
ciiunents, fines, ransoms, forfeitures, penalties, parts of penalties, and 
sums of money as shall be kst or imposed upon, or be forfeited or accrue 
due by or from any person or persons as aforesaid, and the same shall be 
paid or satisfied by such person or persons accordingly, or otherwise shall 
and may be recovered and levied by any of the ways and means 
before mentioned, subject nevertheless to such Orders as shall be 
made for the satisfaction of Prosecutors as hereinbefore directed, 
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anil we do by these presents, for Us,^ our Ilelrs and Stiocessors,

the Peace during the time of the holding any of the ^aid Courts of Oyer 
and T«*rmincr and Gaol Delivery or Quarter Session, tany period subse- 
quent to the time when the next preceding Courts aforesaid were last 
holdcn respectively. 

And it i.s cnir further will and pleasure and we do hereby further will 
and direct that it shall be lawful for the Governor in Council of the Pre- 
sidency of Fort William in Bengal to mitigate or discharge all 
amerciaments, lities, ransoms, and forfeiture.*} heretofore set or imposed 
or hereafter to bo set and imposed by the said Supreme Court of Judi- 
cature at Fort William aforesaid, or by any other Court of Justice or 
other person or persons there having lawful authority to order, charge, 
adjudge, set, impose, or award fines, amerciaments, ransoms, forfeitures, 
penalties or sums of money by reason of any ofiences, inisdcineanours, 
defaults, contempts, neglects or forfeitures whatsoever, as our Court of 
Exchequer in England or the Chancellor or Barons thereof may or can 
lawfully do in England. With power also for the said Governor in 
Council of the Presidency of Fort William in Bengal aforesaid by any 
Order to cause a sjiarc or proportion of any line imposed on any person 
or perstms for any ilelinquency or misdemeanour prosccut»>d to judg- 
ment to be paid over to the Prosecutor towards defraying his cimences 
occasioned thereby, us such Governor iu Council shall think nt and 
expedient.

Whereas it is desirable to lessen the expense of Law PrdoaedifiM 
on all sides of this Court, and to assimilate the practice to that of the 
Superior Courts at Westminster Hull wherever the English prabtica it 
found to be more beneficial to suitors ; It is hereby onlered that the 
following Rules be hencefortli observed, and all previous Rules and 
Orders or parts thereof inconsistent with these Hules, but not further 
or otherwise, are hereby abrogated and discharged. 

GENERAL RUl.ES. 

1. Ail the oilices of the Court shall bo open for the despatch of 
business from half-past ten o'clock in the forenoon during term, and 
from eleven o'clock till five during vacation. 

2. A return of fees by each of tlie officers of the Court shall be laid 
before the Judges on tUc 1st day of February term in each year, 
showing the net value of the office for the last year, and the average on 
the prece^ling seven years. 

3. Verification of proceedings may bo made by affidavit instead of 
certificate in cases where affidavits may be used witli greater economy. 

4. All affidavits on all sides of the Court ore to be taken and 
expressed in the first person of the dcjioneiit, under the jienalty as to 
costs mentioned in Lord Lyndhurst's order 128 of May 1846. 

ECCLESIASTICAL SIDE. 

1 . The practice of the Ecclesiastical Court of the diocese of Lon- 
don is adopted in this Court with respect to | robates and letters cf 
administration, or as near thereto as the circumstances of the country 
permit, subject to the Rules of this Court with rcspcci to caveats, and 
the taking of evidence by viva voce examination. 

2. To obtain probate, the Proctor, on being satisfied os to the 
eenuinencss and due execution of the will, shall indorse upon it the 
Jurat, and draft an affidavit to be sworn by tlic executor, stating the 
time and place of the death of the testator, and the nature and amount 
of his property, and shall appear before one of the Commissioners of the 
Court witn the executor, who shall thereupon* be sworn to his trust 

3. The Proctor shall then de^iosit the will, afiidavit. and all tes- 
tamentary papers with Ute Registrar, and the Registrar on being satisfied 
of the due execution of the will, on the expiration of fourteen dats 

aaflor the deposit Of the testam^xtary papers* shall deliver out the 
probate under the Seal of tlie Court according to the present practice, 
unless a caveat has been filed. 

4. In all cases of wills of* Hindu feipdes, and in other cases both 
of will and intestacy, where, in the opinion of the Registrar, notice of 
the application ought to be jKiven, prorate on letters of administration 
shall not be delivered out ofthe ' Registry until fourteen dej^'s after an 
advertisement giving notice of the application has be^ inserted hi 
some newspaper, to be named or approved of by the Rewtrar, or until 
after such citations or notices have been served as the Registrar shHl 
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direct, but formal citations are not to be required ezcq>t in casee 
where they arc necessary, by English practice. 

5. To obtain administration, Proctor, on being satisfied as to the 
claim of the p»rty to the administration, shall draft an act ^ lead 
the admin isiration with an affidavit from the party stating the time and 
pIaciM)f the intestate’s death, the absence of any testamentary paper, 
nature and amount cf « he property to be administorod, the family or 
other relatives of the intestate, with the name and address, in case of 
applications by Native widows, of the nearest male relative oftho 
husband, and on the afiiadvit being sworn by the applicant, the Proctor 
shall take him before one of the Commissioners of the Court to be sworn 
to his trust. 

6. The Proctor shall then deposit the act and affidavit with the 
Registrar, who, on being satisfied of the representative character of the 
claimant, and on execution of the usual bond, shall issue letters exf 
administration under the Seal of the Court. 

7. No proxy is necessary where the executor or party seeking ad- 
ministration resides within the jurisdiction of the Court. 

8. Applications to the Court, when necessary, to be made by motion 
on the papers deposited in the Kegistir. 

9. Where an executor or next of kin, subject to the Eccleaiatical 
Law of England, is resident in India, and neglects represent the party 
deceased, citations may be issued by the R<‘gistTi» .it the instance of any 
party interested in the representation, which eiiitiions shall be served 
personally if the party is re sident in the islands of Bombay or Salsctte, 
or may be served through the Post Office or otherwise as the Registrar 
directs. 

10. In all applications by the Administrator General for Letters of 
adminijitrAtion, so long as his oifict! is combined with that of Ecclesiastical 
Registrar, he shall apply by petition to the sitting Judge for his fiat. 

11. It shall not be necessary to submit PrcKitor’s bills for taxation, 
unless the party to be charged thereby desire to have the bill taxed. 

12. Ecclesiastical business standing for hearing shall be taken before 
all other business on every Monuay not being an Insolvent Couj*t day% 

PLEA SIDE. 

1 . Seiwice of process may be made by the party or his Attorney in 
all cases where service may he so made in England, except in cases 
where the Charter directs that service shnll be made by the Sheriff. 

2. On the plaint being fded, the plaintiff may serve a copy upon the 
defendant us in England, and all subsequent Pleadings may be delivered 
between the parties, but the party who sets down the cause for trial 
must make up a record on plain paper of all the pleadings and the par- 
ticulars of demand, and file the same with the Prothonotary. 

3. Defendant may plead several matters without a special order, and 
if any of such ]>leas snould be objected to, a summons may be taken 
out before a J udge. 

4. The signature of Counsel need not be obtained for Special pleas. • 

5. Blank subpoenas may be taken out according to the English prac- 
tice, but more than six naincf are not to Im insert^ therein. 

6. When the plaintiff is entitled to sign Judgment, he may do so on 
his own responsibility, as in England. 

7. In all ejectment suits, the pai^tj filins the plaint shidl deliver with 
the plaint a bul of pfirtieulars, describing toe premises sought to be re- 
covered. 
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8. In all other matters not provided for hj rule, the practice of the 
Court of Queen*8 Bench shall be followed as near as may l>e. 

EQUITY SIDE. 

I. Any person seekinjjf equitable relief may, without speeial leave 
of the Court, and instead of proceed! nu by bill of complaint in the 
usual form, file a claim ki the liegistrar^ office in any of the following 
cases, that is to say, in any cases where the plaintiff is or claims to be,— 

Ist. A creditor upon the estate of any deceased person, seeking pay- 
ment of his debt out of the deceased’s assets. 

2nd. A li^gate under the will of any deceased person not being a 
Mahomedan or Hindoo, seeking payment or delivery of his legacy out 
of the deceased’s personal assets. 

Srd. A legate under the will of any deceased person being a Maho- 
medan or Hindoo, seeking payment or delivery of his legacy out of the 
deceased's general estate. 

4th. A residuary legatee, or one of the residuary legatees, of any 
deceased person, seeking an account of the residue, and payment or ap- 
propriation of his share therein. 

5th. The person or any of the persons entitled to the personal estate 
of any person, not being a Mahomedan or Hindoo, who may have died 
intestate, and seeking an account of such perfiK>nal estate, and payment 
of his share thereof. 

fith. The person or any of the persons entitled to the estate of any 
Mahomedan who may have died intestate, and seeking an account' of 
such estate, and the ascertainment, pavment, or apropriation of his share 
thereof, according to the Mahomedan law of succession nb intestato* 

7th. The person or any of the persons entitled to the estate of any 
Hindoo, who may have died intc.state, and seeking an account of a 
partition or an account and partition of such estate. 

8lh. An executor or administrator of any deceased person, seeking 
to have the assets of such deceased person administered under the direc- 
tipns of the Court. 

9th. A legal or equitable mortgagee or person entitled to a lien as 
security for a debt, seeking foreclosure or sale, or otherwise to eiiibrco 
his security. 

loth. A person entitled to redeem any legal or equitable mortgage 
or any lien, seeking to redeem the same. 

11th. A person entitled to the specific performance of an 8j2;reement 
for the sale or purchase of any property, seeking such speeihe perfor- 
mance. 

T2tb. A person entitled to an account of the dealings and transac- 
tions of a partnership, dissolved or expired, seeking such account. 

13th. A person entitled to an equitable estate or interest, and seek- 
ing to use the name of his trustee in prosecuting an action for his own 
sole Iienefit. 

14tb. A person entitled to have a new trustee appointed in a ease 
where there is no power in the instrument creating the trust to appoint 
new tiustees, or where the power cannot be exercised, and seeking to 
appoint a new trustee. 

II. Such claim in the several cases enumerated in Order I. is to be 
n the form and to the effect set forth in Schedule (A.) hereunder writ- 
ten as applicable to the particular case, and the filing of such claim is| 
in all cases not otheiTwise provided ibr, to have the form and effect of 
filing a bill. 
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III. lJf)on filing' Pitch claim, the plaintilF thereby claiaiing shnll sue 
out a writ of gtiinnions against the defendant to the claim, re(|airing 
liim to cause an appearance) to be entered to such writ, and also requir- 
ing him on a day or time to be therein named, or on the motion day then 
next fidlowing, to shew cause, if he can, why such rdief as is claimed by 
the phiintiir should not be had, or why such order as shall be just with 
rciercrice to the claim should not be made. 

IV'. Such writ of summons is to be in the form and to the effect 
in that behalf set forth in No. 1 of Schedule (U.) hereunder written, 
with such variations as circumstances may roquir^ and is to issue upon 
a Judge's order obtained on the Registrar's certificate of a’ claim filed, 
and the usual affidavit that the defendant is subject to the jurisdiction 
of the Court, and is to he scaled iu the same manner as a writ of 
subpeena and respondendum. 

Y. In any case other th.an those enumerated in order I., or in any 
case to which the forms set forth in Schedule (A.) are not applicable, 
the Court (if it shall so think fit,) may, up m the exparte application of 
any person seeking equitable relief, and upon reading the claim proposed 
to be filed, give leave to file such claim, and sue out a writ of summons 
thereon under these orders ; and if such leave be given, an indorsement 
thereon A>y the Registrar upon the propcised claim shall besuificient 
authority for the Registrar to receive and file such claim. 

VI. Ill the case provided for by the 6th articl ^f order T., any one 
person, who under the Srd or 4th article of order j , might have claimed 
relief against the executor or administrator of the deceased person 
whose personal estate is sought to be administered, and the executor or 
co-administrator (if any) of the plaintiff, may be named in the writ of 
summons as didendants to the suit ; and iu the first instance no other per- 
son need be therein iioined. 

Vfl. In other cases, the only person who need be named in the writ 
of summons as defendant to the suit in the first instance, is the person 
agaitiNt whom the relief is directly claimed. 

VIU AU claims, and all writs, caveats, proceedings, directions, and 
orders consequent thereon, citluT before the Court or in the Master's 
offices, are to be deemed proceedings, 'writs, and orders, subject to the 
general rules, orders, and practice of the Court, so fur as the same are, 
or may b**, applicable to each iiarticular case, and consistent with these 
orders ; and all orders of the Court made in such proceedings are to be 
enforced in the same manner and by the same process as orders of the 
Court made in a cause upon bill filed 

IX. Writs of summons are, as to the number of defendants to be nam- 
ed therein -^as to the mode of service thereof, and as to the time and 
mode of entering appearances thereto, - to be subject to the same rules 
as writs of subpoena to ap^iear to and answer bills. 

X. I'he time for shewing cause named in any writ of summons (ex- 
cept a writ of summons to revive or carry on proceedings) is to be six 
days at the least afier the time limited by tlie writ for the appearance of 
the defendant, but by consent of the parties, and with the leave of the 
Court, cause may bo shewn on any earlier day. 

XL At the time for showing cause named in the writ, or on the 
motion day then next following, or so soon after as the case can be heard, 
the defendant, having previously appeared, is personally or by Counsel 
to shew cause in Court, if he can (and if necessary by affidavit), why 
such relief as is claimed by the cJaioi should not be had against him. 

XIL At the time appointed fbr shewing cause, upon the motion of 
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the plaint! tr, and on bearing the claim and what may be alleged on the 
pai t of the defendant, or upon reading a certificate of the impearance 
being entered by the defendant, or an affidavit of the writ or summons 
being duly served, the Court may, if it shall think, fit» make an order 
granting or refusing the relief claimed, or directing any accounts or en- 
quiries to be taken or made, or other proceedings to be hac^ for the 
purpose of ascertaining the plaintifTs title to the relief claimed ; and 
farther, the Court may direct such (if any) persons or classes of persons 
as it shall think necessary or fit to be summoned, or ordered to appear, 
as parties to the claim, or on any pr<iceedings before the Master, with re- 
ference to any accounts or enquudes directed to bo taken or made, or 
otherwise. 

XIII. Every order to be so made is to have tho eficct of, and may be 
enforced as, a decree or decretal order made in a suit commenced by bill, 
and duly prosecuted to a hearing, according to the itreseut course of 
the Court. 

XIV. If, upon the application for any such order, or during any 
proceedings under any such order when made, it shall appear to the Court 
tiiat, for the purposes of justice between the parties, it Is necessary or ex- 
pediont that a bill should be filed, the Court may direct or authorize 
such bill to be filed, subject to such terms, as to costs or otherwise, as 
mav be thought proper. 

Xy. I'ho orders made for granting relief iu tho several cases to 
which the forms set forth iu Schedule (A.) arc applicable, may, if the 
Court thinks fit, be iu the form and to tho elfect set forth in Schedule 
(C ) as applicable to the particular case, with such variations os circum- 
stances may require. 

XVI. Under every order of rcforcncc to the Master under these or- 
ders, the Master is, unless the Court otherwise orders, to be at liberty to 
cause the parties to be examined iqKm oath, u]K>n interrogatories or 
, viva voce, and to produce tlceds, books, jniptii’s, and writings, as he shall 
think fit, and to exainiue w'ituesscs upon uutii, and to state any circum- 
stances specially us he shall think fit, and to cause advertisement for cre- 
ditors, and if he sliall think It necessary, but not otherwise, for heirs and 
next of kin, or other unascertained persons, and the representative of 
.Much as may be dead, to be pulillsheJ in the usual forms, or otherwise, 
as the circumstances of the case may require ; and in such advertise- 
inents to appoint a time witliiu which eucli jiorsons are to come in and 
prove their claims, and within which time unless they so come in, they 
are to be excluded from the benefit of the order, and in taking any .ac- 
count of a deceased's personal or moveable estate under any such order 
of reference, theMa.ster is to take an account of tin* personal or moveable 
estate of the deceased come to the bauds of the person against whom 
such account is ilirected to be taken, or to the hands of any other person 
by his order, or for his use, and is also to impure and state to the Court 
what part, if any, of the deceased's personal estate is outstanding or un- 
disposed of^ and is also to compute uitcrest on the deceased's debts, as to 
such of them as carry intere.st, after the rate they .respectively carry, 
and as to all others, after the rate of six per ceut. per annum, fi om 
the date of the order, and to compute interest on legacies after the rato 
of six per cent, per annum from tho end of one year after the deceased’s 
death, unless any other time of payment or rate of interest is directed by 
the will, butin that case according to the. will, and In taking any account 
of a deceased’s real or unmovcable estate, he is to inquire and state to 
the Court of or to wliat real or unmovoable estate, if any, tho deceased 
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died posBCflsod or entitled, and who since tlie death of the deceased has 
been and at the time of taking such account is in possession thereof, or 
in the receipt of the rent or profits thereof; and if he shall find that any 
part of the rents, issues, profits, or produce of such real or unmoveable 
estate has been received by the defendant against whom such account 
shall be directed, he shall take an account of all such rents, issues, pro- 
fits, and produce as have come to the hands of the said defendant, or of 
any other person by hb order or for his use, and under every order 
whereby an^ property is ordered to be sold, with the approbation of the 
Master, it is to Dc understood that the same is to be sold to the best 
purchaser that can be got for the same, to be allowed by the Master, and 
that all proper parties are to join in the conveyance as the Master shall 
direct. 

XYII. If, upon the proceedings before the Master under any such 
order, it shdl appear to the Master that some persons, not already par- 
ties, ought to attend, or to be enabled to attend the proceedings before 
him, he is to be at liberty to certify the same ; and upon the production 
of such certificate to the Registrar, the plaintiff may sue out a writ of 
summons requiring the persons named in such certificate to appear to 
the writ, and such persons arc thereupon to be named and treated as de- 
fendants to the suit. 

XVIIL Such writ of summons, under an ord^• or Master^s certificate, 
is to be in the form and to tlie effect in thatbeh a. set forth in No. 2 of 
Schedule (R*)) ^ith such variations as circumstances may require. 

XIX. The persons so summoned, having appcare<l, arc to be at liberty 
to attend, and to be entitled to notice of the proceedings before the Mas- 
ter under the order of reference, subject to such directions as the Mas- 
ter may make in respect thereof. 

XX. Where any proceedings originally commenced by claim and 
writ of summons shall, by the death of parties or otherwise, have become 
abated or defective for want of parties, and no new relief is sought, a 
claim to revive or carry on the suit may be filed, and such claim is to be^ 
ill the form set forth in No. 12 of Schedule (^A ) 

XXL The party claiming simply to revive or carry on proceedings 
may sue out a writ of summous requiring the defendant thereto to ap- 
pear to the writ, and to shew cause, if he can, why the proceedings should 
not be revived or carried on. 

XXII. Such writ of summons is to be in the form and to the effect 
in that behalf set forth in No. 3 of Schedule (B.), with such variations as 
circumstances may require. 

XXIII. If any defendant to any such writ is desirous of shewing 
cause why the proceedings should not be revived or carried on, he is to 
appear, and to file a cuveat against such revivor or carrying on, in the 
Ilegiotrar's office, in the form set forth in No. 4 . of Schedule (B,), and 
to give notice thereof in writing to the opposite party. If no such 
caveat be filed within eight days from the time jimited for the appearance 
to the writ, that at the expiration of such eight days tlie proceedings are 
to be revived, and may be carried on without any order for the purpose ; 
and a certificate of the Registrar that no caveat has becu filed within the 
time limited is to be a sufiioient authority for the Master to proceed* 
Bat if any such caveat be filed, the proceedings are not to be revived or 
carried on without an order obtained on motion, of which due notice 

is to be given. - 

XXIV. Where any further or supplemental relief is sought, andsoch 
supplemental relief is such as is provided for in any of the eases enume- 
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riit«d under order 1., a supplemental claim may be filed in such of the 
forms set forth in Schedule (A.) as is applicable to the cue* 

XXV If such supplimental relief is not such as is provided fbr bj or» 
der XXIV., a supplemental claim ma^r be filed, stating shortly the nature 
of the plaintiiTs case, and the supplemental relief claimed^ but the leave 
of the Court is to be obtained previously to the filing ther^/v^n an 
ex parte application for the puT|iose, in a manner specified in order Vl» 
XXVI. A writ of summons may be sued out, and other proceedings 
may be taken, upon a supplemental claim, in like manner as upon 
an original claim. 

XXVII. Guardians ad litem to defend may be appointed for infants 
or persons of weak or unsound mind, against whom any writ of summons 
may have issued under these orders, in like manner as guardians ad litein 
to answer and defend are now appointed in suits on bills filed. 

XXV III. Any order or proceeding made, or purporting to be mader 
in pursuance of these orders, may be discharged, varied, or set aside on 
motion, and any order for accelerating proceedings may be made by 
consent, 

XXIX. If any of the cases enumerated in order I. involve or are 
attended by such special circumstances, affecting either the estate or the 
personal conduct of the defendant, as to rctpiire special relief, the plain- 
tiff is at liberty to seek his relief by bill, aa-if these orders had not been 
made. 

XXX. If abany time after these orders come into operation any suit 
fur any of the purposes to which the forms set forth in Schedule (A.) ara 
applicable, shall be commenced by bill, and prosecuted to a hearing in 
the usual course, and upon the hearing it shall appear to the Court that 
an order to the eflect of the decree then made, or an order c(|ually bene- 
ficial to tbeplaintiff, might have been obtained upon a proceeding by sum- 
mons in the manner authorised by Uiese orders, the Court may order 

, that the increased costs which have l>een occasioned by tlio proceeding 
by bill, beyond the amount of costo which would have been sustained in 
the proceeding by summons, shall be borne and paid by the plaintiff. 

XXX I. In wese orders and schedules, the following words have 
the several meanings hereby assigned to them, over and above their 
several ordinary meanings, unless there be something in the subject or 
context repugnant to such construction, f iz. , 

1st. Words importing the singular number include the plural num- 
ber, and words importing tbe plural number include the singular num- 
ber. 

2nd. Words importing the masculine gender include females, 
drd. Tbe word affidavit** includes afitrmation" and declaration 
on honour.” 

4th. The word “ person” or ** party” includes “ a body politic or 
corporate.” 

4th. The word “ legacy” inMudes ** an annuity,'* and “ a specific 
as well as a pecuniary legacy.” 

6th. The word ** l^atee” includes ** a person interested in a legacy.” 
7th. The expression “ residuary legatee” includes ** a person inter- 
estsd in the residue.” 

XXXII. When a party shows cause on a claim being filed, 4iid tb 
appears to tiie Court that questions of fact or mixed questions, pf law 
and fact arise between the parties, tbe Court will proceed isfi. settle 
issues without a reference, ana if uecessary to direct interroipitiQ^S'to be 
exhibited in the subject matter of the chum or counter claim, and will 


' five the neccfiflury directions for trial as in tlic case of an issue direct- 
ed hj the High ('ourt of Chancery. 

• 30CXIfI. Claims may be amended at the trial under the rule appli- 
cable to issues at common law, and before trial like bills in equity. 

Fbocebdings befobs the Masteb. 

XXXIV. Every decree or order of reference directed to the Master 
is to be brought intr> his ollicc within eight days after the same shall 
have been passed and entered, and in default thereof any other party to 
the cause or matter is to be at liberty to bring in the same, and such 
party bhall have the carriage of the proceedings under such decree or 
order, unless the Master shall otherwise specially direct. 

XXXV. If upon the warrant taken out for considering the decree 
or order of reference, or at any time during the reference, it shall appear 
to the Master, with resj>ect to the whole or any portion of the proceed- 
ings, that the interests of the parties can be classified, he is to be at liber- 
ty to require the persons constituting each or any class to be represent- 
ed by the same Solicitor ; and if the parties constituting such class can- 
not agree upon the Solicitor to represent them, the Master is to be at 
liberty to nominate such Solicitor for the purpose of the proceedings 
before him ; and if any of the parties constituling such class shall de- 
cJine to authorize the Solicitor so nominated to act for him, and shall 
insist upon being represented by a diflerent So Itor, such party shall 
personally pay the costs of his own Solicitor of smd relating to the pro- 
ceedings before the Master with rc.spcct to which such nomination shall 
have betm made, and all such further costs as shall be ofjcasioned to any 
of the parties by his being represented by a diirereiit Solicitor from the 
Solicitor to be nominated. 

XXXVJ. The duration of warrants, to proceed upon any reference 
before the ]\Iaster, is not to be limited to an hour, or any other period 
of time, and the proceedings upon any warrant arc, as far as possible, to 
be continued consecutively from hour to hour, and from day to day, 
until the same shall be completed, but not so as to cause unreasonable 
delay in other causes or matters depending before the JSIaster ; and the 
Master shall therefore be at libert y to adjourn the further liearing of any 
matter or thing before him to such future day as ho shall think fit ; and 
on every such adjournment tha party shall be obliged to attend without 
a further waj^ruiit, unless the Master shall otherwise direct. 

XXXVll. The Master’s powder to proceed exparle, in case of the 
non-attcndniioc of any party on any warrant, shall extend to the case 
of his non-at tendance upon any adjournment of any warrant, and in case 
of neglect or refusal to pay sueh costs the party to whom they are di- 
rected to be paid shall be entitled to sue out a subpeena for the same. 

XXXVll 1. The Master shall have power to award costs, and to fix 
the sum to be paid for such costs, in case of non-attendance of any party 
upon any warrant, and such jx»wer shall extend to the case of ms non- 
attcndance upon any adjournment of any warrant to a fixed time. 

XXXIX. In all cases where a proceeding has been unduly delayed, 
by reason of the neglect of any party or his Solicitor, the Master shall, 
in the first report which he shall make on the subject matter in respect 
of which such proceeding has been unduly delayed, state specially to the 
(’.curt the cii*cumstauce of such delay, in order that the Court may, if it 
shall so think fit^ in addition to and notwithstanding any costs which the 
Master may have certified to be paid in the cause of the proceedings 
before him, make such further order in respect thereof as justice sh^l 
require. 
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XL. If it nhall appear to the Master that any state of fads, affidavit, 
or other proceeding before him, contains statements winch are imperti- 
nent, or of unnecessary length, he shall be at liberty (without any ap- 
plication made to him for the purpose) to disallow such matter, distin- 
guishing by his initials in the margin the parts so disallowed : and he 
shall cause a memorandum of his having disallowed such impertinent 
matter to be endorsed on the office copies of the draft of his report, as to 
the particular enquiry on which such state of facts, affidavit, or o^er 
proceeding shall have been used before him ; ai\d in the taxation of costs, 
no costs sh^all be allowed to the parties by or on whose behalf such state 
of facts, affidavit, or other proceeding was brought in to the Master's offion, 
for or in respect oftlu^ matter so disallowed : and the taxing officer shaU 
allow to the other ])arties to the suit or matter all such costs as have 
been incurred by, or occasioned to, them by reason of the matter so 
disallowed ; and such costs shall be paid by the party on whose behalf 
such^tate of facts, affidavit, or other nroceeding was so brought in. 

XLL In all proceedings before the Master, where he is attended by 
Counsel, the allowance's on the taxution of costs in respect of the fees to 
such Counsel are to be regulated upon tlic suine principles as if the pro- 
ceedings were before the Court. 

XLl]. The costs of procuring the ationdance of Counsel before the 
Master are to be allowed in the taxation of costs ns between party and 
party, in all eases in wliich the Muster shall "certify such aticuuatice to be 
propiM*, and in no other case. 

XLlll. All matters which arc to bo heard by the Master shall be 
entered by him in one or more list or lists, in regular order, except such 
matters, if any, as the l^Iaster shall direct to b(f taken at particular 
times, and the Al aster shall proceed to hear and dispose of the matter in 
such list or lists, in the order in which they stand therein ; but this is to 
be subject to special directions by the Court or the blaster in any miit- 
ters r»*(iuiring immediate despatch, 

XLIV\ If any proceeding before the Master, in any cause or matter, 
in any list, fails by reason of the non-attendance of any part y when the 
same shall be called on in its turn, (from whatever cause such non- 
attendance may arise,) and the Master does not think it expedient to 
proceed ex parte, the cause or matter .shall, if ho think fit, be peremptori- 
ly struck out ofthe list, and shall on no account whatever oe heard or 
entertained by the Master until (lie same be again set down in the list in 
regular course, by taking out a fresh warrant for that purpose, 

aLV. All proceedings before the Master shall be commenced and 
proceeded in, not by state of facts and proposal, but orally or in such 
way as the Master shall direct, to be supported if need be by evidence, 
provided nevertheless, that where, owing to the nature of the subject, the 
Master slialldeein it expedient to direct the parties before him to proceed 
by a state of facts in writing, he shall ^ive direction to such effect, and 
enter the reasons for so doing in his minute book ; but, subject to the 
above rule, the arrangement and regulation ofthe cause of proc«edin|pL 
under each reference are to he wholly subject to the control and di- 
rection of the Master ; and the Master is to proceed with the reference 
made to him as speedily as the nature thereof and the business of the 
office will allow'. 

XLVl. In all cases of disputed fact, the Master, where it is prac- 
ticable, shall take the evidence viv5 vocc, but bonds, deeds, . and notes, 
and other securities, and also small matters of formal proofs may bo 
proved by affidavit as heretofore. 



XLVIl. In cases Dvhere the Maater requires to examine ^ritnessea 
viv& voce, the sabpmna for their attendance (which may contain six 
names) shalJ be issued from the Kegistrar's odice, and Kuies 136, 137 of 
18tb May 1643 ore hereby repealed. 

XLViri. In order to resolve any question of law or fact that may 
arise between any of the parties beforenim, the Master may direct such 
parties as he shall in that behalf appoint to proceed to try in the 
Supreme Court any issues of fact or any mixed questions of law and fact 
proper in the opinion of the Master to be determined by the Court, and 
he shall settle such issues, and give such directions as he shall think 
right or expedient with reference thereto, and such issues shall be ac- 
cordingly tned, provided always that it shall be competent to the par- 
ties at or before the trial to move that such issues shall be otherwise 
moulded. 

XL IX. No orders^ reports, or certificates of the Master shall require 
confirmation, except any such special report as hereinafter mentioned, 
and all orders unappealed against for the term of iburteen days shall 
be enforced by the same process as orders of the Court. 

L. The Master, if he thinks fit, shall moke a special report concerning 
any matter or thing arising in or about the matter referred to him, in 
order that the opinion of the Court may be taken therein or with respect 
thereto, and such special report shall be brought before the Court by 
such parties as the Master snail direct byauir* on ornotice that such 
fecial report may be confirmed, discharged, or \ aried by order of the 
Court, or that any directions may bo given tlici con : and on the hearing 
of such motion the same shall be confirmed, discharged, or varied as 
the Court shall deem just, or such directions shall be given as shall 
apTOar to be necessary or expedient in that behalf. 

Ll Where any order, direction, report, or other proceeding in the 
Master's office is objected to, it shall not be necessary to file objections 
or exceptions in the Master's office, but the party objecting sbnll serve ^ 
notice of motion by way of appeal on the parties respectively in whose 
favor or at whossonstance the order or proceedings appealed from was 
made ; and upon the hosuring of such appeal tbc proceedings which shall 
have token place before the M,<ister sfiull be produced in Court, and no 
further evidence shall, without express leave of the Court, be used ex- 
cept such proceedings ; Provided always that except on' special leave of 
the Court or a Judge to be obtained on motion e.\parte, or on notice if 
the Court or Judge shall so direct, no such appeal shall be brought after 
the expiration of fourteen days after the order, direction, report, or 
other proceeding complained of shall have been made or taken place by 
or before the Master, or after service of the same, in case the party 
coniplaiuing shall not have been present. 

Lll. Parties desiring to inspect documents deposited in the Master's 
office shall take out a warrant to show cause why the documents should 
not be open for inspection during the period to be mentioned in the 
warrant, and the Master at the hearing shall fix the number of days ac- 
cording to the amount of inquiry he deems necessary, during which the 
books shall be o^n ^to inspection, and no other warrant shall he opened 
for sudi iospecUon.
